He sailed for Europe 
in May. 1878, and spent more than a year in 
traveling and reoreation. While absent he con 
sulted a number of leading Buropéan physi- 
cians, and tried the various baths which gre go 
universally used by jnvglids. It wag thought 
that his health wag benefited by the treatment 
and rest, but... 
A PEW MONTHS’ WORK 
on his return brougnt on the disease in a more 
aggravated form, When it was found that nis 
iliness was really dangerous he retired from the 
Presidency of the Pennsylvania Haulroad, and 
shortly afterward from all active business. He 
still retained an office N the Pennsyivania Ran- 
road building, by special direction of the Board 
of Difectors, and until two months aro wasig 
the habit of yisiting it almost daily. Here be 
received Wig friends, and spent a few bours pigas- 
antly, going with a serving man at his side to 
and from his residence, I last saw him at the 
opera, in the Directors’ box, on the last evening 
of the Mapleson season. It was plain that he 
recoguized but very fewof those around him, 
and we remarked as we left the box: “He will 
soon be a dead man.“ He slowly drese from bis 
seat, and, leaning on the shoulder of his man, 
walked to the door. On the Tuesday after, 
about three weeks ago, Col. Scott, who 
was always in excellent spirits. and made 
light of his infirmities, determined to attend 
the wedding of the son of Theodore Cuyler, 
a few doors below his residence, on. Ristau: 
house Square. He got into his carriage, and 
was driven without a mishap to Mr. Cuyler's 
door. When the fobtma opened the garripge- 
door he was astonished to find the Colonel re- 
clining on the seat. 
A DEATH-LIKE PALLOR 
was on his face, ana he was evidently very ill. 
He was driven back to hig house, carried up- 
stairs, and Dr. S. Weir Mitcheli, Dr. Wilson, and 
other physicians were hurriedly summoned. A 
glance told them that Col. Scott had suffered 
a third stroke of paralysis. The usual 
remedies were applied. and tua Colonel rallied, 
slowly at first, but with astonishing repidity 
afterafew days. While the publie, who had 
been apprised of his illness througa the press, 
were expecting his death, Col. Scott was fast 


better, and, within g week of his rat at- 


tack, was able to get out of bed and walk across 
the floor. The sick man was removed to his 
country seat near Derby, as soon as he waa able, 
and the change seemgd to do him good.

HIS BIRTH-PLACE. 

Thomas A. Scott was born in Loudon, Prank. 
lin County, Pa. His birth-place is a smail town 
near Chambersburg. Here be grew to man- 
hood in datly sight of passing wagon-traſus and 
stages, which he was to see enlarged to the im- 
mense proportions which, through bis influence 
largely, the facilities for this flood-tide of inter- 
nal commerce have assumed, One of the orcu- 
pations of his father was the manufacture of 
the famous Loudon whips, used by the Cones- 
toga wagonersin their toilsome journeys over 
the rugged passes of the Alleghenies, and 
Tuomas mingled with the veterans of the high- 
ways, whose avocation was being gradually de- 
stroyed dy the construction of the mein line of 
public works, he became impressed with the im- 
portance of the commercial jabors they were 
then conducting. 

HIS FATHER 

died While he was @ mere iad, and of Aug, 1, 
1841, ne was appointed te a clerkship in the 
office of the Collector of Tolls in the State Rail- 
road at Colambia, Pa. His salary was email, and 
itis related that the first Auangial achievement 
upon which he plumed himself was the saving, 
out of his petty earnings, of asum largé enough 
to buy a handsome shawl, whieh he presented to 
his widowed mother.

Pacers sum, which was the civil lability, the 
bank promptly paid to the Treasury. 

It is understood, in fact officially announced, 
that in consideration of this immediate pay- 
ment of civil penalties prosecution of the offi- 
cers under the criminal laws was remitied, 
The Government got its money, and the bank 
officers were released from criminal prose- 
cution. There were eleven returns made by 
the officers, all of which were found to be 
false and fraudulent, and each of them was 
accompanied by theoath of one or more offi- 
cers; consequently there were eleven cases 
which, under the law, were indictable, and 
in case of conviction punishable by fine and 
imprisonment for false swearing. 

The payment of the fines and penalties 
will of course be accepted by the public as 
an admission of the charges made by the 
Commisioner of Internal Revenue, and for 
which he imposed these civil penalties. 

In justice to the bank it should be stated 
that they justified or apologized for the char- 
acter of their returns on the ground that they 
received certain classes of deposits—as, for in- 
stance, those of the Treasurer of the City of 
Chicago-—on which they paid the depositors 
interest, and that, met feeling disposed to 
pay taxes as well ag interest on deposits, 
they had omitted from their list of taxable 
deposits such money as was deposited with 
them on interest. The Government did not 
recognize the legallty or the justice of this 
system of bookkeeping, Which it seems has 
been peculiar to the International Bank of 
Chicago, and net practiced or attempted by 
any other of the several thousands of Na- 
tional banks in the country. 

It is useless to argue against the public 
sentiment which will eondemn this settle- 
ment of this case with the bank upon merely 
a cash basis. Publie opinion has been too 
frequently outraged and astonished by reve- 
lations which create the impression that 
crimjnal laws are not enforced with impar- 
tial justice. Thousands of persons will pro- 
test that the Banking law and the Revenue 
law, though more rigid perhaps than 
any other statutes in their treatment 
of violations, forever break down 
and fail of their purpese in the very hour 
of their execution. It is this impression, 
whether true or only partially true, that fur- 
nishes Communists with meterial in their ef- 
forts to break down all respect for law and 
justice and to reduee society to a condition 
of anarchy.

The 
absence of such an inspection and the con- 
signment of the institution to official routine 
will impair the efficagy of the best of 
them, however well meaning managers 
may be. Chicago has been largely free 
from complaints of this kind because the 
Board of Visitors are very regular in their 
attendance and vigilance, especially in the 
case of private charities, but our own alms- 
houses and lunatie asylums have not al- 
ways been free from intimations of bad 
management. In Europe all public institu- 
tions are liable to visitations at any time, but 
in this country the public are not only not 
admitted, except at a certain hour on a cer- 
tain day, and then only to see relatives or 
friends, but visiting boards have some diffi- 
culty in gaining access to them, and rarely if 
ever see “the true inwardness” of them. 
The first step in the reformation of these in- 
stitutions must be to make them public in 
the truest sense of the word compatible with 
the good of the inmates, If they are sealed 
institutions, managed and conducted in se- 
crecy, by officials responsible to no one, then 
such horrors as those exposed in the Blocks- 
ley Almshouse must be expected, and ought 
not to occasion surprise, 


PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 

The President of the Chieago Board of 
Education, in his report for 1878, says: 
Warden McLaughry, of the Illinois Peni- 
tentiary, states that of 1,167 convicts In his 
charge last September 80 per cent could read 
and write, but only 12 per cent knew any- 
thing about any useful branch of labor.“ 
Commenting upon this fact, President Sul- 
livan well remarks: “A system of educa- 
tion which confers the power of knowledge 
for good or for evil, but neglects to direvt 
that knowledge into some useful channel, is 
incomplete, because it fails to accomplish 
one of the prime objects of instruction.” A 
prime object of our public schools is (1) to 
make of the pupil a good citizen, and (2) to 
fit him to win fair success in life; but, ae- 
cording to the statistics of the Illinois 
Penitentiary, they fail of the desired 
result in both particulars. These statistics, 
however, furnish @ hint of the nature of the 
defect in the methods of public instruction. 
Of the 1,167 eonvicts, @3 “could read and 
Write.“ It is plain that simply knowing how 
to read and write does not save men from the 
Penitentiary. But among these 1,167 con- 
victs there were only 140 men of trades,— 
skilled mechanics. It is plain that skilled 
workmen, men who are practically ac- 
quainted with the use of the few universal 
tools,—the hammer, plane, saw, chisel, file, 
and square,—are not nearly so Hkely to get 
into the Penitentiary as their fellows who, 
although they may know how to read, write, 
and eipher, cannot tell the size of a brick.“ 
If we assume that 1,073 out of the 
1167 convicts (the @83 who could 
read and write,“ but knew nothing of any 
branch of useful labor, and the 140 who pre- 
sumably could read and write as well as earn 
good wages in a machine shop,—if we as- 
sume that these all attended the public 
schoois, we find the chief defeet in the sys- 
tem to be its entire lack of provision for 
practical instruction—manua!l training. To 
put it strongly: knowing how to drive a nail 
or shove a plane is a better protection against 
yice and the Penitentiary than knowing how 
to read and write, In other words, the 
graduate of the public school is in danger of 
failing inte vicious ways and criminal 
practices until he hardens his palms 
with honest work. Let us not be under— 
stood as condemning the publie schools. 
It is a splendid thing to know how to read 
and write, and the public schools teach these 
accomplishments, and many more. What 
we want the public schools to do is to teach 
their pupils to apply their intellectnal ac- 
quirements to practical uses, The higher 
schools of learning—the colleges and univer- 
sities—are as deficient in this regard as the 
common schools. A Chicago practical busi- 
ness man who takes a deep interest in edu- | 
cational matters says the most utterly help- 
less class of persons with whom he is 
brought in contact are college gradu- 
ates. Full of culture to the brim, 
they possess, he says, not a single 
requisit to a successful career in life out- 
side the learned professions, which are 
evererowded. In face of the simplest busi- 
ness proposition, or most ordinary practical 
question, they are as helpless as infants. 

This is the age of great practical achieve- 
ments. In the van of the progress that has 
been made during the last one hundred and 
fifty years stands the Anglo-Saxon, It is un- 
denjable, however, that to the English be- 
longs the honor of haying taken the first 
steps in advance in the practical arts, which 
have reyolutienized the world; and these 
steps were taken in the workshops of Great 
Britain during the apprenticeship era, But 
the apprenticeship system isin its decay in 
England, and it can scareely be said ever to 
have had an existence here. Some system

To leave out of 
the educational system of the present age, 80 
decidedly praetical, the elements of training 
of the hand and the eye to skill ln the arts is 
to leave ta ehance not only the future of the 
youth of the country, but the future of the 
country itself. 

Chicago is justly proud of her growth in 
population and wealth, proud of her indus 
trial prosperity, proud of her educational 
system, and may well boast of her liberality 
in the expenditure of vast sums of money in 
support of the public schools. But she has 
no Polytechnic School, no Institute of 
Technology, no manual training school, 
no institution where a technical knowl- 
edge of the arts may be obtained, 
or where that knowledge may be 
practically applied. All these may 
found in the neighboring City of St, 
Louis, and in additien that city has 
for years maintained the kindergarten sys- 
tem of education ag part of her public-school 
establishment. Certainly # comparison of 
the two cities in the matter of educational 
systems is not favorable to Chicago. Who will 
take the lead in an effort to regcue this city 
from her position of inferiority in a matter 
of s vital importance to her future well- 
being? 


THE PROGRESS OF. INFIDELITY, 

t is idie for the people ofa religious habit, 
and especially for those who are charged with 
nursing and promoting piety, to ignore the 
progress which infidelity has been making 
during the past few years, The contrast be- 
tween the crowded auditorium in which Qol. 
Ingersoll delivered his lecture Friday even- 
ing with the sparse-attendance which await 
ed similar appearances a few years ago fure 
nishes a striking evidence of this progress. 
When Ingersoll first came to COhleage 
to preach irreligion, the propriety of open- 
ing a hall to him was questioned; and 
it was regarded variously as an act of cour- 
age or a sign of depravity to listen to his 
lecture. THe TRIBUNE was severely criti- 
cised in many quarters because it printed, in 
its capacity as a newspsper, a full report of 
what Ingersoll had to say. But the edge of 
protest against the apostle of infidelity seems 
to have been dulled, and the spirit of the 
Church has ceased te exereise the restraint it 
formerly exerted. When Ingersoll is an- 
nounced now there is a rush for places to 
hear him, and thousands are kept away from 
the largest halls from lack of accommoda- 
tion. The public desire to hear him is a sur- 
prise to Ingersoll himself, for he says he 
never expected to live to see the day when 
infidelity would pay. 

A large part of Ingersoll’s personal success 
is undoubtedly due te his great gift of ora- 
tory. It may be that, had he taken up any 
other theme of popular concern, he might 
have invested it with so much interest and 
brilliancy as to attraet large audiences, 
Nevertheless there is food for reflection in 
the faet that startling propositions to which 
he gives the bluntest expression do not over- 
whelm and stun his auditors, but are re- 
ceived, on the contrary, with boisterous ap- 
plause and unmistakable signs of response 
and approval. There is a large driftof pub- 
lic sentiment with him. It is no longer the 
investigaters, the scientists, and the protest- 
ants against obstinate and unreasonable 
dogma who alone apprehend and sympathize 
with the religion of doubt whieh Ingersoll 
preaches, but also the common wayfaring 
people who formerly either were content 
with implicit faith or went along quietly in 
the usual forms without much thought as 
to the spirit which these forms symbolize. 
Ingersoll no longer terrifies or shocks them, 
but attracts and delights them, 

The progress of infidelity, as signalized 
by Ingersoll’s suceess, likewise denotes the 
growth and spread of irreverence. . Perhaps 
this is the most deplorable ineident of the new 
order of things, The danger of irreverence 
is its invasive tendency. Beginning with 
forms it soon extends to the essence; start- 
ing with dogma it is apt to proceed at a rapid 
rate to principle, society, and the family. 
Tue infidel must provide his own morality 
and impose his on restraints. No man or 
sect is his guardian, and his code of ethics 
is of his ownmaking. The modern spirit of 
progress is creating sad havoe with the tra- 

itions and precedents which might con- 
tinue their influence even when the inspira- 
tion of the scriptures is doubted. The re- 
vision of the Bible is to some extent an aux- 
iliary to Ingersollism, The great mass of

THE ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 

Loxvox, May 21.—Further correspondence 
relative to Tunisian affairs is published. Ear! 
Granville, Poreign Secretary, in a dispatch to 
M. Challemel Lecour, French Ambassador bere, 
dated yesterday. explains the views of the Gov- 
ernmeat in regard to the action of the French 
in Tufis and the treaty withthe Bey. He states 
that the Government does not wish to lay too 
much stress on the inconsistencies of language 
in conversation or on various reasons given at 
Paris and Tunis for French intervention, but.“ 
he says, “it can hardly be doubted that the 
treaty with Tunis goes far beyond any question 
of security to the frontier, and amounts practi- 
cally toa protectorate, which her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment understood to have been disclaimed.” 
Ear! Granville adds: “In order 
that there may be no misapprehension 
the general convention of July, 1875, ween 
Great Britain and Tunis is and remains iure. 
That convention secures to British subjects, 
vessels, commerce, and navigation ali the priv- 
lleges, favors, and immunities which might then 
or thereafter be granted to subjects, vessels, 
commerce, and navigation of any other nation 
whatever.” 


OFFICIAL REPORT.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
DESPERATE FIGHT WITH THE MILITARY AND 
POLICE IN IRELAND. 

Speeval Cube. 

DuBLin, May 21.—There has been a desperate 
fight between the military and police at Pallas 
to-day. This morning 400 men of the Ninth Ad 
Fifty-seventh Regiments and 100 police proceeded 
from Limerick to the property of Col. Hare. 
near New Pallas, to carry out evictions. The 
Baili® disappeared during the march, so that no 
eviction could be carried out. and as the people 
bad removed all their cattle no seizure could be 
made. Some desperate scenes, however, oc- 
curred. The military and police were 
fired on from the oid castle, in which 
the people bad taken refuge. Volleys ot stones 
were also thrown. Sub-Constable Murnaine 
bad his skull fractured. Iwo other Conustabies 
were wounded, and a soldier of the Royals was 
also severely wounded. The police and soldiers 
had their guns loaded, but

They, however, used their sword bayonets, 
batons, and rie- butts to some purpose, and 
several desperate, and it is supposed fatal, 
wounds were inflicted. No attack could be 
made on the barricaded river witnout artillery, 
and the force returned to .

DRAWING IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

During the past week many hundreds of pvo- 
ple have visited and examined the drawings of 
the children of the pub.ic schools, which huve 
been on exhibition at the rooms of the Board 
of Education. There were over 1,000 examples 
from forty-eight schools, selections being made 
from the best submitted for inspection The 
drawings, of which many were original designs, 
others copies, others still from dic: ation, were 
ali neatiy executed and mounted, and 
showed a very creditable degree of skill.

Some of the original des us by tbe pupils of the 
upper grades were — ly capabie of being 
utilized for book-covers, wall- papers. oil-cloths, 
designs fur cups and saucers, etc.; and, whiie 
they were probably only combinations of 
familiar forms, they indicated a thoughtfulness 
and skill on the part of the students that must 
prove beneficial to them.

GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS

THE IRISH LAND LAW. 


Eng., May 1.—The campaign over the 
Irish Land law has begun im earnest. There 
will undoubtedly be great @iffieyity in getting 
the Government measure through the House of 
Commons. Denounced ag robbery and confisca- 
tion by the Tories, and gs a delusion and a snare 
by the Land League, it must needs 
be s robust, and on whole a sound 
measure, to run the gauntiet of its enemies. 
since its introduction events have occurred 
which considerably and incalculably effect its 
future. Its borizon was changed, so to speak, 
by the secession of the Duke of Argyll. It was 
changed again by the decease of the Tory 
leader. It hag been left rather overcast 
by the antagonistic humor in which it was 
received by the Land-League convention at 
Dublin last week. None of these things can be 
said to have improved the prospects of the Land 
Law Bill; Dut the event may show that all com- 
bined are ineffectual to destroy it. Leoking 
only to the interests of the Irish tenants, it 
really would be a pity if this bill were rejected; 
and. on thee w , that was the feeling which 
prevaiied at the convention. 

The bearing which the death of Lord Beacons- 
field bas on the future of the Land Law bill 
may be a matter of doubtful inference. It de- 
pends on what that influence is to take place of 
bis in Conservative Councils. It is noteworthy 
that he died on the anniversary of the day, a 
Var ago, on he handed over the seals of office. 
The Dieraells have been a long-lived race. 
The grandfather of the deceased statesman 
attained the age of 9. His father lived to 
blindness and &. The hope, lightly expressed 
by himself in 1835, that be might live a half- 
century topger, was one that not long ago 
seemed likely of fulfiliment. But bis resigna- 
tion from office, considering the circumstances 
and oceasion of it, could not be without effect 
on a man of his years, whatever his 
temperament. The wisdom of his 
policy might be ggiled, without undue 
license, the undoing of his held on life. Some 
thing of all this, too, was anticipated. In Tm 
TxarBuNng’s London letter of May 1. last year, I 
find it remarked that “a feeling prevails that 
we have reached the end of the official career of 
England's latest Prime-Minister. . . Such 
hopes ag his party build on him are known to 
rest on a frail tenure.” But the sway which he 
exercised living was so absolute, so 
absorbing, it had reduced his party to a 
condition of complete surrender and dependence, 
whieh left meither room nor occasen fer the 
emergence of a fitsuccessor. Had the fact been 
otherwise, Lord Derby would have remained 
member of that party to this moment; in whick 
case re would bave been no hesitation or 
dubiety, as there now is, in making choice of a 
Conservative leader.

A COMPARISON. 


Mr. Edwin Beoeth and Mr. Henry Ir- 
‘wing ia Othellie—Circumstances uuder 
Which the English and American 
Tragedians Appear Together. 
Special Correspondence of The Chieago Tribune. 

Lonpon, Eng., May3.—Edwin Rootb and Henry 
Irving appeared together on the stage of the 
Lyceum last evening lu the characters, respec- 
tively. of Othello and lago,amid manifestations 
of approval and enthusiasm such as are rarely, 
if ever, witnessed in any theatre. The audience 
was choice and brilliant; nothing if not critical, 
of course, but magoanimous withal; showing 
no partiality in its greeting of the two chief act- 
ors,—or rather, perhaps, meting out a little ex- 
tra applause to the stranger, so as to be hand- 
somely sure of not making an uvbospitable 
distinction. His Excellency the United States 
Minister sat in a box, in company with the wife 
of the editor of one of our great 
dailies, and others. The critics were present in 
full force. Mr. Sala being one of the ürst to 
take his seat in the stalls, and Edmund Yates the 
very last. In short, as the conceited phrase is, 
everybody who is anyhody was there. All this, 
and more, your cable dispatches will have com- 
municated, but the event is one which will bear 
something more being said about it. Even if 
the performance had been less remarkable than 
it was (and it was highly spiced and dainty dish), 
the occasion would stili remain noteworthy as a 
sign of international amenity, and an instance 
of friendly rivalry, in a profession too often 
blemished by displays of an opposit kind. If it 
be possible to add to Mr. Irving's popularity 
with the English people. his action in this in- 
stance will certainly do so. 

There is yet another reason prompting me to 
send you a letter on this subject. There will be 
much criticism of these performances, and the 
inevitable comparisons will be drawn. Each 
actor will be measured against the other, and a 
balance will be struck in favor of one of them. 
This will ba done by men well qualified for the 
task, and not, I am sure, intentionally unjust. 
But when newspaper critics are on terms of 
intimacy with actors, asis nowadays the rule, 
their judgments. whether they are conscious of 
it or not, are in danger of receiving a bias. As 
Colonel Chaes says in the farce, “I may be 
wrong, but that’s my opinion.” It is human 
nature to lean towards our own. 

Now, though Mr. Booth isin the house of his 
friends here, Mr. Irving is indeed athome. His 
popularity, moreover, is perhaps without prec- 
edent in bis profession. The gentleman on my 
right last night, an utter stranger to me, spoke 
of this popularity as “a fanaticism.” Liking 
for the man, as wellas admiration of the actor, 
no Goubt enters largely into it; and on both 
grounds Mr. Irving is worthy of high regard. 
One reason of his popularity is bis loyalty to

But, be it as 
it may, it will be only human nature iu our Lon- 
don critics. in making their comparisons be- 
tween Irving and Booth, to lean somewhat 
towards their own: and, with so much of pref- 
ace, I turn now to the performance.

JOHN WENTWORTH. 
A HISTORY OF THE FORT. 

Mr. Arnold thea asked the Hon. John Went- 
worth to step forward, saying that Chicago was 
more indebted to bim than any other man for 
the appropriations obtained from Congress for 
the mugnificent barbor they saw before them. 

“The Chicago Historical Society,” began Mr. 
Wentworth, whose appearance was greeted with 
cheers, requested me to prepare a history of 
Furt Dearborn. Whea I found that I must con- 
fine myself to history, I immediately removed 
from my table ail my poetical works [laughter] ; 
I took therefrom my sometimes important dic- 
tionary of quotations; and I also laid aside my 
compendium of interesting anecdotes. 

The first official ition of an intention to 
construct a fort at Chicago may be found in a 
letter upon the records of the War Department, 
dated June W,. 184, directed to Gen. James 
Wilkinson, but which letter bears no signature. 
As the letter was dated at the War Department, 
and us the Secretary of War alone could give 
such directions, there dun be no doubt but that 
it emanated from Gen. Henry Dearvorn, Secre- 
tary of War during President Jefferson's Ad- 
ministration, from 1801 to 1800.

* Being of opinion that, for the general de-

GEN. HENRY DEARBORN 


was a native of New Hampshire, and was a dis- 
tinguisned soldier in the War of che Kevoiution 
and in thatof 182. in times of peace he wus 
almost always in civil service, dying at Roxbury, 
Muss., June 6, 1420, where a pordon of his man- 
sion still stands. 

His grandson, Henry G. R. Dearborn, a resi- 
dent of Chicago in the summer of 18388 and after- 
wards of Winnebago County, and who married 
there, July 6, 1840, Sarah M., daughter of Henry 
‘Tnurston, of Harlaem, of that county, one of 
our most respected early settlers, yet lives at 
Roxbury.

The United 
States schooner Tracy, Dorr, master, was dis- 

toned ut same time, for same destination, 
the lakes, with supplies, and baving also on 
board Capt. John Waistier, Mes. Whistier, their 
son George W., then 3 years old (afterwards the 
distinguished engineer in the employ of the Rus- 
sian Government), Lieut. Wiliam Whistler, and 
the young wife of the last-named gvntieman. 
The schooner stopped briefly on ber route at St. 
Joseph's River, where the Whistiers left the 
vessel and a row-boat to Chicago. 
The schooner on arriving at Chicago, 
aichored balf a mile from the shore, discharging 
her freight by boats. Some 2,000 ladians visited 
the locaiity while the vessel was here, being at- 
tracted by so Unusual an Occurrence as the up- 
pearance in these waters of a ‘a big canve with 
wings. Lieut. Swearingen returned with the 
Tracy to Detroit.“ ' 
“ There were then bere, says Mrs. W., but four 
rude buts, or traders’ cabins, occupied by white 
men, Canadian French, with Indian wives. : 
Capt. Waistier, upon bis arrival, at once set 
about erecting a stockude and shelter for their 
protection, followed by getting out the sticks 
fur the heavier work. It is worth mentioning 
here that there was not at that time, within 
hundreds of miles, a teamof horses, or oxen, 
and. as a cousequence, the soldiers bad to don 
the harness, and with the aid of ropes drag home 
the needed timvers. . . . Lieut. Whistler, about 
five years after sojourn here, was trausferred 
to Fort Wayne, having previously been made a 


_Pirst-Lieutenant. .. 


“Col. William Whistler's hight at maturity 
was six feet two inches, and his weight at one 
time was 26) pounds. He died in Newport, Ky., 
Dec. 4, 1868."" Mrs. Whistler lived to be 9) years 
of age, dying on Feb. 13, 1878, at Newport, Ky., 
leav four daughters, one son (Gen. J. N. G. 
Whistler, now stanoned at Fort Keogh, Dakota), 
and thirty-seven grandchiidren, according to 
the obituary notice published at thetime. Mrs. 
Geu. Puikp H. Sheridan is her grand-niece. 

This Cupt. John Whistier, fatber of William, 
according to Gardner's Military Dictionary, was 
originally a British soldier. and was made 
prisoner with Gen. Burgoyne at Sara- 
toga, October, 1777. where our Gen. 
Henry Dearborn was serving as Major. 
He afterwards joined the American army, be- 
came Sergeant, and by. bard fighting won bis 
way toa Captaincy in the First Infantry, in 
April, 182. He was made Brevet Major iu 1812. 
and continued in that capacity until his compa- 
ny was disbanded after the ciose of the war, 
June, 1815. He died at Bellefontaine, Mo., in 
1827, where be had been a military storekeeper 
several years. The United States official regis- 
tor says he was a native of Ireland. There is 
nothing to contradict the general impression 
that about the year 1810 he was succeeded by

who commancaed at the destruction of the fort, 
making but two commandunts in the life of the 
first fort, the one being a witness of its com- 
mencement, and the other of its destruction. 
Heald was made Major Aug. 28, 1512, 
days. after the massacre, and went into 
private life with the disbandment of his 
21 at the close of the war, June, 1815. 
He died at St. Charlies, Mo., in 1882, where his 
widow resided about 1800," being the daughter 
of Col. Samuel Wells, of that place, and niece of 
the murdered Capt. William Wayne Wells, for 
whom our Wells street was named. Mrs. Juli- 
ette A. Kinzie, in her Wau-bun, says: The Iu- 
dians stole Capt. We when a boy, from the 
family of the Hon. Nathaniel Pope, of Ken- 
tucky, with whom he was living. He was after- 
wards recovered by them; but preferred to re- 
turn and live amoung his new friends. He mar- 
ried a Miami woman, and became Chief of the 
nation. He was the father of the late Mrs. 
Judge Wolcott, of Maumee, O.“ 

Some writers contend that, had Capt. Whistler 
been in charge of the fort instead ot Capt. Heald, 
the massacre would not have taken place. Capt. 
Heald bas had noone to speak fur him here, 
But he was appointed from Massachuseits a 
Lieutenant in 1798, and could not be supposed to 
have bad that acquaintance with the churacter- 
istics of the 4 which Whistier bad, who 
had been in bis untry’s service ever since 
Burgoyne’s surrender in 1777, and

i the campaign of Gen. Arthur St. Clair, 
and in one of which he was wounded. In the 
bi pPhical sketches of the members of the 
Corinthian Lodge of Masons, at Concord, Mass., 
I found the following: ** Nathan Heald, initiat 
in 1797, died Stockland (now O Fallon, in St. 
Charies County, Missouri, where he had resided 
for some yeurs, in 1832, aged Si years. He was 
born in New Ipswich, N. H., in 1775, and io eariy 
life joined the United States army.” Mrs. 
Maria 2 Edwards, of this city, born at New 
Ipswich, N. H.. in 1808, mother of Mrs. Gen. A. 
L. Chetiain, vas the oldest child of bis brother, 
the Hon. Thomas Heaid, one of the Associate 
Jud of the Supreme Courtof Alabama, who 
died at Mobile, Ala., in 1821, aged 5 There was 
a younger brother, Jonas Heaid, died at St. 
Louis, Mo., singie. Mrs. Edwards bas a sister, 
Mrs. Eliza Heald Stone, residing at Concord, 
Mass., but no brothers. Fault-tinders say ne 
should have done one of two things, veither of 
which he did. He should have abandoned the 
fort at once 2 receiving his orders from 
Gen. Wiilham Hull, commanding at Detroit. 
which were received here on the 7th, or else 
have put the fort in a condition for permanent 
defense. Gen. Hull's orders were to evacuate 
the pust if practicable, and,in that event, to 
distribute the property belongiag to the United 
States in the fort mad in the fuctory or agency 
to the Indians in the neighborhood. It was only 
until eight days thereafter that Cupt. Heald 
evacuated the post. Yet there may have been 
considérations held out to bim by friendly 
Chiefs and their friends, which they could not 
make good after the news of che war with En- 
giand became generally spread. Even Gen. 
Hull thought the Indians friendly. or he would 
not have ordered the property distributed as he 


id. 
I now quote from 
THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S LETTER 


of April 2, 1881, giving all that appears upon the 
records of the War Department respecting the 
destruction of the fort: 

“Aug. 16, 1812, the rrison, under the com- 
mand of Capt. Nathan Heald, First United States 
Infantry, composed of fifty-four regular infan- 
try, tweive militiamen, one interpreter, was 
attacked by the lodians, and evacuated the post 
the same ; the Indians numbered between 
400 and 500, of whom fifteen were reported killed. 
Those of the garrison killed were Eusign George 
Ronan, First lofaniry, Dr. I. V. Van Voorhis, 
Capt. Wells. interpreter, twenty-four eu- 
listed men United States Infantry, and twelve 
militiamen; two women and twelve children 
were also killed. The wounded were Capt. 
Nathan Heald and Mrs. Heald. None others re- 
ported. The next day, Aug. 16, 1812, the post 
was destroyed by the Indians.’ : 

Ensign George Ronan was from the State of 
New York, and a graduate of the Military 
Academy, in 1811. Dr. isaac V. Van Voorhis was 
aiso from the State of New York, and appointed 
surgeon's- mate in 1811. Both are supposed to 
have been unmarried. Capt. William Wayne 
Wells was a brother of Col. Samuel Wells, a 

rominent man in Kentucky. Lieut. Linai T. 
Helm, also in the fort, who is not mentioned in 
the Adjutant-General’s ictter, but who is men- 
tioned in the various bistories of the massacre 
as among the wounded and prisovers (as also is 
his wite), was appointed Ensign in 187 (State not 
given). and promoted to be Captain in April, 
1814, and resigned in September of the same 

ear. He married Margaret, a daughter of 
Japt. McKillup, a British officer, who was killed 
near Fort Detiance, Ohio, in 174, whose widow 
married the original John Kinzie. So she was 
half-sister to John H. and Robert A. Kinzie. 
Capt. Helm left an only child, William Edwin 
Helm, who lived with Gen. Hunter until the War 
of the Rebellion: he then went into the army, 
and, never be heard from, is supposed to 
have been killed in the War. 

Capt. and Mrs. Margaret Helm were married 
in Detroit, 1808, and after his death she married

All accounts 
ee that the massacre took place about one 
mile and a half south from fort. It was pointed 
out to me in 1836, and the historic bluffs existed 
for many years thereafter. 

Medore B. Beaubien, son of Gen. John B. 
Beaubien, sends me, by his brother Alex ‘ 
who bas just returned from a visit to bim at 
Silver Lake, Shawnee County, Kas., the follow- 
ing t read to you: 

* I was born at Grand River, Mich., in 1809, 
and came to Chicago with my father in 1413, 
and walked over the ruius of the old fort that 
was burnt by the ladians. After me, ali father's 
children were born iu Chicago, 

CAPT. HEALD’S 8TORY., 

During my residence in Chicago I have 
repeated eiforts to trace out Some d nda 
relative of Capt. Nathan Heald without succeas: 
After I began to write this address, I feit more 
anxious than ever to learn something more of 
him, and addressed letters to various places 
seeking information. Luckily; one of my letters 
reuchud a geutleman who knew a son of bis, and 
hejost no time in seeing bim and some neigh- 
bofs who also knew the family; and in hasten- 
ing to me che following statements, gathered in 
a short interview, — remembrances of what 
they had beard from 4 yore they having 
read nothing upon the su t and not thinking 
that there was anyone at this tiwe feeling any 
interest in it: 

“Capt. Nathan Heald was married in Louisville, 

v., May 23, 1811 to Rebecca Wells. of that 
place. They started at once for Fort Dearborn, 
und went all the way on horgeback. Gen. Hull

( a horsesnoe or semi-circular 
shape upon the bluff. The troops were upon the 
lake shure. Capt. and Mrs. Heald were riding to- 
gether. Capt. Wells was somewhat in advanve, 
dressed in Indian costume, with his Indian 
forces. Capt. Wells first noticed the design of 
the Indians and rode back and intormed Capt. 
Heaid, who at once started for the most elevated 
point upon the sand bills, and endeavored to 
mass his wagons, buggage, Women and children, 
and sick soldiers, so as to make a better defense 
whilst the fight was going on. At 
first attack, Cupt. Wells’ Indians made 
their escupe. Early in tbe tight Capt. 
Heald and his wife became separated. 
Capt. Wells rode up to Mrs. Heaid, with the 
blood streaming from his mouth and nostrils, 
and tolu her that be thought ne had been fatally 
wounded, and requestea ber to inform his wife 
that be had fuught bravely, and kuew he bad 
killed seven Indians before be was shot. Soon 
bis horse was shot, and, a8 the horse fell, his 
foot was cuugbt in the stirrup, and he was heid 
under the dead horse some time. Wailst in this 
position he killed his eighth indian. He was re- 
leased from this position just in time to meet 
his death from a bullet in the back of his neck. 
The Indians immediately scaiped him, cut out 
his heart and flourished it about upon a n- 
stick, then divided it into small pieces ate 
it whilst warm, Mrs. Heald being a witness. She 
was led buck to the fort as a prisoner. 

Capt. Heald received a wound in the hip 
which always troubled him, and, it is believed, 
caused his death in 188. Having but about a 
half-dozen men left in fighting condition, Capt. 
Heald surrendered. The Indians returned to 
the fort. plundered and burned it. They then 
camped along the lake shore, near the fort. The 
next morning, an Ind an chief, named Chandon- 
nai, who had ion of VUapt. Heald as his 
prisoner, sought out the captor of Mrs. Heaid 
and purchased her. She had supposed that her 
husband was killed. Chandonnai took Mrs. Heaid 
to her husband. She had received six wounds. 
When the ludiaus were leading her away as pria- 
Ir ee hn Pe ee to take a 

blanket from “her, wher. she, with her riding- 
whip, struck ber several times, which act of 
bravery, under the circumstances, greatly 
excited the admiration of the Indians. The next 
day, the Chnicf Chaudonnat took ali the warriors 
with him for the purpose, it was said, of burning 
a prisoner, leaving Capt. Heuld and wife in 
charge of the squaws and a young Indian boy. 
That evening, through the assistance of the boy 
who accompanied them, and probably wita the 
asseut of Chandonnai, they made their escape 
in a birch-bark canoe and reached Detroit, 
where Capt. Heald surrendered himself as a 
prisoner of war. The British officer in charge 
was a Mason as well as Capt. Heald. This officer 
greatly assisted them, and, when exchanged, be 
gave them money to take them home. 

The Indians took from Capt. Heald a jewel 
marked R. A. M., and from Mrs. Heald a tor- 
toise-shell comb mounted with gold, and they 
were finally sold at St. Louis, where Lieut. John 
O Fallon, a United States officer from Kentucky, 
recognized them, purchased them, and sent 
them to Louisville, Ky., where they arrived be- 
fore Capt. Heald and Mrs. Heaid. 

“Capt. Heald and wife came to St. Charlies 
County, Mo., in the spring of 1817, and settied at 
Stony Point, near the town of O Fallon in that 
County. where they resided until his deata, 
April 27, 1832, aged 57 years. Mrs. Heaid re- 
mained there also until her death, April 22, 1457, 
aged 8l years. She was a leading member of the 
Baptist Church, and was greatly respected for 
her great firmness and kinduess. They were 
buried upon the home place. 

“They bud two daughters, both now dead, Mar- 
garet dying single in 1836, awed 20, and * (the 
oldest) dying in 1835, the wife of Capt. David 
McCausiand, who still survives her. They hada 
son Darius, born Jan. 27, 1822, and still lives upon 
the home place, near 0 Fallon. He represented 
St. Charles County in the Missouri Legisiature 
in 18569. Col. Samuel Wells, father of Mrs. 
Heald, was a noted [ndian-tighter and brother 
of Capt. William Wayne Wells. Darius Heald 
claims to be the oldest living relative of Capt. 
William Wayne Weils. 

“Chandonnai and his son visited Maj. Heald 
in the fall before his death, and passed some 
days with him, recounting and scenes of the 
mussacre and calling to mind the incident of the 
blanket. 

The Adjutant-General writes to me that his 
records only show that the post was reoccupied 
about June, 1816, Capt. Hezekiah Bradley com- 
manding. The troops continued in occupadon 
until October, 1823, when the post was evacuated 
and left in charge of the Indian Agent. It was 
reoccupied Oct, 3, 1828. Nothing is on file re- 
specting the rebuilding of the fort. 

When I was’ in Congress, under the second 
term of President ‘lyler, in 1443 and 184, the 
Hon. John C. Calhoun was Secretary of State, 
and { remember, in a conversation with me 
about Chicago, that he claimed that the fort 
wus completed under the eacly part of bis term 
as Secretary of War. and he asserted that there 
was a disposition among the olhcers here to call 
it Fort Chicago; but he thought it would be dis- 
respectful to Gen. Henry Dearborn, then living 
and standing high iu the alfegtions of the pev- 
pie, and having a claim upon their gratitude as 
a soldier and statesman. His term commenced 
with the inauguration of President Monrve, 
March 4, 1517. 

THE BUILDING OF THE FORT IN 1816 
may bave been the cause or the result of the 
treaty of that year, in which the Pottawatomies 
ced to the United States all the country in 
this region, déscribed as the country upon the 
headwaters of Lake Michigan. They were to be 
paid 85. 700 yearly, and their number was esti- 
mated at 3400. They remained the peaceful 
occupants of all they wanted until after my ar- 
rival in 1836. Our old settiers received a vine 
welcome visit not long since from Col. John T. 
Sprague, who made bimseif very popular here 
whilst, as a Second Lieutenant, collecting the 
scatte and waking arrangements 
to take them to their new home, where they 
have ever remained contented, and from whom 
we often hear through their agent, a member 
of the first Board of Trustees of the Original 
Town of Chicago in 1833, Medore B. Beaubien, 
now Mayor of their commercial centre, Silver 
Luke, Shawnee County, Kansas. Col. Sprague 
was a son-in-law of Gen. Wiliiam J. Wort and 
won houors im the Florida and Mexican wars. 
He bas recently deceased. 

quote from a paper read before the Chicago 
Historical Society by the Hon. Isaac N. Arnold. 
its President, upon the authority of Mr. John H. 
Kinzie’s daughter, Mrs. Nellie Gordon, and pub- 
lished in Tae CaIcaGo TRiBune July 18, 1877: 

“In 1816, the Kinzie family_returned to their 
desolate home in Chicago. bones of the 
murdered soldiers who bad falicn four years be- 
fore were still lying unburied where they bad 
fallen. troops, who rebuilt the fort, col- 
lected and interred the remains. The coffins 
which contained them were deposited near the 
bank of the river, which then had its outlet 
about at the foot of Madison street. The cutting 
through the sand-bar for the barbor caused tue 
Lake to encroach and wash away the earth, ex- 
posing the long ra of coffins their con- 
tents, which were afterward cared for and reiu- 
terred by the civil authorities. 
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From October, 1823, the fort was in charge of 
Dr. Alexander Wolcott, the uncle of our present 
and long time-hooored County Surveyor, named 
for nim. 

THE FIRST INDIAN AGENT, 
of whom I can obtain any trace h was 
Charles Jewett (or- Jowect), of Kentucky. who 
was bere as early as 1416. He was succeeded in 
1820 by Dr. Wolcott, who occupied the position 
until dis death, in 1830. He was succeeded by 
Col. Thomas J. V. Owen, of this State, who was 
born in Kentucky, April 5, 1801, and was one of 
our fret Boa of Town Trustees in 1833, 
who died here Oct. Wi, 1855, 
wife (now living at East St. 
in this State) was a daughter of the 
Miles Hotchkiss, and niece of our United States 
Senator, Elias K. Kane. If you will go down to 
Lewiston, in Fuiton County, you will und. upon 
the list of marriages there, the foilowing, at 
Chica 2 of that county: “ By John 
Hamlin, J. P., July 20th, 183, Alexander Wolcott 
and Ellen M. Kinzie.” 

Mr. Hamlin resided at Peoria, and was on his 
way home from Green Bay when he performed 
the ceremony. Chicago had neither’ clergyman 
nor Justice of the Peace then. But this troubie 
was soon avoided by the appointment of 
her father as one of the Justices of 
the Peace for Fulton — upon the 
2d of cember following. e had to 
wait until we became a part of Peoria 
County before we had a second one, who was 
Billy Caldwell (Sauganash), who was appointed 
April 18, 1826. Mrs. Woivott, now deceused, re- 
married George C. Bates, of Detroit, more 
recently ofthis city, but now of Salt Lake City, 
Utah. It is claimed that she was the first white 
child born in Chicago, the place of her birth be- 
ing on the North Side, at the historic bome of 
John and Eleanor Kinzie, and I know not why 
she cannot be said to bave been the first white 

rson married here. The United States Official 
egister of „ Shows that Wolcott's 
salary $1,300, and that he had 
a Sub-Agent, Alexander Doyle, born in 
Virginia, at a salary at $500, and that Mr. Kin- 
zie drew a salary of 6500 as Indian interpreter; 
and Alexander Robinson, better known as Che- 
chepinqua, whose Gescendants still reside in this 
city, at a salury of $865; and also Pierre LeCiere, 
a Frenchman, well known after I came here, 
but having no descendants that I am aware of, 
at a salary of $432. In the year 1823 there ap- 
rs to have been an Indian Agent bere from 
wmnecticut, named A. B. Lindsley. at a salary 
of $1,300, of whom nothing is now known. There 
cob B. Varnum here as Factor, as early 
as 1817, from Massachusetts, at a salary of 
$1,300, and who was continued here for some 
time after Dr. Wolcott came, of whum also noth- 
known. 

r. Alexander Beaubien informs me that, in 
1866, an aged gentieman called to see bim, and 
inquired about bis father. He said he lived here 
in 1820, and boarded in the old Dean House with 
hie father, the site of which has been washed 
away and would now be out in the lake, if it had 
not n filled up. He said his name was Var- 
num, and he lived then in Petersburg. He had 
forgotten whether iu Kentucky of Virginia. 

. The Adjutant-General's official records show 
the foilowing: Upon May 27, 1823, Maj.-Gen. 

acob Brown, Generai-in-Chief of the Army, 
issued thia order: 

“The Major-General commanding the army 


DIRECTS THAT FORT DEARBORN, CHICAGO, 
BE EVACUATED, 

and that the gurrison thereof be withdrawn to 
the headquarters of the Third Regiment of 
Infantry. . . The Commanding-General of 
the eastern department will give the necessary 
orders for carrying these movements intuetfect, 
as well as for the security of the public property 
at Fort ru.“ 

Thus matters stood at the fort until, Major- 
General Brown being dead, bis successor as 
General-in-Cuief of the Army, Major-General 
Alexander Macomb, gave che telliowing order 
under date of Washington. Aug. 1%, 1828: ” 

“In conformity witb the directions of the Sec- 
retary of War, the following movements of the 
troops will be made without 25 Two com- 
panies of the Fifth Regiment of Infantry to re- 
ole Fort Dearborn, at the bead of Lake 
Michigan. the remaining eight companies to pro- 
ceed by the way of the Uuisconsin and Fex 
Rivers, to Fort Howard, Green Bay. where the 
beadquarters of the regiment will be estab- 
lished.”” 

Mrs. John H. Kinzie, in der Wau-bun,”’ 
thus ailudes to this change of the soldiers: (he 
troops were removed from the garrison in 1823, 
but restored in 1828, after the Winnebago war. 
There was a disturbance between the Winneba- 
goes and white settlers on and near the Missis- 
sippi. After some nurders had been committed, 
the young chief, ed Bird. was taken 
and imprisoned at Prairie du Chien to 
await his trial, where he died of 
chagrin and the irksomeness of confinement. 
It was feared that the Pottawatomies (our In- 
dians) would make common cause with the Win- 
nebagoes, and commence a general system of 
havoc and bloodshed upon the frontier. They 
were deterred from such a step, probably, by the 
exertions of Billy Caldwell (Sauganash), Robin- 
son (Chechepingua), and Chamblee (Shabonee), 
who made an expedition among the Rock River 
bands to argue and persuade them into remain- 
ing tranquil.” 

i can never think of either of these three per- 
sons without being reminded of the many pieas- 
ant and instructive hours that I bave passed 
with them individually and collectively, listen- 
ing to their own exeerience, describing battle 
after bat.\le—the massacre of Chicago and the 
battle of the Thames included,—and narrating 
personal interviews with and characteristics of 
Tecumseh, Gen. Harrison, and Gen. Wayne, 
whom they always called “Old Tempest.” 
Caidwell or Sagganash died with his tribe at 
Councii Bluffs, la., Sept. 23, 1841, in dis 69th 
year. Chambiee or Shabonee died near Morris, 
in Grundy County, in this State, July 
17, 1859, aged 84 years, whilst Robinson or Che- 
chepinqua lived to vote for me several times for 
Congress, and to call on me as Mayor, and smoke 
the pipe of peace. He died upon his reserva- 
tion, near Kiver Park, in this county, April 22, 
1872, aged 110 years. 

The Winnebago Indians occupied all that por- 
tion of Wisconsin Territory bordering on Wis- 
cousin River, numbering about 1,560, of whom 
500 were warriors. Hence the importance of 
making headquarters at Fort Howard—Green 
Bay—and atterwurd of the construction of Fort 
Winnebago, under the superintendence of Lieut. 
Jefferson Davis. 

GEN. DAVID HUNTER 

writes me from Washington, under date of May 
18. 1881: “In October. 1229, lL saw on the north 
side of the river, opposit the fort, a white man, 
and, wonderioe where he could have come from, 
I got into asmall wooden canoe, intended for 
only one person, and paddled over to interview 
him. He introduced himself to me as Second- 
Lieut. Jefferson Davis, of the First Infantry, 
from Fort Winnebago, in pursuit of deserters. | 
of course, was very giad to see Lieut. Davis. i 
invited him to lie down in my canve, and I 
paddied him safely to the fort. “He was my guest 
until refreshed and ready to return to Fort Win- 
nebago. This, no doubt, was the first visit of 
Jefferson Davis to Chicago.” 

The companies at the fort, from Oct. 3, 1878, 
to their withdrawal, May 2, 1831, were Com- 

anies A and 1 of the Fifth Infantry. Capt. 

ohn Fowle, who commanded the fort, was 
from Massachusetts, and was killed April 25, 
1838, by a steamboat explosion on the Ohio 
River. His First-Lieutepant was the present

is the oldest white person now living who was 
born in Chicago.

The Captain was Seth 
Johuson. who resigned in and e his 
days in this city, leavimg descendants, his daugh- 
ter Harriet baving married Josiah F. Mctvlure, 
of this city. Jan. 5, 1807. In 1840. be was Aider- 
man of the old Fourth Ward, when there were 
but six wards in the city, and only two upon the 
West Side, bis ward comprising all territor 
north of Lake street, bis residence being in ol 
Waubansia. He was also Deputy-Collectur of the 
Port of Chicago, when it belonged to the De- 
troit District. The First- Lieutenant was 


JULIUS J. B. KINGSBURY, 


who distinguished bimseif in the Mexican war 
and was Major when he resigned. He passed 
much of his time in this city when nut on duty, 
and, by judicious investment, accumulated a 
lurge fortune, which, with the ald of lawyers, is 
likely to share the fate of most large fortunes 
before it passes tarough the third generation. 
His son, inheriting bis father's love of the 

old flag, was killed in the War of the Rebellion, 
leaving an infant son. His daughter married 
Capt. simoa Bolivar Buckner, from Kentucky, 
who, after winning great bonor in the Mexican 
war, became a General in the Rebel army. 
He has been reconstructed now, and bus the de- 
vout sympathies of the numerous friends of 
Maj. Kingsbury in bis efforu to save for the 
granachiidren a good share of the Kingsbury 
estate. I wus — intimate with Maj. <ings- 
bury, and I will give bim the creditof having 
the most exalted appreciation of a soldiers 
duty to his wife and children. His investments 
here were not a matter of speculation, but a 
sense of duty. However diminutive his salary, 
and w berever stationed, bis anxiety for the fut- 
ure of his famiiy would have induced savings 
and investwents. 

There were three Second-Lieutenants here 
who left with Muj. Whistier in 1833, and never 
returned to have any status with our Chivago 
people. Hannibai Day, of Vermont, who was a 
Captain in 1838; James W. Penrose, of Missouri, 
who distinguished himself in the Mexican war, 
and was breveted Major, and died at Plattsburg. 
N. V., in 1848; and Edwin R. Long, of Nort 
Carolina, who died a First- Lieutenant at Detroit,

Wita aj. Wilcox also came First-Lieut. 
Louis T. Jamison, from Virginia, who, as Cap- 
tuin, resigned in 1838. He remained here some 
time, and will be remembered by all our oid 
settiers, marrying for his second wife (having 
lost his first one here) a daughter of Gen. 
George W. MoClure, from New York, who dis- 
tinguished himseif in the war of 1812, was an 
early settler near Dundee, in this State, and died 
there Aug. 16, 1851, aged 80. Capt. Jamison be- 
caine a sutler at Camp Bingen . in Texas, near 
the close uf the exican war. and 
died in that region. There was a 
Second-Lieutenant, Jonn T. Collinaworth, 
trom Teanessee, who resigned in 1836, went to 
Texas, where he was made Iyspector-General, 
and died there Jan. 28, 1837. There was also a 
Second-Lieutenant, James Allen, from Ohio, 
uncle of the Hon. B. F. Allen, of Des Moines, 
Ia., and he was the second man in charge of our 
harbor works. Among tne young officers ever 
stationed at our fort be is the most favorably re- 
membered, and was the most of a society man. 
He took naturally to the company of which our 
promiscuous population was com . There 
could be no social gathering without an invita- 
tion’ to him. He was one of the people 
all the time. When de went away to 
join his company the citizens unarimously 
and successfully petitioned to have him sent 
buck to be placed in charge of our harbor 
works. The present Chief of Engineers, Gen. 
A. A. Humphreys, at Washington, writes me. 1 
went to Chicagu ia the latter part of September, 
1538, and relieved Capt. James Alien.” Mr. A. V. 
Knickerbocker, of tais city. has, presented me, 
for the Historical Society, dome very interesting 
letters of his, showing the genial character of 
the man, written to his father, of the same name, 
who was for mauy years Clerk of the Harbor 
Department. He was made Captain of dragoons 
in 1837, raised a brigade of Mormon volunteers, 
in the region of bis command, for the Mexican 
war, and died, unmarried, at Fort Leavenworth, 
Aug. 28. 1846. on bis route to New Mexico, wen a 
part of the enemy's territory.

STERNBERG-ARCHER CONCERTS. 
On Friday evening last a coucert of unusual 

interest took place at Hershey Music-Hall, on 
which occasion Frederick Archer and Constan- 
tin Sternberg made tneir debut before a Chicago 
audience. Though the audience was not large, 
it made up in enthusiasm what it lacked in 
numbers, being principally composed of people 
who were capable of uppreciating the playiing 
of the two artists. „Mr. Archer opened the eu- 
tertainment with a performance of Kossini's 
*Wiliiam Teil" overture upon the organ. This 
was given with great spirit and remarkable tech- 
nicai facility, which suowed most prominently 
in the rapid and ivtricate passages in which this 
work abounds. The orchestral eifects and color- 
— RS the vriginal were reproduced with rare 
fidelity, and produced a profound impression. 
His second uumber was a Prelude and Fugue by 
Buch. In this his rewistration was quite unusual, 
being very varied, and quite in accordance with 
the wodern school of orgau writing. Both his 
manual and pedal work were very clean and even, 
and characterized by an entire absence of any- 
thing like apparentetfort. In a delightful littie 
“Gavotte,” by A. Thomas, be produced some 
charming effects of light and shade, and his 
clear, crisp technique added much to the gen- 
eraleffect. Batiste’s “ Allegro“ in B minor was 
— . 45 — and displayed his remark- 

e abilities to fine advantage. As an encore 
he gave Batiste’s offerwire in G, in which well- 
worn piece be produced some quite new and 
characteristic effects. His fingersare of un- 
usual length, which enable him to employ the 
thumb upon one manual, carrying a melody 
while the fingers of the same hand play an ac- 
companiment upon another, with much greater 
facility than is the case with organists in gen- 
eral, a method of playing of whicn he frequently 


avails himseif. His playing is always brilliant. 


in the extreme,and he is eminently (though 
— sensational. He certainly proved 

is right torank among the most eminent or- 
— of the present day. 

Mr. Sternberg’e playing was a surprise. While 
not possessed of so greata technique as some 
concert pianists who have visited us, be is emi- 
nently musical, and his technique is sufficiently 
great for all really musical purposes. He seems 
rather to seek to cain his audience by the pure- 
ly musical worth of bis ‘interpretations than by 
the qualities of a musical acrobat. In this it is 
most fervently to be hoped that he may find 
more imitators than seems tobe the case at 
present. Only theu can the piuno take tne hin 
place in our concert rooms which by right be- 
longs to it. Especially easy and uncoustrained 
was the action of bis wrist, which was admi/- 
able in its freedom of acuon. He possesses great 
power, and produces a singing tone of almost 
peeriess beauty in the sustained passages, es- 
pecially in the more delicate phrases of the 
works which he interprets. He was warmly re- 
— aud twive encored, responding both 
times

Portugal’s Bloodless Buli-Fights. 

A Portuguese bull-fight is a very different 
affair from the disgusting and brutal national 
sport of Spain. The Portuguese are a humane 
people; and, though the spectacle pony ened 
conducted in Spanish style, it was not long 
ular, and now neither bulls nor horses are ki ied, 
and the bull-fighters run very little risk, as 
cylinders ending in wooden knobs cover the ‘ani- 
mal's horns, and it Can only inflict a knock-down 
blow, instead of piercing and teuring. The 
honor of this reform is due to Pombal, who in- 
terceded wtih Joseph I., and induced him to dis- 
continue the sport in the murderous Spanish 
sty le on the occasion of. the death of the Count 

Arcos in an amateur bull fight. It is related 
that when the father of the young Count, the 
aged Marquis Mirialva, Grand Chamberlain of 
the King, saw his son fall, he threw himself into 
the arena and killed the bull with his dress 
sword; and that Pombal remarked to the King 
that the life of a bull was not, after all. 
a fair equivalent for that of the Count 
ad’Arcos. Pombal’s administration wus sowed 
thick with reforms which have blossomed since, 
thouwh received coldly at the time. The limit- 
ing the power of the inquisition. tne abolition 
of slavery, and the expulsion of the Jesuits are 
all due to Pombal. Few Ministers can showa 
more energetic record than this. To an amateur 
of the cumbats of the Spanish aceidama the 
Portuguese exhibition must seem remarkably 
tame and insipid, while, looked at from 
a rational, common-sense standpoint, they 
are indeed “ singular exhibitions of imbecility 
on the part of all concerned.“ But the Lis- 
bonese revel in the sport; the risks are still suf- 
ficiently exciting to stir the blood, and the dis- 
play, especially when the performance is an 
amateur one, and the young men taking part 
belong to the nobility, is very brilliant. Shen 
the arena is handsomely decorated, the 
costumes of the performers are of velvet and 
satin, the borses are the finestin the kingdom, 
and the feats of horsemansbip displayed rival 
those of the circus. Royalty honors the scene 
by attendance, and the beauty and fashion of 
Lisbon shine in full opera dress in tue upper 
boxes, their white elbows resting on richly em- 
broidered silk shawls which drape the front of 
the boxes in graceful folds. The companion- 
ship of F mii gon and pugilistic skill of this 
description are not considered unworthy the 
most elegant and accomplished Portuguese no- 
ble. Princess Kattazzi, in her recentiy- ublished 
and greatly censured ** Portugal a Vol d'Oiseau.“ 
speaks of the Marquis of Castel Melibor, 

last descendant of an ancient family, 
and, after praising his refinement and cultiva- 
tion, remarks: “In the bull-fights organized 
by amateurs he shone in the first rank as horse- 
man, and inse the farpas with an art and 
dexterity which awakened frantic appiause and 
secured bi erent popularity. “This circum- 
stance ad regrets caused by his death.

Mr. Steele Mackaye is mistaken when he 
that “Won at Last” is a better play 
Hasel Kirke.“ It is not a god play. 
are no staying qualities in it. The consp 
want of humor init would not alone suffice to 
drag it down, thougu in this respect it differs 
‘notably from “Hazel Kirke”: but for this 
among the rest it is disappointing. There is a 
, distinct antf-climax in it. The skillful handling 
of threadbare materials at the end of the second 
act, when the son supposed to be lost returns to 
his parents, creates a moment ary sympathy in 
the audience, A good many handkerchiefs are 
called into requisition. The pathos ig ideutical 
with that in Hazel Kirke,“ and better man- 
aged; but it is not sustained. From that high 
vantage-ground the play glides peacefully 
downward into a muck of falsc sentiment and 
absurdity. 

The hero whose heart is “ashes” barely es- 
capes being ridiculous at the outset. He is too 
Byrchic. We seem to have heard of him before 
and notin heroic measures. Here is a man who, 
on his wedding night, declares toa friend that 
he does not believe in love; /that he bas married 
a poor girl for her charter,“ and that he is 
“seared” and “blighted” and heaven knows 
what not. The wife hears this and witnesses an 
interview between ber newly-made husband 
and his former mistress which ends with a kiss. 
She not unnaturally sets him down for a scoun- 
drel. And so does everybody eise. 

For the sake of society,“ which the blasé per- 
son reverences with unusual devotion, the bus- 
band and wife agree to keep up appearances. So 
they live apart in the same house, and pass 
through a number of indelicate situations with 
perfect composure. The inevitable lover ap- 
pears andis thwarted. The busband agrees to 
commit suicide, and is about to gratify his wife 
by throwing himself into a brook, 
when she cries out to him to come 
back and love ber. And he reconsiders. 80 
she is Won at Last.” Trough all the play. 
like a thin stream of ditchwater, runs the aban- 
doned Freucb mistress, who pursues her former 
lover with or, and appears alone at bis house 
at all hours of the day and night on the slightest 
provocation, topping off her achievements by a 
sudden meeting after midnight in a lonely coun- 
try-place, where she might Be least expected to 
show herself. 

The act of the play is much better than it 
deserves. Mr. Steele — is universally rec- 
ognized as a bad actor, and assumes the lead- 
ing part himself. But, with this exception, the 
play does not suffer from those who assist in its 
representation. F. F. Mackey, a thorough 
artist, does complete justice to the part 
of the old wan. Louise Sylvester makes 
the French mistress as litt ie odious as possible; 
and Mias Belle Archer sustains the character of 
the heroine with much grace and fidelity, show- 
ing only in the first act some traces of inexper- 
lence. Clinton Hall and Mr. Courtain have no 
linea, and consequently 1 — be held res — 
bie for the performance iu any degree. 


HAVERLY’S NEW THEATRE. 

Haverlys new theatre project is now weil 
under way.

SPEAKING OF THE WORK OF REVISION 


the American reviser, who oceupies a portion 
of Dr. berts’ book, says of the English 
committee in giving an account of the steps 
which ied to the King James version of 1611, 
to the Canterbury revision in 1870, and to the 
part taken by American revisers in coédpera- 
tion with those of England: 

The committee was divided into two 
companies, one for the revision of the Old 
Testament (presided over by the Bishop of 
Winchester), the other for the revision of 
the New (under the 1 of the 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol). They 
heid regular monthly meetings in the 
Jerusalem Chamber; of historie fame, 
and in the Chapter Library, belonging 
to the Deanery of Westminster. Tho mem- 
hers codperated on terms of equality, but the 
Episcopal members are, as may be expected, 
largely in the majority. The whole num- 
ber of English revisers in 1880 amounted to 
fifty-two (twenty-seven in the Old ‘Testament 
Company, twenty-five in the New Testament 
Company). More than two-thirds belong to 
the Church of England. The Independents, 
the Wesleyans, the Baptists, and the Presby- 
terian Churches of Scotland (which had no 
share in the authorized version except as the 
disowned mother of King James), are well 
represented in the Committee. Among the 
revisers are several of the ablest and sound- 
est Biblical scholars of the age, who would 
be selected by all competent judges as pre- 
eminently fitted for the task. 

Soon after the organization of the English 
Committee a courteous invitation was ex- 
tended to American scholars to codperate 
with them in this work of common interest. 
In view of the great distance it was deemed 
best to organize a separate committee that 
should fairly represent the biblical scholar- 
ship of the leading churches and literary in- 
stitutions of the United States. Such a com- 
mittee, consisting of about thirty members, 


by common 


was formed in 1871 and entered upon active | 


work in October, 1872, when the first revision 
of the synoptical Gospel was received. 
It was likewise divided into two 
companies, which met every month 
—7 in July and August) in the Bible 
louse at New York (but withoutany connec- 
tion with the American Bible Society), and 
codperated with their English brethren on 
the same principles and with the intention of 
bringing out one and the same revision for 
both countries. Ex-President Dr. Woolsey, 
of New Haven, acted as Permanent Chair- 
man of the New Testament Company; Dr. 
Green, Professor in Princeton, as Chairman 
of the Old Testament Company. The two 
Committees exchanged the result of their la- 
bors in confidential communications. The 
New Testament was completed in October, 
1880, just 500 years after the first English 
translation of the whole Bible by Wycliffe. 
The revision of the Old ‘Testament is still in 
progress on both sides of the Atlantic and 
will be finished in three or four years, 

If it be asked by what authority the 
American Committee was appointed, we can 
only say by the authority of the British 
Committee, which was vested in it from the 
beginning by the Convocation of Canterbury. 
The American churches were not consulted, 
except the Pfotestant Episcopal Church, 
which declined to act officially. The selec- 
tion was carefully made from expert Biblical 
scholars (mostly professors of Greek and 
Hebrew), and with an eye to a fair repre- 
sentation of the leading denominations and 
theological institutions of the country, with- 
in the necessary limits of convenience for 
united work. Experience and public senti- 
ment, as far as expressed, haveaproved the 
choice. 

There never was a more fruitful and har- 
monious body of competentscholars engaged 
in a more important work on the American 
Continent. Representatives of half a dozen 
different denominations, Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Baptists, 
Methodists, Reformed, also one Unitarian. 
one Friend, and one Lutheran, have met for 
eight years, and are still meeting every 
month, at great personal inconvenience and 
without prospect of reward, discussing innu— 
merable differences of text and rendering. 

THE READER OF THE NEW REVISION 
will find at the conclusion of the work an 
appendix of readings which the American 
Committee preferred to have substituted for 
the renderings of the English revisers. 
Speaking of these important alterations, 
which the English Committee have placed in 
the book out of courtesy to the American 
Committee, tire same writerin Dr. Roberts’ 
book says: 

The appendix is subject to the verdict of 
the American Christian community. If ap- 
—— by public opinion, it will ultimately 

incerporated in the text of the American 
editions; if not, it will still retail a certain 
literary and historical value. The American 
Bible Society, with its present constitution, 
is confined to the circulation of tune 
authorized English version and cannot 
publish the revision. But this constiiution 
ean be changed, and will be changed when- 
ever the churches which support the Society 
adopt the revision. ‘Then will be the proper 
time to make the American Appendix prac- 
2 available, it deemed wise and expedi- 
ent, 
vision, but only an American recension of 
one and the same revision; and the changes 
will no more affect the unity of the revision 
than the differences of English and Amer- 
ican spelling now affect the unity of the En- 
glish language. On the contrary, the essen- 
tial unity will be all the more apparent and 
effective for the variety in unessential de- 
tails. Worshivers of the letter may take of- 
fense, but worshipers of the spirit of the 
Bible will rejoice. 

But whatever may be the ultimate fate of 


the American Appendix, itis of very little 


account as compared with the substantial 
agreement. Itis a matter of wonder and 
congratulation that two committees, divided 


by the ocean and representing two independ- | 


ent and high-minded nations sensitive of 
their honor, should, after several years of 


unbroken and conscientious labor, have ar- | 


rived at sucha substantial harmony lu the 
translation of their most sacred book, which 
is recognized by both as their infallible 
guide in all matters of Christian faith and 


uty.

The inference from 
such announcements was, of course, that the 
expected increase of funds and the reorganiza- 
tion of the Semmary were conditioned on the 
resignations of the three Professors included in 
your action, and on the election of other men, 
The reason might still be culled a financial oue; 
and the action of your reverend body a be 
justified on that ground. On that point I have 
nothing to sav. 

But it was whispered around—I have been told 
that it was openly avowed by some members of 
your reverend body, for which you, of course. 
are not responsible as a body—that there were 
reasons for your action lying back of the finan- 
cial one, and that these reasons were probably 
the potent ones with your reverend body. What 
these reasons, as pertaining to my colleagues, 
were, I do not know; and I nave no right to ap- 
pear before vour reverend body as their advo- 
cate ina 8 which they have not communi- 
ented to he. I speak only for myself. whose 

rofessional and official character has been in- 

ured by the public circulation of such reasons 
as I have just mentioned. They convey to the 
public mind that, in the estimation of your rev- 
ercend body, I am not qualified for — — 
and, so far as your action is concern I stand 
Stiginatized before the Church and the com- 
munity. 

The acnon of your reverend body has also a 
ated the impression that, in your deli te 
judgment, the weifare of the Seminary required 
the summary measure—unprecedented in the 
history of theological seminaries—which you 
adopted last year at the close of the seminary 
term. 

It is known that the number of students has 
been declining during some vears past. It has 
now reached in its downward tendency twenty- 
one in the seminary classes. This diminution in 
numbers requires some explanation. 

Allow me to call the attention.of your rev- 
erend body to some facts. 

It is known to your reverend body that the 
Rev. Drs. Halsey, Blackburn, and myself, about 
ten yeurs ago, carried on the Seminary alone 
during two years; and the number of students 
during tuose two years was, if | remember cor- 
rectly, thirty-eight each year. Since that time 
the number, with the exception of two or three 
years, bas never been greater. 

Now, this is not what we would naturally ex- 
pect, for the following reasons—viz. : 

(a) The increase of our Church in the North- 
west. 

(b) The high attainments and rare ability of 
the retiring Professor of Theology. 


But the result would not have been otherwise | 


had the Apostie Paul occupied a chair in the 
Seminary. 

What, then, are the causes of decline? 

In my opinion they are various. 

I. This Seminary cannot compete with wealth- 
ler semiparies. It has no money—vor at least 
very little—to induce students to come to it. 
Princeton bas almost as many scholarships as 
students. Other seminaries are weill supplied 
with them; and students will wo where they can 
receive the most money. This is very natural, 
since the Board of Education contributes now 
only $100a year to theological students. The 
scholarships of this Seminary are few in num- 
ber; aad,few asthey are, your reverend body 
were obliged to alienate some of them tempo- 
8 for the payment of taxes. 

2. The Semiuary does not enjoy the sympathy 


of the churches, from which it must draw its | 


support.

This 
party feeling is understood to have boeg both 
politicul and ecclesiastical. 

(b) Young men of our Church studying for the 
ministry have assigned, I have Deweu wid, as a 
reason for their choosing the Congregational 
Seminary on the West Side, the dissensions con- 
nected with the control of this Seminary. 

Now. can positively affirm that ever since I 
becaine connected with the Seminary the Fac- 
ulty have, in all their official relations, been en- 
tirely harmonious. Allow me to ask, with all 
respect and kindness: Has like harmony ex- 
isted in the Board of Directors? It is well known 
that wortby and infiuential members of your 
reverend body bave either resigned or re- 
fused to attend the meetings of your body 
on the ground of what they called bitter party 
feeling and dissensions. I merely mention the 
fact: i do not know with whom the blame lies. 

(c) Loud complaints nave been made very 
broadly about the agents empioyed by your 
reverend body. I intend no personality in this 
statement; | merely mention the tact. 

“/) A great many wealthy men, I am weil in- 
formed, have said that they would contribute 
liberally to the Seminary if the policy of its 
Directors were changed. What that means I do 
not profess to know, for I do not 
very clearly what the policy of your reverend 


body is. Some think that it basa political bias, | 


and others that itis to propagate a particular 
type of theology. 

l wish it to be distinctly understood that I do 
not charge your reverend body, or any of your 
ugents, with these things. They exist as facts, 
—I mean mental impressions,—and I mention 
them merely as impressions, or mental facts. 
‘They may be very unreasonable and ground- 
less, but they have contributed to the alienation 
of many mniuds from the Seminary.

CLERICAL INFELICITIES. 
THEIR COMIC AND TRAGIC PECULIARITIES, 
Prof. Swing in the Alliance. 

It will after a time be conceded that the con- 
version of a youth at some high-pressure revival 
does not give the world any guarantee that such 
a youth should be educated at church expense 
and launched into the Christian ministry. This 
conversion does not convey any education or 
information, and will leave an ignorant and 
brutish man very near the inteilectual con- 
dition where the revival found him. When re- 
ligion shall be interpretated as a character, to 
be slowly acquired, our public will enjoy a better 
group of clergymen, and elders, and deacons, 
than it now enjoys. A man may be religious 
and still be a fanatic or an iron-bearted, cruel 
husband or father, or may be deficient in brains. 
To make a preacher of a religious man is very 
often to use up some very poor material in the 
construction of an important piece of work. 

Of course thereare cruel lawyers, and mean 
blacksmiths, and scolding, pettish statesmen, 
but inasmuch as clergymen are teachers of the 
ideas and qualities of Jesus Christ, itis particu- 
larly desirable that they should be able to avoid 


a helpless child. The Rev. Newman Hall was 
himself the victim of his wife, and while she 


made this world as hot for the preacber as some 
other world is made hot for many not piously in- 
clined, but this Newman Hall case was excep- 


| onal, itbeing only too true that some clergy- 
| men are wont to whip, and beat, and scold ter- 


ribly their lovely wives. How much of such 
domestic cruelty comes from the theologica! 


tenet that wives must be submissive, and be 
silent. and must consider the masculine af- 
fair as being the head of the house, is 
not known, but it is well known that in the 
highest forms of othodoxyv, the wife of the 
clergyman is sometimes knocked around ata 
lively rate—a fact perfectiy dreadful not only 
because these wives are generally educated but 
from the additional reasun that their position 
cuw pels them to endure their wrongs in silence. 
A whisper outside the home of what were taking 
place inside of it would perhaps ead at once the 
income and the profession from which were 
coming the children’s daily bread. 

The daily papers contain many accounts of in- 
stances whicb bring before us men wo combine 
the two qualities of preacher and brute—men 
who bave a persuasive, oily rhetoric for the 
pulpit and a kind of horse-whip rhetoric for 
home use. The Pittsburg preacher whose case 
is well remembered, bad a Sunday elo- 
quence of a very nich order to be used 
upon the fashionable ladies who moved 
down his aisles, but at the breakfust-table he 
often persuaded his wife to this or that course 
by tlinging a hot cup of coffee or agreasy beef- 
steak into ber face. The evidence collected at 
the trial of this Doctor of Divinity was amazing 
in quaiity and quantity, and tended to show that 
aman may in a certain sense a zealous 
evangelist and yet be at home a regular byena. 

The Lindley or re case, where the rev- 
erend father beat a little son to death for not 
saying his prayers properly, lies in most hearts 
only too fresh in its awful outlines. We might 
almost wish the memory could be washed of 
such records, and wholly forget that such a 
father lived and that such a littlechiid died. The 
world as it is will picture itself upon the mind, 
and mun's only refuge must be sought in help- 
ing so far reform tbe world that it will fill the 
memory with records of the beautiful rather 
than of the terrible. 

The history of last week is not such as to war- 
rant us in supposing that the race of erring or 
cruel preachers is rapidiy becoming extinct. 
One case is rather laughable than terrible, the 
case of dear brother Burns, who changed bis 
name to Bournes,“ that while he preached with 
the sborter form he might run an opera com-

The beautiful Cathedral of Milan has recently 
been solemnly reconsecrated under somewhat 
uliar circumstances.

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The preface, twenty-two pagesin length, 
sets forth a great variety of interesting facts 
in connection with this and other Bible re- 
visions. The English version of the New 
Testament here presented is a revision of the 
translation published in the year of Our 
Lord 1611, and commonly known by the name 
of the Authorized Version. 

That translation was the work of many 
hands and of several generations. The founda- 
tion was laid by William Tyndale. His trans- 
lation of the New Testament was the true 
primary Version. The Versions that followed 
were either substantially reproductions of 
Tyndale's translation in its final shape, or re- 
risiens of Versions that had been themselves 
almost entirely based on it. Three successive 
mages may be recognized in this con- 
tinuous work of authoritative revision: 
first, the publication of the Great Bible 
of 1539’41 in the reign of Henry VIII; 
next, the publication ot the Bishops’ Bible of 
1568 and 1572 in the reign of Elizabeth; and 
lastly, the publication of the King’s Bible of 
1611 in the reign of James I. Besides these, 
the Genevan Version of 1560, itself founded 
on Tyndale’s must here be 
named; which, though not put forth by 
authority, was widely circulated in this coun- 
try, and largely used by King James’ Trans- 
lators. Thus the form in which the English 
New Testament has now been read for 270 
years was the result of various revisions made 
between 1525 and 1611; and the present Re- 
vision is an attempt, after a long interval, to 
follow the example set by a succession of 
honored predecessors. 

POINTS OF INTEREST—GREEK TEXT. 

L Of the many points of interest connected

sppear that, if to some exten 
exercised an independent jadgment, it was 
mainly in amongst readings con- 
tained in the principal editions of the Greek 
Text that had appeared in the sixteenth cent- 
ury. Wherever they seem to have followed 
a reading which is not found in any of those 


editions, their rendering may probably be 


traced to the Latin Vulgate. Their chief 
guides appear to have been the later editions 
of Stephanus and of Beza, and also, to a cer- 
tain extent, the Complutensian Polyglot. 
All these were founded for the most part on 
manuscripts of late date, few in number, and 
used with little critical skill. But in those 
days it could hardly have been other- 
wise. Nearly all the more ancient 
of the documentary authorities have 
become known only within the last two cent- 
uries; some of the most important of them, 
indeed, within the last few years. Their 
publication has called forth not only im- 
proved editions of the Greek Text, but a suc- 
cession of instructive discussions on the 
variations which have been brought to light, 
and on the best modes of distinguishing 
original readings from changes introduced 
in the course of transcription. While there- 
fore it has tong been the opinion of all 
scholars that the commonly received text 
needed thorough revision, itis but recently 
that materials have been acquired for execut- 
ing such a work with even approximate 
complete ness. afr

The words of the rule are as follows: “No 
marginal notes at allto be affixed, but only 
for the explanation of the Hebrew or Greek 
words which cannot without some circumlo- 
cution so briefly and fitly be expressed in the 
text.”

The notes referring to variations in the Greek 


Text amount to about thirty-five. 

Of the remuining rules it may be sufficient 
to notice one, which was for the most part 
“The names of the 
prophets and the holy writers, with the 


other names of the text, to be retained, as 


nigh as may be, accordingly as they were 
vulgarly used.” The Translators had also 
the liberty, in “any place of special ob- 
scurity,”” to consult those who might be 
qualified to give an opinion. 

WORK OF TRANSLATION. 

Passing from these fundamental rules. 
which should be borne in mind by any one 
who would rightly understand the nature and 
character of the Authorized Version, atten- 
tion is called to the manner in which the 
actual work of the translation was carried 
on. The New Testament was assigned to 
two separate companies, the one consisting 
of eight members sitting at Oxford, 
the other, consisting of seven members, 
sitting at Westminster, There is no reason 
to believe that these companies ever sat 
together. They communicated to each other, 
and likewise to the four companies to which 
the Old Testament and the Apocrypha had 
been committed, the results of their labors; 
and perhaps afterwards reconsidered them: 
but the fact that the New Testament was di- 
vided between two separate bodies of men 
involved a grave inconvenience, and was be- 
yond all doubt the cause of many incon- 
sistencies. These probably would have been 
much more serious, had it not been provided 
that there should bea final supervision of 
the whole Bible, by selected members from 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Westminster, the 
three centres at which the work had been 
carried on. These supervisors are said by 
one authority to have been six in number, 
and by another twelve. When it is remem- 
bered that this supervision was completed in 
nine months, we may wonder that the incon- 
gruities which remain are not more numer- 
ous. The companies appear to have been oc-

Such, so far ascan be gathered from the 
rules and modes of procedure, is the char- 
acter of the time-honored version which we 
have been called upon to revise. We have 
had to study this great version carefully and 
minutely, line by line; and the longer we 
have been engaged upon it the more we have 
learned to admire its simplicity, its dignity, 
its power, its happy turns of expression, its 
general accuracy, and, we must not fail to 
add, the music of its cadences, and the felici- 
ties ofits rhythm. To render a work that 
had reached this high staridard of excellence 
still more excellent, to increase its fidelity 
without destroying its charm; was the task 
committed to us. Of that task, and of the 
conditions under which we have attempted 
its fulfillment, it will now be necessary for 
us to speak. 

ORIGIN OF THE PRESENT REVISION. 

II. ‘The present Revision had its origin in 
action taken by the Convocation of the Prov- 
ince of Canterbury in, February, 1870, and it 
has been conducted throughout on the plan 
laid down in resolutions of both Houses of 
the Province, and, more particularly, in ac- 
cordance with Principles and Rules drawn 
up by a Special Committee of Convocation in 
the following May. Two companies, the one 
for the revision of the Authorized Version of 
the Old Testament, and the other for the re- 
vision of the same version of the New Testa- 
ment, were formed in the manner specified 
in the resolutions, and the work was com- 


menced on the 22d day of June, 1870. Shortiy 


afterwards steps were taken, under a reso- 
lution passed by both Houses of Convocation, 
for inviting the codperation of American 
scholars; and eventually two Committees 
were formed in America for the purpose of 
acting with the two English Companies, on 
the basis of the Princivles and Rules drawn 
up by the Committee of Convocation. 

The fundamental Resolutions adopted by 
the Convocation of Canterbury on the third 
and fifth days of May, 1870, were as follows:

THE WHOLE TIME DEVOTED TO THE WORK 


has been ten years and a half. The first re- 
vision occupied about six years; the second, 
about two years and a half. The remaining 
time has been spent in the consideration of 
the suggestions from America on the second 
revision, and of many details and reserved 
questions arising out of our own labors. As 
a rule, the session of four days has been held 
every month (with the exception of August 
and September) in each year from the com- 
mencement of the work in June, 1870. The ay- 
erage attendance for the whole time has been 
sixteen each day; the whole Company con- 
pany consisting at first of twenty-seven, but 
for the greater part of the time of twenty- 
four members, many of them residing at 
great distances from London. Of the original 
— 2 four have been removed from us by 
eath. 


COPYRIGHT. 

At an early stage in our labors, we entered 
into an agreement with the Universities of 
Oxford and Canibridge for the conveyance to 
them of our copyright in the work. This ar- 
rangement provided for the necessary ex- 
penses of the undertaking; and procured for 

Revised Version the advantage of being 
published by bodies long connected with the 
publication of the Authorized Version. 

TEXT OF THE PRESENT WORK. 


III. We now pass onward to give a brief 
account of the particulars of the present 
work. This we propose to do under the four 
heads of Text, Translation, Language, and 
Marginal Notes. 

1. A revision of the Greek text was the nec- 
essary foundation of our work; but it did not 
fall within ur province to construct a con- 
tinuous and complete Greek text. In many 
cases the English reydering was considered 
to represent correctly either of the two com- 
peting readings in the Greek, and then the 

uestion of the text was usually not raised. 

sufficiently laborious task remained in de- 
ciding between the rival claims of various 
readings which might properly affect the 
translation. When these were adjusted, our 
deviations from the text presumed to under- 
lie the Authorized Version had next to be 
indicated, in accordance with the fourth 
rule; but it proved inconvenient to record 
them in the margin. A better anode, how- 
ever of giving thei publicity has been found, 
as the University Presses have undertaken to 
rint them in connection with complete 
ireek texts of the New Testament. 
IN REGARD OF THE READINGS 
thus approved, it may be observed that.the 
fourth rule, by requir that the text to be 
adopted should * for which the evi- 
dence is decidedly preponderating,’ was in 
effect an instruction to follow the authority 
of documentary evidence without deference 
to any prin text of modern times, and 
therefore to employ the best resources of 
criticism for estimating the value of evidence. 
Textual criticism, as applied to the Greek 
New Testament, forms a special study of 
much intricacy and difficulty, and even now 
leaves room for considerable variety of opin- 
ion among competent critics. Different 
schools of criticism a been rep 
resented among us, and ve together 
contributed to the final result. In the early 
part of the work every various reading re- 
quiring consideration was discussed and voted 
on by the Gompany. After a time the prece- 
dents thus established enabled the process to 
be safely shortened; but it was still at the op- 
tion of every one to raise a full discussion on 
any particular reading, and the option was 
freely used. On the first revision, in accord- 
ance with the fifth rule, the decisions were 
arrived at by simple majorities. On the sec- 
ond revision, at which amajority of two- 
thirds was required to retain or introduce a 
reading at variance with the reading pre- 
sumed to underlie the Authorized Version, 
many readings previously adopted were 
brought again into debate, and either reaf- 
firmed or set aside. 

Many places still remain in which, for the 
present, it would not be safe to accept one 
reading to the absolute exclusion of others. 
In these cases we have given alternative read- 
ings in the margin, wherever they seein to be 
of sufficient importance or interest to deserve 
notice. In the introductory formula, the 
phrases — ancient authorities,“ some 
ancient authorities,“ are used with some lati- 
tude to denote a greater or lesser proportion 
of those authorities which have a distinct- 
ive right to be called ancient. These ancient 
authorities comprise not only Greek manu- 
scripts, some of which were written in the 
fourth and fifth centuries, but versions of a 
still earlier date in different languages, and 
also quotations by Christian writers of the 
second and following centuries. 

THE TRANSLATION. 

2. We pass now from the Text to the Trans- 
lation. The character of the revision was 
determined for us from the outset by the 
first rule, to introduce as few alterations as 
possible, consistently with faithfulness.” 
Our task was revision, not retranslation. 

In the application, however, of this princi- 
ple to the many and intricate details of our 
work, we have found ourselves, constrained 
by faithfulness to introduce changes which 
might not at first sight appear to be included 
under the rule. 

The alterations which we have made in 
the Authorized Version may be roughly 
grouped in five principal classes. rs 
alterations positively required by change o 
reading in Greek text. Secondly, altera- 
tions made where the Authorized Version ap- 
peared either to be incorrect, or to have 
chosen the less probable of two possible ren- 
derings. Thirdly, alterations of obscure or 
ambiguous renderings into such as are clear 
and express in their import. For it has been 
our principle not to leave any translation, or 
any arrangement of words, which could 
adapt itseifto one or other of two inter- 
pretations, but rather to express as 1 
as was possible that interpretation whic 
seemed best to deserve a place in the text, 
and to put the otner in the margin, 

ALTERATIONS. 

There remain yet two other classes of al- 
terations which we have felt to be required 
by the same principle of faithfulness. ‘These 
are,—fourthly, alterations of the Authorized 
Version in cases where it was inconsistent 
with itself in the render of two or more

THE LAST CLASS OF ALTERATIONS 
is that which we have described as rendered 
necessary by consequence; that is, by rea- 
son of some foregoing alferation. ‘The cases 
in which these consequential changes have 
been found necessary are numerous and of 
very different kinds. Sometimes the change 
has been made to avoid tautology: some- 
times to obviate an unpl@asing alliteration or 
some other infelicity of Bound; sometimes, 
in the case of smaller w to preserve the 
os rhythm; which, = oe a converg- 
ence of reasons, which, when explain 
would at once be accepted, but until so — 
pies might never be surmised even by in- 
lligent readers. 

This may be made plain by an example. 
When a particular word is found to recur 
with characteristic frequency in any one of 
the Sacred Writers, it is obviously desirable 
to adopt for it some Uniform rendering. 
Again, where, as in the case of the first 
three Evangelists, precisely the same clauses 
orsentences are found in more than one of 
the Gospels, it is no less necessary to translate 
them in every place in the same way. These 
two principles may be Illustrated by refer- 
ence to a word that perpetually recurs in St. 
Mark’s Gospel, and that ma translated 
either “straightway,” “forthwith,” or Im- 
mediately.” Let it bes 38 that the first 
rendering is chosen, a the word, in 
accordance with the first of the above prin- 
ciples, is in that Gospel uniformly translated 
“straightway.”’ Let it be further supposed 
that one of the passages of St. Mark in 
which it is so transiated is found, word 
for word, in one of the other Gospels, 
but that there the render of the 
Authorized Version happens to be “ fortn- 
with” or “immediately.” That render- 
ing must be changed on the second of the 
above principles; and yet such a change 
would not have been made but for this con- 
currence of two sound oprincipl and the 
consequent necessity of making a change on 
grounds extraneous to the passage itself. 

This is but one of many instances of con- 

sequential alterations which might at first 
sight appear unnecessafy, but which never- 
theless have been deliberately made, and are 
not at variance with the rule of introducing 
as few changes in the Authorized Version as 
faithfulness would allow, 
THERE ARE SOME OTHER POINTS OF DETAIL 
which it may be here convenient to notice. 
One of these, and perhaps the most impor- 
tant, is the rendering of the Greek aorist. 
There are numerous cases, especially in con- 
nection with particles ordinarily expressive 
of — time. in which the use of the in- 
definite past tense in Greek and English is al- 
together different; and in such instances we 
have not attempted to violate the idiom of 
our language by forms of expression which 
it could not bear. But we have often vent- 
ured to represent the Greek aorist by the En- 
glish preterite, even where the reader may 
find some passing difficulty in such a 
rendering, because we have felt convinced 
that the true meaning of the orizinal was 
obscured by the presence of the familiar 
auxiliary. A remarkable illustration may be 
found in the seventeenth chapter of St. 
John’s Gospel, where the combination of the 
aorist and the perfect shows, beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt, that different relations of time 
were intended to be ex 

Changes of translation will also be found 
in connection with the aprist participle, aris- 
ing from the fact that the usual periphrasis 
of this participle in the Vulgate, which was 
rendered necessary by the Latin idiom, has 
been oy 4 reproduced inthe Authorized 
Version by “when” with the t tense (as 
for example in the second chapter of St. 
Matthew’s Gospel), event where the ordinary 


participle rendering would have been easier 


and more natural in English. 
THE TENSES. 


In reference to the perfect and the imper- 
fect tenses but little needs to be said. The 
correct translation of former has been 
for the most part, tho 
exceptions, maintain in the Authorized 
Version: while with regard to the imperfect, 
clear as its meaning may be in the Greek, the 
power of expressing it is so limited in En- 
glish, that we have been frequently com- 

elled to leave the force of the tense to be 
nferred from the context. In a few in- 
stances, where faithfulness imperatively re- 
quired it, and especially where, in the Greek 
the signiticance of the imperfect tense seem 
to be additionally marked by the use of the 
articiple with the auxiliary verb, we have 
ntroduced the corresponding form in En- 
glish. Still,in the great majority of cases 
we have been obliged to retain the English 
preterite, and to rely either on slightchanges 
in the order of the words, or ons prominence 
iven to the accompanying temporal particles, 
or the indication of the meaning which, in 
the Greek, the imperfect tense was designed 
to convey. 
OTHER POINTS OF GRAMMAR, 

On other points of grammar it may be suf- 
ficient to speak more briefly. Many changes, 
as might be anticipated, have been made in 
the use of the definite article. Here again it 
was necessary to consider the peculiarities 
of English idiom, as well as the general ten- 
or of each passage. Sometimes we have felt 
it enough to prefix the article to the first of a 
series of words to all of which itis prefixed 
in the Greek, and thus, as it were, to impart 
the idea of definiteness to the whole series, 
without running the risk of  overload- 
ing the sentence. Sometimes, converse- 
ly, we have had to tolerate the presence of the 
definite article in our Version, when it 
is absent from the Greek, and perhaps not 
even grammatically latent; simply because 
English idiom would not allow the noun to 
stand, and because the introduction of the in- 
definite article might have introduced an 
idea of oneness or individuality, which was 
not in any degree traceable to the original. 
In a word, we have been careful to observe 
the use of the article wherever it seemed to 
be idlomatically possible: where it did not 
seem to be possible, we have yielded to ne- 
cessity. 

As to the pronouns and the place they oc- 
cupy in the sentence, a subject often over- 
looked by our predecessors, we have been 

articularly careful; but here again we have 
requently been baffled by structural or 
idiomatical pecukarities of the English lan- 
guage which precluded changes otherwise 
desirable. 

in the case of the particles we have met 
with less difficulty, and have been able to 
maintain a reasonable amount of consistency. 
The particles in the Greek Testament are, as 
is well known, comparatiyely few, and they 
are commonly used with precision. It has 
therefore, been the more necessary here to 
preserve a general uniformity of rendering, 
especiaily in the case of the particles of cas- 
uality and inference, so far as English idiom 
would allow. 

LASTLY, MANY CHANGES HAVE BEEN IN- 

TRODUCED 

in the rendering of the prepositions, espe- 
cially where ideas of instrumentality or of 
mediate agency, distinctly marked in the 
original, had been confused or obscured in 
the translation. We have, however, borne in 
mind the comprehensive character of such 
prepositions as ‘of’ and ‘by,’ the one in ref- 
erence to agency and the other in reference 
to means, especially in the English of the 
seventeenth century; and we have rarel

IN REGARD TO PROPER NAMES 

no rule was prescribed to us. In the case of 
names of frequent occurrence we have 
deemed it best to follow generally the rule 
laid down for our predecessors. That rule, 
it may be remembered, was to this effect, 
“The names of the prophets and the holy 
writers, with the other names of the text, to 
be retained, as nigh as may be, accordingly 
as they were vulgarly used.” Some difficulty 
has been felt in dealing with names less fa- 
miliarly known. Here our general practice 
has been to follow the Greek form of names, 
except in the case of persons and places 
mentioned in the Old Testament: in this case 
we have followed the Hebrew. 

MARGINAL NOTES. , 

4. The subject of the marginal notes de- 
serves special attention. They represent the 
results of a large amount of careful and 
elaborate discussion, and will, perhaps, by 
their very presence, indicate to some extent 
the intricacy of many of the questions 
have almost daily come before us for decis- 
ion. These notes fall intofour main groups: 
First, notes specify such differences of 
reading as were judged to be of sufficient 
importance to require a particular notice; 
secondly, notes indicating the exact render- 
ing of words to which, for the sake of 
English idiom, we were obli to 
give a less exact render n the 
text; thirdly, notes, very few in number, 
affording some explanation which the orign- 
al appeared to require; fourthly, alternative 
renderings in difficultor debatable passages. 
The notes of this last group are numerous, 
and largely in excess of those which we 
admit by our predecessors. In the 270 

ears that have passed away since their 
abors were concluded, the Sacred Text has 
been minutely examined, discussed in every 
detail, and analysed with a grammatical pre- 
cision -unknown in the days of the last Re- 
vision. There has — been accumulated a 
large amount of materials that have prepared 
the way for different renderings, which 
necessarily came under discussion. We have 
therefore placed before the reader in the 
margin other WW than those which 
were adopted in tex wherever 
such renderings seemed to deserve con- 
sideration. The rendering in the text, where 
it agrees with the Authorized Version, was 
supported by at least one-third, and, where it 
differs from the Authorized Version, by at 
least two-thirds of those who were present

Lion. 
SUPPLEMENTARY CHANGES. 

A few supplementary matters have yet to 
be mentione These may be thus enumerat- 
ed,—the use of Italics, the arrangement of 
Paragraphs, the mode of printing Quotations 
from the Poetical Books of the Old ‘Teata- 
ment, the Punc:uation, and, last of all, the 
titles of the different Books that make up the 
New Testament,—all of them particulars on 
which it seems desirable to add a few ex- 
planatory remarks. 

(a) The determination, in each place, of 
the words to be printed in italics has not 
been by any means easy; nor can we hope to 
be found in all cases perfectly consistent. In 
the earliest editions of the Authorized Version 
the use of a different type to indicate supple- 
mentary words not contained in the original 
was not very frequent, and cannot easily be 
reconciled with any settled priuciple. A re- 
view of the words so prin was made, after 
a lapse of some years, for she editions of the 
Authorised Version published at Cambridge 
in 1629 and 1638. Further, though slight, 
modifications were introduced at intervals 
between 1688 and the more systematic revis- 
ions undertaken respectively by Dr. Paris in 
the Camb on of 1 and by Dr. 
Blayney in the Oxford Edition of 1769. None 
of them, however, rest on any higher author- 
ity than that of the persons who from 
time to time superintended the pub- 
lication. The last attempt to brin 
the use of italics into uniformity an 
consistency was made by Dr. Scrivener in 
the r Bible published at Cambridge 
in 17073. In — to these labors, we 
have acted on the general principle of print- 
ing in italics words which did not appear to 
be necessarily involved in the Greek. Our 
tendency has been to diminish rather than 
to increase the amount of italic printing; 
though, in the case of difference of readings, 
we have usually marked the absence of any 
words in the original which the sense might 
nevertheless require to be prescnt in the 
Version; and again, in the case of inserted 
pronouns, where the reference did not ap 
poe to be perfectly certain, we have similar- 
y had recourse to italics. Some of these 
cases, especially when there are slight differ- 
ences of reading, are of singular intricacy 
and make it impossible to maintain rigid 
oe 

(b) We have arranged the Sacred Text in 
paragraph after the precedent of the earli- 
est English V ersions, so as to assist the gen- 
eral reader in following the current of narra- 
tive or argument. The present arrangement 
will be found, we trust, to have preserved 
the due mean between a system of long por- 
tions which must often include several sepa- 
rate topics, and a system of frequent breaks 
which, though they may correetly indicate 
the separate movements of thought in the 
writer, often seriously impede a just percep- 
tion of the true continuity of passage. 
The traditional division into chapters, which 
the Authorized Version inherited from Latin 


Bibles of the later middle ages, is an illus- | 


tration of the former method. These 
paragraphs, for such in fact they are, 
frequently include several distinct subjects. 
Moreover they sometim though rarely, 
end where there is no sufficient break in the 
sense. The division of chapters into verses, 
which was introduced into the New Testa- 
ment for the first time in 1551, isan exagger- 
ation of the latter method, with its accom- 
panying inconveniences. The serious ob- 
stacle to the right understanding of Holy 
Scripture, which are interposed by minute 
subdivision, are often overlooked; but if any 
one will consider for a moment the injurious 
effect that would be produced by brea up 
a portion of some great standard work into 
separate verses, he will at once perceive how 
necessary has been an alteration in this par- 
ticular. The arrangement by chapters and 
verses undoubtedly affords facilities for ref- 
erence: but this advantage we have been able 
tw retain by plac the numerals on the in- 
side margin of each page. 

(c) A few words will suffice as to the mode 
of printing quotations from the Poetical 
Books of the Oid Testament. Wherever the 
quotation extends to two or more lines, our 

ractice has been to recognize the parallel- 
— ot their structure by arranging the lines 
in a manner that appears to agree with the 
metrical divisions of the Hebrew original. 
Such an arrangement will be found helpful 
to the reader; not only as directing his at- 
tention to the poetical character of the quo- 
tation, but as also tending to make its force 
and pertinence more fully felt.

serve a familiar form of words, or even a fa- 
miliar cadence, has only added another per- 
plexity to those which already beset us. 
Thus, in the review of the work which we 
have been permitted to complete, our closing 
words must be words of mingled thanksgiv- 
ing, humility, prayer. Of thanksgiving, 
for the many blessings vouchsafed to us 
throughout the unbroken progress of our 
corporate labors; of humility, for our failmgs 
and imperfections in the fulfillment of our 
task; and of prayer to Almighty God that the 
Gospel of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ 
may be more clearly and more freshly shewn 
forth to all whoshall be readers of this Book.

THE GOSPELS. 
ST. MATTHEW. 


1. The book of the generation of Jesus 
Christ, the son of David, the son of Abraham. 

Abraham begat Isaac; and Isaac begat 
Jacob; and Jacob begat Judah and his breth- 
ren; and Judah begat Perez and Zera of Ta- 
mar; and Perez begat Hezron; and Hezron 
begat Ram; and Ram begat Amminadab; 
and Amminadab begat Nahshon; and Nah- 
shon begat Salmon; and Salmon begat Boaz 
of Rahab; and Boaz begat Obed of Ruth; 
and Obed begatJesse ; and Jesse begat David 
the King. 

And David begat Solomon of her that had 
been the wife of Uriah; Aud Solomon begat 
Rehoboam ; and Rehoboam begat Abijah; 
and Abijah begat Asa; and Asa begat Jehos- 
aphat; and Jehosaphat begat Joram; and 
Joram begat Uzziah; and Uzziah begat 
Jotham; and Jotham begat Ahaz; and Ahaz 
begat Hezekiah; and Hezekiah begat Manas- 
seh; and Manasseh begat Amon; and Amon 
begat Josiah; and Josiah begat Jechoniah 
and his brethren, V the time of the carrying 
away to Babylon. 

And after the carrying away to Babylon, 
Jechoniah begat Shealtiel; and Shealtiel be- 
gat Zerubbabel; and Zerubbabel begat 
Abiud; and Abjud begat Eliakim; and Eli- 
akim begat r; and Azor begat Sadoc; and 
Sadoc begat Achim; and Achim begat Eliud; 
and Eliud begat Eleazar; and Eleazar begat 
Matthan; and Matthan begat Jacob: and 
Jacob begat Joseph the husband of Mary, of 
whom was born Jesus, who is called Christ. 

So all the generations from Abraham unto 
David are fourteen generations; and from 
David unto the carrying away to Babylon 
fourteen generations; and from the carrying 
away to Babylon unto the Christ fourteen 
generations. 

Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this 
wise: When His mother Mary had been be- 
trothed to Joseph, before they came together 
she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. 
And Joseph her husband, being a righteous 
man, and not willmg to make her a public 
example, was minded to put her away privily. 
But when he thought on these things, be- 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary thy 
wife: for that which is conceived in her is of 
the Holy Ghost. And she shall bring forth a 
son; and thou shalt call his name Jesus; for 
it is he that shall save his people from their 
sins. Now all this is to come to pass, that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
Lord through the prophet, saying, 

Behold, the virgin shall be with child, and 

shall bring forth a son, 

And they shall call his name Immanuel; 

which is, being interpreted, God with us. 
And Joseph arose from his sleep, and did as 
the angel of the Lord commanded him, and 
took unto him his wife; and knew her not 
till she had brought forth a son: and he 
called his name Jesus. . 

2 Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
of Jude. in the days of Herod the King, be- 
hold, wise men from the East came to Jeru- 
salem, saying, Where is he that is born King 
of the Jews? for we saw his star in the East 
and are come to worship him. And when 
Herod the king heard it, he was troubled, 
and all Jerusalem with him. And gathering 
together all the chief priests and scribes of 
the people, he inquired of them where the 
Christ should be born. And they said unto 
him, In Bethlehem of Judza: for thus itis 
written by the prophet, 

And thou Bethlehem, land of Judah. 

Art in no wise least among the princes of 
Judah: 

For out of thee shall come forth a governor, 

Which shall be shepherd of my people Israel. 

Then Herod privily called the wise men, 
and learned of them carefully what time the 
star appeared. And he sent them to Bethle-

And they hav- 
ing heard the king, went their way; and lo, 
the star, which they sawin the east, went 
before them, till it came and stood, over 
where the young child was.

And the 
servant was healed in that hour. 

And when Jesus was come into Peter’s 
house, he saw his wife’s mother lying sick of 
afever. And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her; and she arose, and ministered 
untohim. And wheneven was come, they 
brought unto him many possessed with 
devils: and he cast out the spirits with a 
word, and healed all that were sick: that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken by Isaiah 
the prophet, say Himself took our infirm- 
ities, and bare our diseases. 

Now when Jesus saw great multitudes 
about him, he gave commandment to depart 
unto the other side. And there came ascribe, 
and said unto him, Master, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus saith 
unto him, The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the heaven have nests; but the Son 
of man hath not where to lay his head. And 
another of the disciples said unto him, Lord, 
suffer me first to go and bury my father. But 
Jesus saith unto him, Follow me; and leave 
the dead to bury their own dead, 

And when he was come to the other side 

into the country of the Gadarenes, there 
met him two possessed with devils. coming 
forth out of the tombs, exceeding fierce, so 
that no man could pass by that ey And 
behold, they cried out, saying, What have we 
to do with thee, thou Son of God ? art thou 
come hither to tormet us before the time ? 
Now there was afar off from them a herd of 
many swine feeding. And the devils be- 
sought him, saying, If thou cast us out, send 
us away into the herd of swine. And he 
saidunto them, Go. And they came out, 
and went into the swine: and behold, the 
whole herd rushed down the steep into the 
sea, and perished in the waters. And they 
that fed them fled, and went away into the 
city, and told every thing, and what was be- 
fallen to them that were possessed with 
devils. And behold, all the city came out to 
meet Jesus: and when they saw him, they 
besonght him that he would depart from 
their borders. 
And when he was entered into a boat, his 
disciples followed him. And behold, there 
arose a great tempest in the sea, insomuch 
that the boat was covered with the waves: 
but he was asleep. And they came to him, 
and awoke him, yee, Save, Lord: we per- 
ish. And he saith unto them, Why are ye 
fearful, O ve of little faith? Then he arose, 
and rebuked the winds and the sea; and there 
was agreatcalm. And the men marveled, 
saying, What manner of man is this, that 
even the winds arid the sea obey him? 

And he entered into a boat, and crossed 
over, and came into his n city. And be- 
hold, they brought to hi a man sick with 
the palsy, lying on a bed: and Jesus seeing 
their faith said unto the sick of the palsy, 
Son, be of good cheer; thy sins are forgiven. 
And behold, certain of the scribes said within 
themselves, This man blasphemeth. And 
Jesus knowing their though¢s said, Where- 
fore think ye evil in yout hearts? For 
whether is easier, to say, Thy sins are for- 
given; or to say, Arise, and Walk? But that 
ye may Know that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins (then saith he to the 


sick of the palsy), Arise, and take up thy bed, { 


and go unto thy house. And he arose, and 
departed to his house. But when the multi- 
tudes saw it, they were afraid, and glorified 
God, which had given such power unto men. 

And as Jesus passed by from thence, he 
saw a man, called Matthew, sitting at the 
place of toll: and he saith unto him, Follow 
me. And he arose, and followed him. 

And it came to pass, as he sat at meat in 
the house, behold, mauy publicans and sin- 
ners came and sat down with Jesus and his 
disciples. And when the Pharisees saw it, 
they said‘unto his disciples, Why eateth your 
Master with the 2 and sinners? But 
when he heard it, he said, They that are 
whole have no need of a physician, but they 
that are sick. But go ye and learn what this 
meaneth, I desire mercy, and not sacrifice: 
for I came not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners. 

Then come to him the disciples of John, 
saying, Why do we and the Pharisees fast oft 
but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus sajc 
unté them, can the sons of the bride- chamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom is with 
them? but the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from them, 
and then will they fast. And no man put- 
teth a piece of undressed cloth upon an old 
garment; for that which should fill it up 
taketh from the garment, and a worse rent 
is made. Neither do men pat new wine into 
old wine-skins: else the skins burst, and the 
wine is spilled, and the skins perish: but they 
put new wine into fresh wine-skins, and both 
are preserved, 

W hile he spake these things unto them, be- 
hold, there came a ruler, and worshiped bim, 
saying, My daughter is even now dead: but 
come and lay thy hand upon her, and she 
shall live. And Jesus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. And behold, a 
woman, who had an issue of blood twelve 
years, came behind him, and touched the bor- 
der of his garment: for she said within her- 
self, If 1 do but touch his garment, I shall be 
made whole, But Jesus turning and seeing 
her said, Daughter, be of good cheer: thy 
faith hath made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. And when 
Jesus came into the ruler’s house, and saw 
the flute-players, anc the crowd making a 
tumult, he said, Give place: for the damsel is 
not dead but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn. But when the crowd was put 
forth, he entered in, and took her by the 
hand; and the damsel arose. And the fame 
hereof went forth into all that land. 

And as Jesus passed by from thence, two 
blind men followed him, crying out, and say- 
ing, Have mercy on us, thou son of David. 
And when he was come into the house, the 
blind men came to him: and Jesus saith unto 
them, Believe ye that I am able to do this ? 
They 14 unto him, Lea, Lord. Then 
touched he their eyes, saying, According to 
your faith, be it done unto you. And their 
ae were opened. And Jesus strictly 
c 2 them, saying, See that no man know 
it. But they went forth, and spread 4 
his fame in all that land. 

And as they went forth, behold, there was 
brought to him a dumb man possessed with 
a devil. And when the devil was cagt out, 
the dumb man spake: and the multitudes 
marveled, saying, It was never so seen in 
Israel. But the Pharisees said, By the prince 
of the devils casteth he out devils. 

And Jesus went about all the cities and 
the villages, teaching in their synagogues, 
and —— the gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of disease and all 
manner of sickness. But when he saw the 
multitudes, he was moved with compassion 
for them, because they were distressed 
scattered, as sheep not having a shepherd. 
Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few. 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he send forth laborers into his harvest. 

10. And he called unto him his twelves dis- 
ciples, and gave them authority over unclean 
Spirits, to cast them out, and to heal all man- 
ner of disease and al] manner of sickness. 

Now the names of the twelve apostles are 
these: The first, Simon, who is called Peter, 
and Andrew his brother; James the son of 
Zebedee, and John his brother; Philip, and 
Bartholomew; Thomas, Matthew the 

ublican; James the son of Alpheus, and 

haddeus; Simon the Cananzan, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also betrayed him. These 
twelve Jesus sent forth, and charged them, 


saying, 
Go not into any of the Gentiles, and 
enter not into 1 & of the Samaritans: 
but go rather to ost sheep of the house 
of Israel. And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, 
raise the dead, cleanse the lepers, cast out 
devils: freely ye received, freely give. Get 
you no gold, nor silver. nor brass in your 
purses; no wallet for your journey, neither 
two coats, nor sh nor staff: for the labor- 
er is worthy of his food. And into whatso- 
ever my or village ye shall enter, search out 
who in it is worthy: and there abide till ye 
go forth. And as ye enter into the ho 
salute it. And if the house be worthy, le 
your peace come upon it: but if it be not 
worthy, let your peace return to you. And 
whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear 
your words, as ye go forth out of house

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m of wolves: be ye therefore wise as ser- 
— harm as doves. But beware 
of men: for they deliver you up tocoun- 
cils, and in their synagogües they will 
scourge you; yea and before governors and 
kings shall ye be brought for my sake, for a 
testimony to them and the Gentiles. But 
when they deliver you ap, be not anxious 
how or what ye shall speak: for it shall 
given you in that hour what ye shall spra 
For it is not ye that speak, but the Spiri 
our Father that speaketh in you. 
rother shall deliver up brother to death, 
the father his child: and children shall rise 
up against parents, and cause them to be put 
to death. And ye shal! be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake: but he that endureth to 
the end, the same shall be saved. But when 
they persecute you in this city, flee into the 
next: for verily | say unto you, Ye shail not 
have gone through the cities of Israꝗl. til 
the Son of man be come. 

A disciple is not above his master, nor a 
servant above his lord. It is enough for the 
disciple that he be as his master, and the 
servant as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how much 
more shallthey cali themof his household! 
Fear them not therefore: for there is nothing 
covered, that shall not be revealed; and hid, 
that shall not be known. What I teil you in 
the darkness, speak ye in the light: and what 

e hear in the ear, proclaim upon the house- 

ps. And be not afraid of them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to destroy 
both soul and body in hell. Are not two 
sparrows sold for a farthing? and not one of 
them shall fallon the ground without your 
Father: but the very hairs of your head are 
all numbered. Fear not therefore; ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. E very one 
therefore who shall confess me before men, 
him will Lalso confess before my Father 
which is in heaven. But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will 1 also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven. 

Think not that I came to send peace on 
the earth: [came not to send peace, but a 
sword. For I came to set a man at variance 
against his father, and the daughter against 
her mother, and the daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law: and a man’s foes shall be 
they of his own household. He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is not worthy 
of me: and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. And he 
that doth not take his cross and follow after 
me, is not worthy of me. He that findeth his 
life shall lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for my sake shall find it. 

He that receiveth you reeeiveth me, and 


he that receiveth me receiveth him that 


sent me. He that receiveth a prophet 


in the name of a prophet shall receive a 
and he that receiveth | 


prophet’s reward: 
a righteous man in the name of a righte- 
oug man shall receive a righteous man’s 


reward. .And whosoever shall give to drink | 


unto one of these little ones a cup 6f cold

water only, in the name of a disciple, verily 
I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his 
reward. 

11. And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
made an end of commanding his twelve dis- 
ciples, he departed thence to teach and preach 
in their cities. 

Now when Jobn heard in the prison the 
works of the Christ, he sent by his disciples, 
and said unto him, Art thou he that cometh, 
or look we for another? And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto them, Go your way and 


tell John the things which ye do hear and | 
see: the blind receive their sight, and the | 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the | 


deaf hear, and the dead are raised up, and the 
poor have good tidings preached to them. 
And blessed is he, whosoever shall find none 
oecasion of stumbling in me. And as these 


out into the wilderness to behold? a reed 
shaken with the wind? But what went ye 
out for to see? aman clothed in soft rat 
ment? Behold, they that wear soft raiment 
are in kings’ houses. But wherefore went 
ye out? to see a prophet? Yea, I say unto 
you, and much more than a prophet. This 
s he, of whom it is written, 

Behold, | send my messenger before thy 


face, 
Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 
Verily 1 say unto you, Among them that 


‘are born of women there hath not arisen a 


greater than John the Baptist: yet he that is 
hut little in the kingdom of heaven is greater 
than he. And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven 
suffereth violence, and men of violence take 
it by ftoree. For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. Andif ye are will- 
ing to receive it, this is Elijah, which is to 
come. He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. But whereunto shall I liken this gen- 
eration? Itis like unto children sitting in 
the marketplaces, which call unto their fel- 
lows, and say, We piped unto you, and ye 
did not dance; we ..wailed, and ye did not 
mourn. For John came neither eating nor 
drinking. and they say, lie hath a devil. The 
Son of man came eating and drinking, and 
they say, Behold, a gluttonous man, and a 
winebibber, a friend of publicans and sin- 
ners! And wisdom is justified by her 
works. 

Then began he to upbraid the cities where- 
in most of his mighty works were done, be- 
cause they repented not. Wo unto thee, 

norazin! wo unto thee, Bethsadia! for if 
the mighty works had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon which were donein you, they would 
have 2 — long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. Howbeit I say unto you, it shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon in the day 
of judgment, thanforyou. And thou, Caper- 
naum, shalt thou be exalted unto heaven? 
thou shglt go down unto Hades: for if the 
mighty ‘works had been done in Sodom 
which were done in thee, it would have re- 
mained until this day. Howbeit I say unto 
you, that it shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than 
for thee. 
At that season Jesus answered and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, that thou didst hide these things from 
the wise and understanding, and didst reveal 


them unto babes: yea, Father, for so it was 


well-pleasing in thy sight. All things have 
been delivered unto me of my Father: and 
no one knoweth the Son, save the Father; 
néither doth any know the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son willeth 
to reveal hin., Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will: give 
you rest. Take my yokeupon vou. and learn 
of me; for lam meek and lowly in heart: 
and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For 
my voke is easy, and my burden is light. 

12. At that season Jesus went on the sab- 
bath day through the eornfields: and his dis- 
ciples were an hungred, and began to pluck 
ears of corn, and to eat. But the Pharisees, 
when they saw it, said unto him, Behold, 
thy disciples do that which it is not lawful 
to do upon the sabbath. But he said unto 
them, Have ye not read what David did, 
when he was an hungred, and they that were 
with him; how he entered into the house of 
God, and did eat the shewbread, which it 
was not lawfulfor him to eat, neither for 
them that were with him, but only for the 
priests? Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath day the priests in the 
temple profane the sabbath, and are guilt- 
less? But I say unto you, that one greater 
than the temple is here. But if ye had 
known what this meaneth, I desire mercy, 
and not sacrifice, ye would not have con- 
demned the guiltless. For the Son of man 
is lord of the sabbath. 

And hedeparted thence, and went into 
their synagogue; and behold, aman having a 
withered hand. And they asked him, saying, 
ls it lawful to heal on the Sabbath day? that 
they might accuse him. Aud he said unto 
them, What man shall there be of you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if this fall into a 
pit on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold 
on it, and lift it out? Llow much, then, is a 
man of more value than a sheep! Wherefore 
it is lawful to do good on the sabbath day. 
Then saith he to the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And he stretched it forth: and it was 
restored whole, as the other. But the Phari- 
sees went out, and took counsel against him, 
how they might destroy him. And Jesus 
perceiying it withdrew from thence: and 
many followed him; and he healed them all, 
and charged them that they should not make 
him known: that it might be fulfitled which 
was spoken by Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
Behold, my servant whom I have chosen? 
My beloved in whom my soul is well pleased: 
I will oy my Spirit upon him, 

And he shall declare judgment to the 
Gentiles. * 

He shall not strive, nor cry aloud; 

Neither shail any one hear his voicein the

When any 
one heareth the word of the kingdom and 
understandeth it hot, then cometh the evil 
one, and snatcheth away that which hath 
been sown in his heart. This is he that was 
sown by the wayside. And he that was sown 
upon the rocky places, this is he that heareth 
the word, and straightway with joy receiveth 
It; yet hath he not root in himself, but en- 
dureth for a while; and when tribulation or 
persecution ariseth because of the word, 
straightway he stumbleth. And he that was 
sown among the thorns, this is he that hear- 
eth the word; and the care of the world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitful. And he that 
was sown upon the good ground, this is he 
that heareth the word, and understandeth it; 
who verily beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, 
some a hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty. 

Another parable set he before them, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven is likened unto 
a man that sowed good seed in his field: but 
while men slept, his enemy came and sowed 
tares also among the wheat, and went away. 
But when the blade sprang up, and brought 


the servants of the householder came and 
said unto him, Sir, didst thou net sow good 
seed in thy field? whence then hath it tares ? 
And he said unto them, An enemy hath done 
this. And the servants say unto him, Wilt 
thou. then that we go and gather them up? 
But he saith, Nay; lest haply while ve gather 
up the tares, ye root up the wheat with them. 
Let both grow together until the harvest: 
and inthe time of the harvest I will say to 
the reapers, Gather up first the tares, and 
bind them in bundles to burn them: but 
gather the wheat into my barn. 

Another parable set he before them, say- 
ing, The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
grain of mustard seed, which a man took, 
and sowed in his field: which indeed is less 
than all seeds; but when it is grown, it is 
greater than the herbs, and becometh a tree 
so that the birds of the heaven come and 
lodge in the branches thereof. 

Another parable spake he unto them; The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven, which 
a woman took, and hid in three measures of 
meal, till it was all leavened. 

All these things spake Jesus in parables 
unto the multitudes; and without a parable

into the hell of fire. See that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for 1 say unto you, 
that in heaven their angels do always behol 
the face of my Father which is in heaven. 
How think ye? If any man havea hundre 
sheep, and one of them be gone astray, doth 
he not leave the ninety and nine, and go unto 
the mountains, and seek that which goeth 
astray ?

For when they shall rise from the 
dead, they neither marry, nor are given in 
marriage: but are as angels in heaven. But 
as touching the dead, that 2 are raised; 
have ye not read in the book of Moses, in the 
place coneerning the Bush, how God spake 
unto him, saying, I am the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? 
Hie is not the God of the dead, but of the liv- 
ing: ye do greatly err. 

And one of the scribes came, and heard 
them questioning together, and knowing that 
he had answered them well, asked him, What 
commandment is the first of all? Jesus an- 
swered, The first is. Hear, O Israel; The 
Lord our God, the Lord is one: and thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy mind, and with all 
thy strength.

There is none 
other commandment greater than these. And 
the scribe said unto him, Of a truth, Master, 
thou hast well said that he is one; and there 
is none other but Re: and to love him with 
all the heart, and with all the understanding, 
and with all the strength, and to 
love his neighbor as himself, is 
much more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. And when Jesus 
saw that he answered discreetly, he said 
unto him, Thou art not far-from the king- 
dom of God.

And they compel one passing by, Simon of 
Cyrene, coming from the eountry, the father 
Alexander and Rufus, to gow that 
hne might bear his cross, And they bre 
him unto the place Golgotha, which is, being 
interpreted, The place ofa skull. And they 
offered him wine mingled with myrrh: but 
he received it not. And they crucify him, 
and part his garments among them, casting 
lots upon them, what each should take. And 
it was the third hour, and they crucitied 
him. And the superscription of his aecusa- 
tion was written over, THE KING OF THE 
Jews. And with him they crucify two rob- 
bers; one on his right hand, and one on his 
left. And they that passed by railed on him, 
wagging their heads, and saying, Ha! thou 
that destroyest the temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself, and come down 
from the cross. In like manner also the 
chief priests mocking him among themselves 
with the scribes said, He saved others; him- 
self he cannot save. Let the Christ, the King 
of Israel, now come down from the cross, 
that we may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him reproached him. 

And when the sixth hour was come, there 
was darkness over the whole land until the 
ninth hour.

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The Pharisee stood and prayed 
himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as 
the rest of men, extortioners, 1 adult- 
erers, or even as this publican. I fast twice 
in the week; 1 give tithes of all that I get. 
But the publican standing afar off, would 
h as his eyes unto heaven, 
but smote his breast, saying, God, be merci- 
ful to me a sinner. I say unto you, This man 
went down to his house justified rather than 
the other: for every one that exalteth him- 
self shall be humbled; but he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted. 

And they brought unto him also their 
babes, that he should touch them: but when 
the disciples saw it, they rebuked them. But 
Jesus called them unto bim, saying, Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and for- 
bid them not: for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God asa 
littie child, he shall in no wise enter therein. 

And a certain ruler asked him, sdying, 
Good Master, what shall I do to inherit eter- 
nal lite? And Jesus said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good? none is good, saveone, 
even God. Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, 
Do not steal, Do not bear false witness, 
Honor thy father and mother. And he said, 
All these things have I observed from my 
youth up. And when Jesus heard it, he 
said unto him, One thing thou lackest yet: 
sell all that thou hast, and distribute 
unto the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come, follow me. But when 
he heard these things, he became exceeding 
sorrowful; for he was very rich. And Jesus 
seeing him said, How hardly shall they that 
have riches enter into the kingdom of God! 
For it is easier for a camel to enter through 
a needie’s eye, than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. And they that 
heard it said, Then who can be saved? But 
he said, The things which are impossible with 
men are possible with God. And Peter said, 
Lo, we have left our own, and followed thee. 
And he said unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, There is no man that hath left house, or 
wife, or brethren, or parents, or children, for 
the kingdom of God’s sake, who shall not re- 
ceive manifold more in this time, and in the 
world to come eternal life. 

And he took unto him the twelve, and said 
unto them, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all the things that are written by the 
prophets shall be accomplished unto the Son 
of man. For he shall be delivered up unto 
the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and shame- 
fully entreated, and spit upon: and they 
shall scourge and kill him: and the third day 
he shall rise again. And they understood 
noue of these things; and this saying was 
hid from them, and they perceived not the 
things that were said. 

And it came to pass, as he drew nigh unto 
Jericho, a certain blind man sat by the way 
side begging: and hearing a multitude going 
by, he inquired what this meant. And they 
told him that Jesus of Nazareth passeth by. 
And he cried, saying, Jesus, thou son of 
David, have mercy on me. And tbev that 
went before rebuked him, that he should 
hold his peace: but he cried ont the more a 
great deal, Thou son of David, have mercy 
vn me. And Jesus stood, and commanded 
him to be brought unto him: and when he 
was come near, he asked him, What wilt 
thou that [should do unto thee? And he 
said, Lord, that I may receive my sight. 
And Jesus said unto him, Receive thy sight: 
thy faith hath made thee whole. And im- 
mediately he received his ght, and fol- 
lowed him, gloiifying God: and all the

And 
when they saw it they all murmured, saying, 
He is gone in to lodge with a mau that is a 
sinner. And Zacchwzus stood, and said unto 
the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half ot my goods 
I give to the poor; and if 1 have wrongfully 
exacted aught ot any man, I restore four- 
fold. And Jesus said unto him. — is 
salvation come to this house, forasmuch as 
he also isa son of Abraham. For the Son of 
= came to seek and to save that which was 

ost. 

And as they heard these things, he added 
and spake a parable, because he was nigh to 
Jerusalem, and because they supposed that 
the kingdom of God was immediately to ap- 
pear. He said therefore, A certain noble- 
man went into afar country, to receive for 
himself a kingdom, and to return. And he 
called ten servants of his, and gave them ten 
pounds, and said unto them, Trade ye here- 
with tilll come. But his citizens hated him, 
and sent an ambassage after him, saying, We 
will not that this man reign over us. And it 
came to pass, when he was come back again, 
having received the kingdom, that he com- 
manded these servants, unto whom he had 
given the money, to be called to him, that he 
might know what they had gained by trad- 
ing. And the first came before him, saying, 
Lord, thy pound hath made ten pounds more. 
And he said unto him, Well done thou good 
servant: because thou wast found faithfulina 
very little, have thou authority over ten cities. 
And the second came, saying, Thy, pound, 
Lord, hath made five pounds. And he said 
unto him also, Be thou also over five cities. 
And another came, saying. Lord, behold, 
here is th 
napkin: for I teared thee, because thou art 
an austere man: thou takest up that thou 
layedst not down, and reapest that thou didst 
not sow. He saith unto him, Out of thine 
own mouth Iwill judge thee, thou wicked 
servant. Thou knewest that I am an austere 
man, taking up that I laid not down, and 
reaping that I did not sow; thek wherefore 
gavest thou not my money into the bank, 
and lat my coming should have required it 
with interest? And he said unto them that 
stood by, Take away from him the pound, 
and give it unto him that hath the ten pounds. 
And they said unto him, Lord, he hath ten 
pounds. I say unto you, that unto every one 
that hath shall be given: but from him that 
hath not, even that which he hath shall be 
taken away from him. Llowbeit these mine 
enemies, which would not that I should reign 
over them, bring hither, and slay them before 
me. 

And when he had thus spoken, he went on 
before, going up to Jerusalem. 

And it came to pass, when he drew nigh 
unto Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount 
that is called the mount of Olives, he sent 
two of the disciples, saying, Go your way 
into the village over against you; in the 
which as ye enter ye shall find a colt tied, 
whereon no man ever yet sat: loose him, 
and bringhim. And if any one ask you, 
Why do ye loose him? thus shall ye say, 
The Lord hath need of him. And they that 
were sent went away, and found even as he 
had said unto them. And as they were loos- 
ing the colt, the owners thereof said unto 
them, Why loose ye the colt? And they 
said, The Lord hath need of him. And they 
brought him to Jesus: and they threw their 
garments upon the colt, and set Jesus there- 
on. And as he went, they spread their gar- 
ments in the way. And as 
now drawing nigh, even at 
scent of the mount of Olives, 
whole multitude of the disciples began to re- 
joiceand praise God with a loud voice for all 
the mighty works which they had seen; say- 
ing. Blessed is the King that cometh in the 
name of the Lord: peace in heaven, and 
Bory in the highest. And some of the 

harisees from the multitude said unto him, 
Master rebuke thy disciples. And he an- 
swered and said, I tell you that, if these shall 
hold their peace, the stones will cry out. 

And when he drew nigh, he saw the city 
and wept over it, saying, If thou hadst 
known in this day, even thou, the things 
which belong unto peace! but now they are 
hid from thine eyes. For the days shall come 
upon thee, when thine enemies shall cast u 
a bank about thee, and compass thee rounc 
and keep thee in on every side, and shall 
dash thee to the ground, and thy children 
within thee; and they shall not leave in thee 
one stone upon another: because thou know- 
est not the time of thy visitation. 

And he entered into the temple, and began 
to cast out them that sold, saying unto them, 
It is written, And nry house shall be a house 
of prayer: but ye have made it a den of rob- 

rs. 


And he was teaching daily in the temple. 
But the chief priests and the scribes and 
principal men of the people sought to de- 
stroy him: and they could not find what they 
might do; for the people all hung upon him, 
listening. 


20. Andit cameto pass,on one of the 
— 08 he was teaching the people in the 
temple, and preaching the gospel, there came 
upon him the chief priests ana the scribes 
with the elders; and they — saying unto 
him, Tell us: By what authority doest thou 
these things? or who is he that gave thee 
this authority? And he answered and said 
unto them, I also will ask you a question; 
and tell me: The baptism of John, was it 
from heayen, or from men? And they 
soned with themselves, saying, If we shall 
say, From heaven; he will say, why did ye 
not believe him? Butif we shall say, From

was a prophet. And they answered, that 
they knew not whence was, And 
Jesus said unto them, Neither tell 1 you by 
what authority 1 do these things. 

And he began to speak unto the people 
this ble: A man planted a vineyard, 
and let it out to husbandmen, and went into 
another country fora long time. And at the 
season lie sen? unto the husbandmen a sery- 
ant, that they should give him of the fruit 
of the vineyard: but the husbandmen beat 
him, and sent him away empty. And he 
sent yet another servant: and him also they 
beat, and handled him shamefully, and sent 
him away empty. And he sent yet a third: 
and him also they wounded, east him 
forth. And the lord of the vineyard said 
What shall Ldo? Iwill send my beloved 
son: it may be they will reverence him. 
But when the husbandmen saw him, they 
reasoned one with another, saying, This 
is the heir: let us kill him, that 
the inheritance may be ours. And 
they cast him forth out of the vineyard, and 
killed him. What therefore will the lord of 
the vineyard do unto them? He will come 
and destroy these husbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard unto others. And when they 
heard it, they said, God forbid. But he looked 
9 them, and gaid, What then is this that is 
wr hh, 

‘The stone which the builders rejected, 
‘The same was made the head of the corner? 
Every one that falleth on that stone shall be 


broken to pieces; but on whomsoever it shall 


tall, it will scatter him as dust. 

And the scribes and the chief priests 
sought to lay hands on him in that very hour; 
and they feared the people: for they per- 
ceived that he spake this parable against 
them. And they watched him, and sent forth 
spies, which feigned themselves to be’ right- 
eous, that they might take hold of his 
speech, so as to deliver him up to the rule 
and to the authority of the governor. And 
they asked him, saying, Master, we know 
that thou sayest and teachest rightly, and 
acceptest not the person of any, but of a 
truth teachest the way of God: 15 it lawfu 
for us to give tribute unto Cesar, or not? 
But he perceived their craftiness, and said 
unto them, Shew mea penny. Whose image 
and superscription hath it? And they said, 
Cesar’s. And he said unto them, then 
render unto Cesar the things that are Cæsar's 
and unto God the things that are God's. Ane 
they were not able to take hold of the saying 
before the people: and they marveled at his 
answer, and held their peace. 

And there came to him certain of the 
Sadducees, they which say that there is no 
resurrection; and they asked him, saying, 
Master, Moses wrote unto us, that if a man’s 
brother die, having a wife, and he be child- 
less, his brother should take the wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. There were 
therefore seven brethren: and the first took 
a wife, and died childless; and the second ; 
and the third took her; and likewise theseven 
also left no children, and died. Afterward 
the woman also died. In the resurrection 
therefore whose wife of them shall she be? for 
the geven had her to wife. And Jesus said 
unto them, The sons of this world marry, 
and are given in marriage: but they that are 
accounted worthy to attain to that world, 
and the resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage: for neither 
can they die any more: for they are equal 
unto the angels; and are sons of God, being 
sons of the resurrection. But that the dead 
are raised, even Moses shewed in the place 
corerning the Bush, when he calleth the 
Lord the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. Now he is not 
the God of the dead, but of the living: for 
all live unto him. And certain of the scribes 
answering said, Master, thou hast well said. 
For they durst not any more ask him any 
question, 

And he said unto them, How say they that 
the Christ is David’s son? For David him- 
self saith in the book of Psalms. 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on iy right hand, 

Till 1 make thine enemies the footstool 

of thy feet. 
David therefore calleth him Lord, and how 
is he his son! 

And in the hearing of all the people he 
said unto his disciples, Beware of the scribes, 
which desire to walk in long robes, and love 
salutations in the market-places, and chief 
seats in the synagogues, and chief places at 
feasts: which devour widows’ houses, and 
fur a pretense make long prayers: these shall 
receive greater condemnation. 

21. And he looked up, ang saw the rich 
men that were casting theif giftsinto the 
treasury. And he saw a certain poor widow 
casting in thither two mites. And he said, 
Of a truth I say unto you, This poor widow 
cast in more than they all: for all these did 
of their superfiuity cast in unto the gifts: but 
she of her want did cast in all the living that 
she had. ‘ 

And as some spake of the temple, how it 
was adorned with gvodly stones and offer- 
ings, he said, As for these things which ye 
behold, the days will comein which there 
shall not be left here one stone upon an- 
other, that shail not be thrown down. And 
they asked him, saying, Master, when there- 
fore shall these things be? and what shall be 
the sign when these things are about to come 
to pass? And he said, Take heed that ye be 
not led astray: for many shall come in my 
name, saying, lam he; and, The time is at 
hand: go ye not atter them. And when ye 
shall hear of wars and tumults, be not terri- 
fied: for these things must needs come to 
pass first; but the end is not immediately. 

Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against king- 
dom: and there shall be great earthquakes, 
and in divers places famines and pestilences ; 
and there shall be terrors and great signs 
from heaven. But before all these things, 
they shall Jay hands on you, and shall per- 
secute you, delivering you up to the syna- 
gogues and prisons, bringing you 
before kings and governors for my 
name’s sake. It shall turn unto you fora 
testimony. Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate beforehand how to answer: 
for 1 will give you a mouth and wisdom, 
which all your adversaries shall not be able 
to withstand or to gainsay. But ye shall be 
delivered up even by parents, and brethren, 
and kinsfolk, and friends; and some of you 
shall they cause 7 ＋ put to death. And ye 
shall be hated of all meu for my name’s sake. 
And not a hair of your head shall perish. In 
your patience ye shall win your souls, 


But when ye see Jerusalem compassed 


with armies, then know that her desolation 
isathand. Then let them that are in qudwa 
flee unto the mountains; and let them that 
arein the midst of her depart out; and let 
them that are in the country enter therein. 
For these are days of vengeance, that all 
things which are written may be fulfilled. 
Woe unto them that are with child andto 
them that give suck in those days! 
fos there shall be great distress 
upon the land, and wrath unto this 
people. And they shall fall By the 
edge of the sword, and shall be led captive 
into all the nations: and Jerusalem shall be 
trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times 
of the Gentiles be fulfilled. And there shail 
be signs in sun and moon and stars; and up- 
on the earth distress of nations, in perplexity 
for the roaring of the seaand the billows; 
men fainting for fear and for expectation of 
the things which are coming on the world: 
f@ the powers of the heavens shall be shaken. 
And then shall they see the Son of man com- 
ing in a cloud with power and great glory. 
But when these things begin to come to pass, 
look up, and lift up your heads; because your 
Jedemption draweth nigh. 

And he spake to them a parable: Behold 
the fig tree, and all the trees: when they now 
shoot forth, ye see itand know of your own 
selves that the summer is now nigh. Even 
so ye also, when ye see these things coming 
to pass know * that the kingdom of God is 
nigh. Verily lsay unto you, This genera- 
tion shall not pass away, till all things be ac- 
complished. Heaven and earth shall pass 
away: but my words shall not pass away. 

But take heed to yourselves, lest haply 
your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting 
and drunkenness, and cares of this life, an 
that day come on you suddenly asa snare: 
for so shall it come upon all them that dwell 
on the face of all the earth. But watch ye at 
every season, making supplication, that ye 
may prevail to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand before the 
Son of man. 

And every day he was teaching in the tem- 
le; and every night he went out, and lodged 
n the mount that is called the mount of 

Olives. And all the people came early in the 
morning to him in the temple, to hear him. 

22. Now the feast of unleavened bread 
drew nigh, which is called the Passover. 
And the chief priests and the scribes sought 
how they might put him to death; for they 
feared the people. 

And Satan entered into Judas who was 
called Iscariot, being of the number of the 
twelve. And he went away, and communed 
with the chief priests and captains, how he 
might deliver him unto them. And they 
were glad, and covenanted to give him 
money. And he consented, and a 
portunity to deliver him unto them in 
absence of the multitude. 

And the day of unleavened bread on 
which the passover must be sacrificed.

And when the hour was come, he sat down, 
and the aposties with him. Aud he said unto 
them, With desire I have desired to eat this 
passover with you before I suffer: for I say 
unto you, I will not eat it, until it be fulfilled 
in the kingdom of God. And he received a 
cup, and when he had given thanks, he said, 
Take this, and divide it among yourselves: 
for I say unto you, I will not drink from 
henceforth of the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come. And he took 
bread, and when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and gave to them, saying, This is my 
body which is given for you: this do in re- 
membrance of me. And me cop int man- 
ner after supper, saying, This cup is new 
covenantin my blood, even that which is 
poured out for you. But behold, the hand 
of him that betrayeth meis with me the 
table. For the Son of man indeed goeth, as 
it hath been determined: but woe unto that 
man through whom he is betrayed! And 
they began to question among mselves, 
1 —＋ of them it was that should do this 

Uns. 

And there arose also a contention among 
them, which of them is accounted to 
greatest. And he said unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles have lordship over them; and 
they that have authority over them are called 
Benefactors. But ye shall not be so: but he 
that is the greater among you, let him be- 
come as the younger; and he that is chief. as 
he that doth serve. For whether is greater, 
he that sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? is 
not he that sitteth at meat? but I am in the 
midst of you as he that serveth. But ye are 
they which have continued with me in my 
temptations; and Il appoint unto you a king- 
dom, even as ny Father appointed unto me, 
that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom ; and ye shall sit on thrones judgmg 
the twelve tribes of Israel. Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satin asked to have you, that he 
might sift you as wheat: but I made suppli- 
cation for thee, that thy faith fail not: and do 
thou, when once thou hast turned 
again, stablish thy brethren. And he 
said unto him, Lord, with thee 1 
am ready to Go both to prison and to death. 
And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock s 
not crow this day, until thou shalt tlfrice 
deny that thou knowest me. 

And he said unto them, When I sent you 
forth without purse, and wallet, and shoes, 
lacked ye anything? And they said, Noth- 
ing. And he said unto them, But now, he 
that hath a purse, let him take it, and like- 
Wise a wallet: and he that hath none, let him 
sell his cloak. and buy a sword. For I say 
unto you, that this which is written must be 
fulfilled in me. And he was reckoned with 
trangressors: for that which concerneth me 
hath fulfillment. And they said, Lord, be- 
hold, here are two swords. And he said unto 
them. It is enough. 

And he came out, and went, as his custom 
was, unto the mount of Olives; and the dis- 
ciples also followed him. And when he was 
at the place, he said unto them, Pray that ye 
enter not into temptation. A nd he was part- 
ed from them about a stone’s cast; and he 
kneeled down and prayed, saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup from me; 
nevertheless not my will, but thine, be done, 
And there appeared unto him an angel from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an 
agony he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat became as it were great drops of blood 
falling down upon the ground. And when 
he rose up from his prayer, he came untothe 
disciples, and found them sleeping for sor- 
row, and said unto them, Why sleep ye ? rise 
and pray, that ye enter not into temptation. 

While he yet spake, behold, a multitude, 
and he that was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them; and he drew near 
unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto 
him, Judas, betrayest thou the Sen of man 
with a kiss? And when they that were about 
him saw what would follow, they said, Lord, 
shall we smite with the sword? And a cer- 
tain one of them smote the servant of the 
high priest, and struck off his right ear. But 
Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far 
and he touched his ear, and healed him. Ane 
Jesus said unto the chief priests, and cap- 
tains of the temple, and elders, which were 
come against him. Are ye come out, as 
against a robber, with swords and staves? 
When I was daily with you in the temple, ye 
stretched not forth your hands against me:

And er seized him, and led him away, 
and brought him into the bigh priest’s house.

And after the space of about one bour an- 
other confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth 
this man also was with him: for he is a Gall 
lwan. But Peter said, Man, I know not what 
thou sayest. And immediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew. And the Lord turned, 
and looked upon Peter. And Peter remem- 
bered the word of the Lord, how that he said 
unto him, Before the cock crow this day, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And he went 
out, and wept bitterly. 

And the men that held Jesus mocked him, 
and beat him. And they blindfolded him, 
and asked him, saying, Prophesy: who is he 
that struck thee? And many other things 
spake they against him, reviling him. 

And as soon as it was day, the assembly of 
the elders of the people was gathered to- 
gether. both chief priests and scribes; and 
they led him ewer into their council, saying, 
lf thou art the Christ tell us. But he said 
unto them, It I teil you, ye will not believe: 
and if l ask you, ye will not answer. But 
from henceforth shall the Son of man be 
seated at the right hand of the power of 
God. And they all said, Art thou then the 
Son of God? And he said unto them, Ye 
say thatlam. And they said, What further 
need have we of witness ? for we ourselves 
have heard from his own mouth. 

23. And the whole company of them rose 
up, and brought him before Pilate. And 
they began to accuse him, saying, We found 
this man perverting our nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Cesar, and saying that 
he himself is Christ a king. And Pilate 
asked him, saying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews?

And when he knew 
that he was of Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent 
him unto Herod, who himself also was at Je- 
rusalem in these days. 

Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was ex- 
ceeding glad: for he was of a long time de- 
sirous to see him, because he bad heard con- 
cerning him; and he hoped to see some mir- 
acle done by him. And he questioned him 
in many words; but he answered him noth- 
ing. And thechief priests and the scribes 
stood, vehemently accusing him. And Herod 
with his soldiers set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arraying him in gorgeous 
apparel sent him back to Pilate. And Herod 
and Pilate became friends with each other 
that very day: for before they were at enmity 
between themselves. 

And Pilate called together the chief priests 
and the rulers and the people, and said unto 
them, Ye brought unto me this man, as one 
that perverteth the people: and behold, I, 
having exammed him before you, found no 
fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: no, nor yet Herod: 
for he sent him back unto us; and behold, 
nothing worthy of death hath been done by 
him. I will therefore chastise him, and re- 
lease him. But they cried out all together, 
saying, Away with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas: one who for a certain in- 
surrection made in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison. And Pilatespake unto 
them — esiring to release Jesus; but 
they shouted, saying, Crucify, crucify him. 
And he said unto them the third time, Why 
what evil hath this man done ? I have foun 
no cause of death in him: I will therefore 
chastise him andrelease him. But they were 
instant with loud voices, asking that he might 
be crucified. And their voices prevailed. 
And Pilate gave sentence that what they 
asked for should be done.

And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. But 
there were standing by the cross of Jesus his 
mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Clopas, and Mary Magdalene. hen 
Jesus theretore saw his mother, and the dis- 
ciple standing by, whom he loved, he saith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold, thy son! 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold, thy 
mother! And from that hour the disciple 
took her unto his own home. 

After this Jesus, knowing that all —— 
are now finished, that the scripture might be 
aceomplished, saith, I thirst. There was set 
there a vessel full ot vinegar: sv they put a 
sponge full of the vinegar upon hyssop, and 
brought it to his mouth. When Jesus re- 
fore had received the vinegar, he said, It is 
finished: and he bowed his head, and gave 
up his spirit. 

The Jews therefore, because it was the 
Preparation, that the bodies should not re- 
main upon the cross on the sa>bath (for the 
day of that sabbath was a high day), asked 
of Pilate that their — 2 miglie be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. The soldiers 
therefore came, and brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified 
with him: but when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: howbeit one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his side, and straight- 
way there came out blood and water. And 
he that hath seen hath borne witness, and his 
witness is true: and he knoweth that he saith 
true, that ye also may believe. For these 
things came to pass, that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, A bone of him shall. not be 
broken. And again another scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom they pierced. 

And after these things Joseph of Arima- 
thea, being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear ot the Jews, asked of Pilate that he 
„might take away the body of Jesus: and 
Pilate gave him-leave. He came therefore, 
and took away his body. And there came 
also Nicodemus, he who at the first came to 
him by night, bringing a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about a hundred pound weight. 
So they took the body of Jesus, and bound it 
in linen cloths with the — as the custom 
of the Jews is tobury. Now in the place 
where he was crucified there was a garden; 
and in the garden a new tomb wherein was 
never man yet laid. There then because of 
the Jews’ Preparation (for the tomb was 
nigh at hand) they laid Jesus. 

20. Now on the first day of the week com- 
eth Mary Magdelene early, while it was yet 
dark, unto the tomb, and seeth the stone 
taken away from the tomb. She runneth 
therefore, and cometh to Simon Peter, and 
to the other 5 whom Jesus loved, and 
saith unto them, They have taken away the 
Lord out of the tomb, and we know 
not where they have laid him. Peter 
theretore went forth, and the other dis- 
ciple, and they went toward the tomb. And 
they ran both together: and the other disci- 
ple outran Peter, and came first to tha tomb; 
and stooping and looking in, he seeth the 
linen cloths lying: yet entered he not in. 
Simon Peter therefore also cometh, tollow- 
ing him, and entered into the tomb; and he 
beholdeth the linen cloths lying, and 
the napkin, was upon his head, 
not lying with the linen cloths, bat 
rolled up in a place by itself. Then 
entered in therefore the other disciple 
also, which came first to the tomb, and he 
saw, and believed. For as yet they knew not 
the scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead. So the disciples went away again 
unto their own home. 

But Mary was standing without at the 
tomb weeping: so, as she wept, she stooped 
and looked into the tomb; and she beholdeth 
two angels in white sitting, one at the head, 
and one at the feet, where the body of Jesus 
had lain. And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto them 
Because they have taken away ay Lord, and 
I know not where they have laid him. When 
she had thus said, she turned herself 
and beholdeth Jesus standing, knew not 
that it was Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, 
Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou? She, supposing him to be the gar- 
dener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou hast borne 
him hence, tell me wherethou hast laid him, 
and I will take him away. Jesus saith unto 
her, Mary. She turneth herself, and saith 
unto him in Hebrew, Rabboni; which is to 
say, Master. Jesus saith to her, Touch me 
not; for I am not yet ascended unto the 
Father: but go unto my brethren. and say to 
them, I ascend unto my Father and your 
Father, and my God and your God. Mary 
Magdalene cometh and telleth the disciples, 
I have seen the Lord; and how that he had 
said these things unto her. 

When therefore it was evening, on that 
day, the first day of the week, and when the 
doors were shut where the disciples were, for 
fear of the Jews, Jesus came and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace be unto 
you, And when he had said this, he shewed 
unt®@ them his hands and his side. The dis- 
ciples therefore were glad, when they saw the 
Lord. Jesus therefore said to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as the Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you. And when he had 
said this, he breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: whose 
soever sins ye forgive, they are forgiven 
unto them; whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained. 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Did- 

ius, was not with them when Jesus came. 

he other disciples therefore said unto him, 
We have seen the Lord. But he said unto 
them, Except I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put my finger into the 
print of the nails, and put my hand intw his 
side, I will not believe. 

And after eight days again his disciples 
were within, and Thomas with them. Jesus 
cometh, the doors being shut, and stood in 
the midst, and said, Peace be unto-you. Then 
saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, 
and see my hands; and reach hither thy 
hand, and put it into my side: and be not 
faithless, but believing. Thomas answered 
and said unto him, My Lord and my God. 
Jesus saith unto him, Because thou hast 
seen me, thou hast believed: blessed are 
a have not seen, and yet have be- 

eve 

Many other signs therefore did Jesus in 
the presence of the disciples, which are not 
written in this book: but these are written, 
that ae may believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believing ye may 
have life in his name. 

Atter' these things Jesus manifested him- 
self again to the disciples atthe sea of Ti- 
berias; and he manifested himself on this 
wise. There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael of 
Cana in Galilee, and the sons of Zebedee, 
and two other of his disciples. Simon 
Peter saith unto them, 1 go a fishing. 
They say unto him, We also come 
with thee. They went forth, and 
entered into the boat; and that night they took 
nothing. But when day was now breaking, 
Jesus stood on the beach: howbeit the disci- 
ples knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus there- 
fore saith unto them, Children, have 
aught to eat? They answered him, No. 
And he said unto them, Cast the net on the 
right side of the boat, and ye shall find. 
They cast therefore, and now they were not 
able to draw it for the multitude of fishes.

So when they had broken their Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of John, 
lovest thou me more than these? He saith 
unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that 1 
love thee. He said unto him, Feed my 
lambs. He saith tohim again a second time, 
Simon, son of John, lovest thou me? He 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest 
that I love thee. He saith unto him, Tend 
my sheep. He saith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of John, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto him 
the third ti Lovest thou me? And 
he said unto” him, Lord, thou knowest 
all things: thou knowest that love 

. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 
Veril, verily, I say unto thee, When thou 
wast young, thou girdest thyself, and walk- 
edst whither thou wouldest: but when thou 
shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, and carry 
thee whither thou wouldest not. Now this he 
spake, signifying by whatmanner of death 
he should giorify God. And when he had 
spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow me. 
Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom 
Jesus loved following: which also leaned 
back on his breast at the supper, and said, 
Lord, who is he that betrayeth thee? Peter 
therefore seeing him saith to Jesus, Lord, 
and what shall this man do? Jesus saith 
unto him, If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee? follow thou me. This 
saying therefore went forth among the breth- 
ren, that that disciple should not die: yet 
Jesus said not unto him, that he should not 
die; but, If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is tut to thee ? 

This is the disciple which beareth witness 
of these things, and wrote these things: and 
we know that his witness is true. And there 
are also many other things which Jesus did, 
the which if they should be written every 
one, 1 suppose that even the world itseif 
— not contain the books that should be 
written, 


THE ACT 
OF THE APOSTLES. 


1. The former treatise, I made, O Theophi- 
lus, concerning all that Jesus began both to 
do and to teach, until the day in which he 
was received up, after that he had given com- 
mandment through the Holy Ghost unto the 
apostles whom he had chosen: to whom he 
also shewed himself alive after his passion 
by many proofs, appearing unto them by the 
space of forty days, and speaking the things 
concerning the kingdom of God: and, being 
assembled together with them, he charged 
them not to depart from Jerusalem, but to 
wait for the promise of the Father, which 
said he, ye heard from me: for John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days_hence. 

They therefore, when they were come to- 
gether, asked him, saying. Lord, dost thou at 
this time restore the kingdom to Israel? And 
he said unto them, Kis not for you to know 
times or seasons which the Father hath set 
within his own authority. But ye shall re- 
ceive power, when the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be my witnesses both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judwa and Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost parts of the earth. 
And when he had said these things, as they 
were looking, he was taken up; and a cloud 
received him out of their sight. And while 
they were looking steadfastly into heaven as 
he went, behold two men stood by them in 
white apparel; which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye looking into heaven? 
this Jesus, which was received up from you 

‘into heaven, shall so come in like manner as 
ye beheld him going into heaven. 

Then returned they unto Jerusalem from 
the mount called Olivet, which is nigh unto 
Jerusalem, a sabbath day’s journey off. And 
when they were come in, they went up into 
the upper chamber, where they were abiding ; 
both Peter and John and James and Andrew, 
Philip and Thomas, Bartholomew and Mat- 
thew. James the son of Alphewus, and Simon 
the Zealot, and Judas the son of James. 
These all with one accord continued stead- 
fastly in prayer, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jesus, and with his brethren. 

And in these days Peter stood up in the 
midst of the brethren, and said (and there 
was a multitude of persons gathered to- 
gether, about a hundred and twenty), 
Brethren, it was needful that the scripture 
should be fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost 
spake before by the mouth of David concern- 
ing Judas, who was guide to them that took 
Jesus. For he was numbered among us, and 
received his portion in this ministry. (Now 
this man obtained a field with the reward of 
his iniquity; and falling headlong, he burst 
asunder in the midst, and all his bowels 
gushed out. And it became known to all 
the dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuch that in 
their language that field was called Akel- 
dama, that is, ‘The field of blood.) For it is 
written in the book of Psalms, 

Let his habitation be made desolate, 

And let no man dwell therein; 
and, 

His office let another take. 

Of the men therefore which have companied 
with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went 
in and went out among us, beginning from 
the baptism of John, unto the day that he was 
received up from us, of these must one be- 
come a witness with us of his resurrection. 
And they put forward two. Joseph called 
Barsabbas, who was surnamed Justus, and 
Matthias. And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all men, 
shew of these two the one whom thou hast 
chosen, to take the place in this ministry and 
apostleship, from which Judas fell away, that 
he might go to his own place. And they 
gave lots for them; and the lot fell upon 
Matthias; and he was numbered with the 
eleven apostles. 

2. And when the day of Pentecost was now 
come, they were all together in one place. 
And suddenly there came from heaven a 
sound as of the rushing of a mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they were 
sitting. And there appeared unto them 
tongues parting asunder, like as of fire; and 
it sat upon each one of them. And they 
were all filled with the Holy Spirit, and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

Now there were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews,,devout men, from every nation under 
heaven. And when this sound was heard, 
the multitude came together, and were con- 
founded, because that every man heard them 
speaking in his own language. And they 
were allamazed and marveled, saying, Be- 
hold, are not all these which speak Galilens? 
And how hear we, every man in our own 
language, wherein we were born? Parthians, 
and Medes, and Elamites, and the dweller¢g in 
Mesopotamia, in Judwa, and Cappadocia, 
in Pontus and Asia, in Phrygiaand Pam- 
phyllia, in Egypt and the parts of Libya 
about Cyren and sdjourners from Rome, 
both Jews and proselytes, Cretans and Arab- 
ians, we do hear them speaking in our 
tongues thé mighty works of God. And they 
were all amazed, and were perplex ying 

u 


one to another, What meaneth thi 
others mocking said, They are filled with 
new wine. 

But Peter, standing up with the eleven, 
lifted up his voice, and spake forth unto 
them, saying, Ye men of Judea, and all ye 
that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and give ear unto my words. For these 
are not drunken, as ye sup ; seeing it is 
but the third hour of the Sas: but this is 
that which hath been spoken by the prophet 


Joel; 
And it shall be in the last days, saith God, 
ay hy aad forth of my Spirit upon all 


And your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy. 

And your young men shall see visions, 

And your old men shall dream dreams: 

Yea and on my servants and on my hand- 
maidens in those days 

Will I pour forth of my spirit; and they 


shall prophesy. 
And I wilh — wonders in the heaven 
above. . 
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That and notable day: 

And it shall be, that whosoever shall call 

on the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

Ye men of Israel, hear these words: Jesus 
of Nazareth, a man approved of God unto 
you by mighty works and wonders and 
signs, which God did by him in the midst of 
you, even as 1° yourselves khow; him, bein 
delivered up by the determinate counsel an 
foreknowledge of God, ye by the. hand of 
lawless men did crucify and slay: whom God 
raised ah having loosed the pangs of death: 
because it was not possible that he should be 
ge of it. For David saith concerning 

m, 

1 beheld the Lord always before my face; 

For he is on my right hand, that I should 

not be moved: 

Therefore my heart was glad, and my 

tongue rejoiced; 

Moreover my flesh also shall dwell in hope: 

Because thou wilt not leave my soul in 

Hades, 

Neither wilt thou give thy Holy One to see 

corruption. 

a madest known unto me the ways of 

e; 

Thou shalt make me full of gladness with 

thy countenance, 

Brethren, I may say unto you freely of the 

triarch David, that he both died and was 

uried, and his tomb is with us unto this day. 
Being therefore a prophet, and knowing that 
God had sworn with an oath to him, 
that of the fruit of his loins he would 
his throne; he fore 
resurrection 
et the Christ, that neither was he left in 
Hades, nor did his flesh see corruption. This 
Jesus did God raise up, whereof we all are 
witnesses. Being therefore by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having received of 
the Father the promise of the Holy Ghos 
he hath poured forth this, which ye see an 
hear. ‘or David ascended not into the 
heavens: but he saith himself, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou on 

my right hand, 

Till 1 make thine enemies the footstool of 

thy feet. 
Let all the house of Israel therefore know 
assuredly that God hath made him both 
a and Christ, this Jesus whom ye cruci- 
ed. 

Now when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto Peter 
and the rest of the cos, Brethren, what 
shallwe do? And Peter said unto them, 
Repent ye, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ unto the re- 
mission of your sins; and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. For to you is the 
promise, and to your children, and to all that 
are atar olf, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call unto him. And with many 
other words he testified, and exhorted them, 
saying, Save yourselves from this crooked 
generation. ‘They then that received his 
word were baptized; and there were added 
unto them in that day about three thousand 
souls. And they continued steadfastly in 
the aposties’ teaching and fellowship, in the 
breaking of bread and the prayers. 

And fear came upon every soul: and many 
wonders and signs were done by the aposties. 
And all that believed were together, and had 
ali things common; and they sold their pos- 
sessions and goods, and parted them to all, 
according as any man had need. And day 
by day, continul steadfastly with one ac- 
cord in the temple, and breaking bread at 
home, they did take their foo | with gladness 
and singleness of heart, praising God, and 
having. favor with all the people. And the 
Lord added to them day by day those that 
were being saved, 

3. Now Peter and John were going up into 
the temple at the hour of prayer, being the 
ninth hour. And a certain man that was 
lame from his mother’s womb was carried, 
whom they laid daily at the door of the tem- 
ple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of 
them that entered into the temple; who see- 
ing Peter and John about to go into the tem- 
ple, asked to receive an alms. And Peter, 
fastening his eyes upon him, with John, 
said, Look on us. And he gave heed unto 
them, expecting to receive something from 
them. But Peter said, Silver and gold have 
I none; but what 1 have, that give I thee. 
In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
walk. And he took him by the right hand, 
and raised him up: and immediately his feet 
and his ankle-bones received strength. And 
ieaping up, he stood, and began to walk; and 
he entered with them into the temple, walk- 
ing, and leaping, and praising God. And all 
the people saw him walking and praising 
God: and they took knowledge of him, that 
it was he whieh sat for alms at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple; and they were filled with 
wonder and amazement at that which had 
happened unto him. 


And as he held Peter and John, all the peo- 


— ran together unto them in the porch that 
s called Solomon’s, greatly wondering. And 
when Peter saw it, he answered unto the 
people, Le men of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this man? or why fasten ye your eyes on us, 
as though by our own power or godliness we 
had made him to walk? The God of Abra- 
ham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of 
our fathers, hath glorified his servant Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied before 
the face of Pilate, when he had determined 
to release him. But he denied the Holy and 
Righteous One, and asked for a murderer to 
be granted unto you, and killed the Prince 
of life; whom God raised from the dead: 
whereof we are witnesses. And by faith in 
his name hath his name made this man 
strong, whom ye behold and know: yea, the 
faith which is through him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence of you 
all. And now, brethren, wot that in 
ignorance ye did it, as did also your rulers. 
But the things which God foreshewed by the 
mouth of all the prone that his Christ 
should suffer, he thus fultilled. Repent ye 
therefore, and turn again, that your sins may 
be blotted out, thatso there may come sea- 
sons of refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord; and that he may send the Christ who 
hath been appointed for you, even Jesus: 
whom the heaven must receive until the 
times of restoration of all things, whereof 
God spake by the mouth of his holy prophets 
which have been since the world began. 
Moses indeed said, A prophet shall the Lord 
God raise up unto you from among your 
brethren, like unto me; to him shall ve 
hearken in all things whatsoever he shall 
speak unto you. Andit shall be, that every 
soul, which shall not hearken to that prophet, 
shall be utterly destroyed from among the 
people. Yea and all the prophets from Samuel 
and them that followed after, as many as have 
spoken, they also told of these days. Ye are 
the sons of the prophets, and of the covenant 
which God made with your fathers, saying 
unto Abraham, And in thy seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed. Unto you 
first God, having raised up his Servant, sent 
him to bless you, in turning away every one 
of you from your iniquities. 

4. And as they spake unto the people, the 
priests and the captain of the temple and the 
Sadducees came upon them, being sore 
troubled because they taught the people, and 
proclaimed in Jesus the resurrection from 
the dead. And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in ward unto the morrow: for it 
was now eventide. But many of them that 
heard the word believed; and the number of 
the men came to be about five thousand. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that 
their rulers and elders and scribes were gath- 
ered together in Jerusalem; and Annas the 
high priest was there, and Caiaphas, and 
John, and Alexander, and as many as Were 
of the kindred of tne men perass, And when 
they had set them in the midst, they in- 
quired, By what power, or in what 
name, have ye done this? Then Peter, 
filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, Ye rulers of the people, and elders, if 
we this day are examined 8 good 
deed done to an impotent man, by what 
means this man is made whole; it known 
unto * all, and to all the people of Israel, 
that in the name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth, whom ye crucified, whom raised 
from the dead, even in him doth this man 
stand here before you whole. He is the 
stone which was set at nought of you the 
builders, which was made the head of the 
corner. And in none other is there salva- 
tion: for neither is there any other name un- 
der heaven, that is given among men, 
wherein we must be saved. 

Now when they beheld the boldness of 
Peter and John, and had pereeived that they 
were unlearned and ignorant men, they mar- 
veled; and they took knowledge of them, 
that they had been with Jesus. And see 
the man which was healed standing wit 
them, they could say nothing against it. But 
when they had commanded them to go aside 
out of the council, they confer among 
themselves, saying, What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a novable miracle hath 
been wrought through them, is manifest to 
all that dweil in Jerusalem: we cannot 
deny it. But that is spread no further 
among the people, let us threaten them, that 
they speak henceforth to no manin this 
name. And they called them, and charged 
them not to speak at all nor teach in 
name of Jesus. But Peter and John an- 
swered and said unto them, Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken unto’ 


you rather than unto Ged, laces ye: for we 
cannot but 2 the things Which we saw 
and heard. d hey, when they had fur- 


ther threatened them fin 
nothing how they might — 1 ber} 
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y Ghost, by the mouth 
father David thy servant, didst say. 
2 did the Gentiles rage, 
And the peoples imagine vain things? 
The kings of the earth set themselves in array, 
And the rulers 2 — together 
Against the Lord, st his Anolnted: 
tor uf a truth in this city against thy hol 
Servant Jesus, whom thou didst anoint, bot 
Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles 
and the peoples of Israel, were gathered to- 
gether, to do whatsoever thy hand and thy 
counsel foreordained to come to pass. And 
now, Lord, look upon their threatenings: 
and grant unto thy servants to speak thy 
word with all boldness, while thou stretch- 
est forth thy hand toheal; and that signs and 
wonders may be done through the name of 
thy holy Servant Jesus. And when they had 
prayed, the place was shaken wherein the 
were gathered together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they spake 
the word of God with boldness. 

And the multitude of them that believed 
were of one heart and soul: and not one of 
them said that aught of ‘the things which he 
possessed ‘was his own: but they had all 
things common. And with t power gave 
the apostles their witness of the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus: and great grace was upon 
them all. For neither was there among them 
any that lacked: for as many as were posses- 
sors of lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prose of the things that were 
sold, and laid them at the apostles' feet: and 
distribution was made unto each, according 
as any one had need. 

And Joseph, who by the apostles was sur- 
named Barnabas (which is, being inter- 
preted, Son ot exhortation), a Levite, a man 
of Cyprus by race, oy a field, sold it, and 
brought the money, and laid it at the apos- 
tles“ feet. 

5. But a certain man named Ananias, with 
Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, and 
kept back part of the price, his wife also 
being privy to it, and brought a certain part, 
and laid it at the aposties’ feet. But Peter 
said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thy 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep 
back part of the price of the land? Whilest 
it remained, did it not remain thine own? 
and after it was sold, was it not in thy 
power? Flow is it that thou hast conceived 
this thing in thy heart? thou hast not lied 
unto man, but unto God. And Ananias 
hearing these words fell down and gave up 
the ghost: and great fear came upon all that 
heard it. And the young men arose and 
wrapped him round, and they carried him 
out and buried him. 

And it was about the space of three hours 
after, when his wife, not knowing what was 
done, came in. And Peter answered unto 
her, ‘Tell me whether ye sold the land for so 
much. And she said, Yea, for so much. 
But Peter said unto her, How is it thag ye 
have agreed together to tempt the Spirit of 
the Lord? behold, the feet of them whigh 
have buried thy husband are at the door, d 
they shall carry thee out. And she fell down 
immediately at his feet, and gave up the 
ghost: and the youngmen cameinand found 
her dead, and they carried he out and buried 
her by her husband. And great fear came 
upon the whole church, and upon all that 
heard these things. 

And by the hands of the apostles were 
many signs and wonders wrought among 
the people: and they were all with one ac- 
cord in Solomon’s porch. But of the rest 
durst no man join himself to them: howbeit 
the people magnified them: and believers 
were the more added to the Lord, multitudes 
both of men and women; insomuch that 
they even carried out the sick into the streets, 
and laid them on beds and couches, that, as 
Peter came by, at the least his shadow might 
overshadow some one of them. And there 
also came together the multitude from the 
cities round about Jerusalem, bringing sick 
folk, and them that were vexed with unclean 
spirits: and they were healed every one. 

But the high priest rose up, and all tliey 
that were with him (which is the sect of the 
Sadducees), and they were filled with jeal- 
ousy, and laid hands on the apostles, and put 
them in public ward. But an angel of the 
Lord by night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them out, and said, Go ye, and stand 
and speak in the temple to the people all the 
words of this Life. And when they heard 
this, they entered into the 1 about day- 
break, and taught. But the high priest came, 
and they that were with him, and called the 
council together, and all the senate of the 
children of Israel, and sent to the prison- 
house to have them brought. But the offi- 
cers that came found them not in the prison; 
and they returned, and told, saying, The pris- 
on-house we found shut in all safety, and the 
keepers stand ing at the doors: but when we 
had opened, we found no man within. Now 
when the captain of the temple and the chief 
priests heard these words, may were much 
perplexed concerning them whereunto this 
would grow. And there came one and told 
them, Behold, the men whom he put in the 
prison are in the temple standing and teach- 
ing the people. Then went the captain with 
the officers, and brought them, but without 
violence; for they feared. the people, lest they 
should be stoned. And when they had 
brought them, they set. them before the 
council. Andthe high priest asked them, 
saying, We straight'y charged you not to 
teach in this name: and behold, ye have filled 
Jerusalem with your teaching, and intend to 
bring this man’s blood upon us. But Peter 
and the apostles answered and said, We 
must obey God rather than men. The God 
of our fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye 
slew, hanging him on a tree. Him did God 
exalt with his right hand to be a Prince and 
a Savior, for to give repentance to Israel, 
and remission of sins. And we are witnesses 
of these things; and so is the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey him. 

But they, when they heard this, were cut 
to the heart, and were minded to slay them. 
But there stood up one in the council, a 
Pharasee, named Gamaliel, a doctor of the 
law, had in honor of all the people, and com- 
manded to put the men forth a little while. 
And he said unto them, Ye men of Israel, 
take heed to yourselves as touching these 
men, what ye are aboutto do. For before 
these days rose up Theudas, giving himself 
out to be be somebody; to whom a number of 
men, about four hundred, joined themselves: 
who was slain: and all, as many as obeyed 
him, were dispersed, and came to nought. 
After this man rose up Judas of Galilee in 
the days of the 22 and drew away 
some of the people after him: he also per- 
ished; and all, as many as obeyed him, were 
scattered abroad. And now I say unto you, 
Refrain from these men, and let them alone: 
for if this counsel or this work be of men, it 
will be overthrown: but if it is of God, 
ye will not, be able to overthrow 
them; lest haply ye be found even 
to be fighting against God. And to 
him they agreed: and when they had 
called the apostles unto them, they beat them 
and charged them not to speak in the name 
of Jesus, and letthem go. They therefore 
departed from the presence of the council, 
rejoicing that they were counted worthy to 
suffer dishonor for the Name. And every 
day, in the temple and at home, they ceased 
ae to teach and to preach Jesus as the 

hrist. 

6. Now in these — when the number of 
the disciples was multiplying, there arose a 
murmuring of the Grecian Jews against the 
Hebrews, because their widows were neg- 
lected in the daily ministration. And the 
twelve called the multitude of the disciples 
unto them, and said, It is not fit that we 
should forsake the word of God, and serve 
tables. Look ye out therefore brethren, 
from among you seven men of good report, 
fulleof the Spirit and wisdom, whom we may 
appoint over this business. But we will con- 
tinue pen in prayer, andin the minis- 
try of the word. And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and 
Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas a prose-

And the word of God increased; and the 
number of the disciples multiplied in Jeru- 
salem exceedingly; and a great company of 
the priests were obedient to the faith.

And 
he gave him the covenant of circumcision: 
so Abraham begat Isaac, and circum- 
cised him the eighth day; and Jsaac at 
Jacob, and Jacob the twelve patriarchs. 
And the patriarchs, moved with jealousy 
against Joseph, sold him into Egypt: 
and God was with him, and delivered hin 
out of all his afflictions, and gave him favor 
and wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt; 
and he made him governor over Egypt at 
all his house. Now there came a famine 
over all Egypt Canaan, and great affiic- 
tion: and our fatRers found no substance. 
But when Jacob heard that there was corn in 
Egypt, he sent forth our fatbers the first 
time. And at the second time Joseph was 
made known to his brethren; and Joseph’s 
race became manifest unto Pharaoh. And 
Joseph sent, and called to him Jacob his 
father, and all his kindred, threeseore 
fifteen souls. And Jacob went down into 
into Egypt; and he died, himself, and our 
fathers; and they were carried over unto 
Shechem. and laid in the tomb that Abraham 
bought for a price in silver of the sons of 
Hamor in Shechem. But as the time of the 
promise drew nigh, which God vouchsafed 
unto Abraham, the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, till there arose another king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. The 
same dealt subtiliy with our 1ace, and evil 
entreated our fathers, that they should cast 
out their babes to the end they might not 
live. At which season Moses was born, and 
was exceeding fair; and he was nourished 
three months in his father’s house: 
and when he was cast out Pharaoh’s 
daughter took him up, and nourished him 
for her own son. And Moses was instructed 
in all the wisdom of the Egyptians; and he 
was mighty in his words and works. But 
when he was well-nigh forty years old, it 
caine into his heart to visit his brethren the 
children of Israel. And seeing one of them 
suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, smiting the Egyp- 
tian: and he supposed that his brethren un- 
derstood how that God by his hand 
was giving them deliverance; but they 
understood wot. And the day following he 
appeared unto them as they strove, and 
would have set them at one again, saying, 
Sirs, ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one 
to another? But he that did his neighbor 
wrong thrust him away, saying, Who made 
thee a ruler and a judge over us? Wouldest 
thou kill me, as thou killedst the Egyptian 
yesterday? And Moses fied at this saying, 
and became a 11 in the land of Mid- 
ian, where he begat two sons. And when 
torty years were fulfilled, an angel appeared 
to him in the wilderness of mount Sinai, in a 
flame of fire in a bush. And when Moses saw 
it, he wondered at the signt: and as he drew 
near to behold, there came a voice of the 
Lord, Iam the God of thy fathers, the God 
of Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob. And 
Moses trembled, and durst not behold. And 
the Lord said unto him, Loose the shoes 
from they feet: for the place whereon taou 
standest is holy ground. I have surely seen 
the affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and have heard their g ing, 
and 1 am come down to @eliver 
them: and now come, I will send 
thee into Egypt. This Moses whom they re- 
fused, saying, Who made thee a ruleranda 
judge? him hath God sent to be both a ruler 
and a deliverer with the hand of the angel 
which appeared to him in the bush. This 
man led them forth, having wrought won- 
ders and signs in Egypt, and in the Red sea, 
andin the wilderness forty years.

Israel, A prophet shall God raise up unto 
you from among your brethren, like unto me.

day we touched at Sidon: and Julius treated 
Paul kindly, and gave him leave to go unto 
his friends and refresh himself. And put- 
ting to sea from thence, we sailed under the 
lee of rus, because the winds were con- 
trary. And when we had sailed across the 
sea which is off Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Myra, a of Lycia. And there the 
centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing 
for Italy; and he put us in. And when 
we had sailed slowly many days, and were 
come with difficulty over against Cnidus, the 
wind not further suffering us, we sailed 
under the lee of Crete, over agdinst Salmone; 
and with difficulty coasting along it we came 
unto a certain place called Fair Havens; nigh 
whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

And when much time was spent, and the 
voyage was now dangérous, because the 
Fast was now already gone by, Paul ad- 
monished them, and said unto them, 
Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be 
with injury and much loss, not only of the 
lading and the ship, but also of our lives. But 
the centurion gave more heed to the master 
and to the owner of the ship, than to 
those things which were spoken by Paul. 
And because the haven was not commodious 
to winter in, the more part advised to put to 
sea from thence, if by any means they could 
reach Phoenix, and winter there, which ts a 
haven of Crete, looking northeast and south- 
east. And when the south wind blew softly, 
supposing that they had obtained their pur- 

e, they weighed anchor and sailed along 
Crete, close in shore. But after no long time 
there beat down tromiia rer wind, 
which is called Euraquilo: and when the ship 
was caught, and could not face the wind, we 
gave way to it, and were driven. And run- 
ning under the lee of a small island calied 
Cauda, we were gee with difficulty, to 
secure the boat: and when they had hoisted 
it up, they used helps, under-girding 
the ship; and, fearing lest they should be 
cast upon the Syrtis, they lowered the r, 
and so were driven. And as we labored ex- 
ceedingly with the storm, the next day they 
began to throw the freight overboard; and 
the third day they t out with their own 
hands the tackling of. the ship. And when 
neither sun nor stars shone upon ws for 
many days, and no small tempest lay on us, 
all hope that we should be saved was now 
taken away. And when they had been long 
without food, then Paul stood forth in the 
midst of them, and said, Sirs, ye should have 
hearkened unto me, and not have set sail 
from Crete, and have gotten this injury and 
loss. And now I exhort you to be of od 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of life among 
you, but only of the ship. For there stood 
by me this nightan angel of the God whose 
Lam, whom also 1 serve, saying, Fear not, 
Paul; thou must stand before Cesar: and lo, 
God hath granted thee all them that sail with 
thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: for 
1 beheve God, that it shall be even so as it 
hath been spoken unto me. Howbeit we 
must be cast upon a certain island. 

But when the fourteenth night was com 
as we were driven to and fro in sea Oo 
Adria, about midnight the sailors surmise 
that they were drawing nearto some country; 
and they sounded, and found twenty fath- 
oms: and after a little space, they sounded 
again, and found fifteen fathoms. And fear- 
ing lest haply we should be cast ashore on 
rocky ground, they let four anchors from 
the stern, and wished for the day. And as 
the sailors were seek to flee out of the 
ship, and had lowered boat into the sea, 
under color as though they would lay out 
anchors from the Aber Paul said to the 
centurion and to the soldlers, Except these 
abide in the ship, ye cannot be saved. Then 
the soldiers cut away the ropes ef the boat, 
and let her fall off. And while the day was 
coming on, Paul besought them all to take 
some food, saying, This day is the fourteenth 
day that ye wait and continue fasting, having 
taken nothing. Wherefore I beseech you to 
take some food: for this is for your — * 
for there shall not a hair perish from 
head of any of you. And when he had 
said this, and had taken bread, he gave 
thands to God in the presence of all: and he 
brake it, and toeat. Then were they 
all of good cheer, and themselves also took 
food. And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. And 
when they had eaten enough, they lightened 
the@hip, throwing out the wheat into the 
sea. And when it was day they knew not 
the land: but — 1 a certain bay 
with a beach, al ey took counsel whether 
they could drive the ship upon it. And 
casting off the anchors, they left them in the 
sea, at the same time loosing the bands of 
the rudders; and hoisting up.the foresail to 
the wind, they madefor the beach. But 
lighting upon a place where two seas met, 
they ran the vessel aground; and the fore 
ship struck and remained unmovable, but 
the stern began tobreak up by the violence 
of the waves. And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, andescape, But the centurion, 
desiring to save Paul, stayed them from their 
purpose; and command that they which 
could swim should cast themselves over- 
board, and get first to the land: and the rest. 
some on planks, and some on other things 
from the ship. And so it came to pass that 
they all escaped safe to the land. 

W. And when we were escaped, then we 
knew thas the island was called Melita. And 
the barbarians shewed us no common kind- 
ness; for they kindled a fire, and received 

S all, because of the present rain, and be- 

ause of the cold. But when Pau! had gath- 
ered a bundle of sticks, and laid them on the 
— a viper came out by reason of the heat, 
and fastened on his hand. And when the 
barbarians saw the beast hanging from his 
hand, they said one to another, No doubt 
this man is a murderer, whom, though he has 
escaped from the sea, yet Justice hath not 
suffered to live. Howbeit he shook off the 
beast into the fire, and took no harm. But 
they ex he would have swollen, 
or fallen down dead suddenly: but when 
— were long in expectation, and beheld 
nothing amiss come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was à god. 

Now in the neighborhood of that place 
were lands belonging to the chief man of the 
island, named Publius; who received us, and 
entertained us three days courteously. And 
it was so, that the father of Publius lay sick 
of fever and dysentery: unto whom Paul en- 
tered in, and prayed. and laying his hands on 
him healed him. And when this was done, 
the rest also which had diseases in the island 
came, and were cured: who also honured us 
with many honors; and when we sailed, they 
put on board such things as we needed. 

And after three months we set sail in a 
ship of Alexandria, which had wintered in 
the island, whose sign was The Twin Broth- 
ers. And touching at Syracuse, we tarried 
there three days. And from thence we made 
a circuit, and arrived at Rhegium: and after 
one day a south wind sprang up, and on the 
second day we came to Puteoli: where we 
found brethren, and were entreated to tarry 
with them seven days: and so we came to 
Rome. And from thence the brethren, 
when they heard of us, came to meet us as 
far as The Market of Appius, and The Three 
Taverns; whom when Paul saw, he thanked 
God, and took courage. 

And when we entered into Rome, Pan! was 
suffered to abide by himself with the soldier 

uarded him. 

And it came to pass, that after three days 
he called together those that were the chief 
of the Jews: and when they were come to- 
gether, he said unto them, I, brethren, 
though 1 had done nothing inst the peo- 
ple, or the customs of our fathers, yet was 
delivered prisoner from Jerusalem into the 
hands of the Romans: who, when they had 
examined me, desired to set me at liberty, 
because there was no cause of death in me. 
ust it, I was 
constrained to appeal unto Cesar; not that I 

ad aught to accuse my nation of. For this 
cause therefore did I entreat you to see and 
to speak with me: for because of the hope of 
Israel I am bound with thischain. And they 
said unto him, We neither received letters 
from Juda concerning.thee, nor did any of 
the n come Hlther and report or speak 
any harin of thee.

ST. PAUL’S EPISTLES. 
ROMANS. 


1. Pavt,aservantof Jesus Christ, called to be 
an apostle, separated unto the gospel of God, 
which he promised afore by his prophets in 
the holy Scriptures, concerning his Son, who 
was born of the seed of David according to 
the flesh, who was declared -to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the spirit of 
holiness, by the resurrection of the dead; 
even Jesus Christ, our Lord, through whom 
we received grace and apostleship, unto 
obedience of faith among all the nations, for 
his name’s sake: among whom are ye also, 
called to be Jesus Christ's: to all that are in 
Rome, beloved of God, called to be saints: 
Grace to you and peace from God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

First, I thank my God through Jesus 
Christ for you all, that your faith is pro- 
claimed throughout the whole world. For 
God is my witness, whom I serve in my 
spirit in the gospel of his Son, how unceas- 
ingly I make mention of you, alwaysin my 
prayers making request, if by any means 
now at length I may be progpered by the 
will of God to come unto you. For I long to 
see you, that I may impart unto you some 
spiritual gift, to the end ye may be estab- 
lished; that is, that I with you may be com- 
forted in you, each of us by the other’s faith, 
both yours and mine. And I would not have 
you ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes 1 
purposed tocome unto you (and was hindered 
hitherto), that I might have some fruit in 
you also, even as in the rest of the Gentiles. 
I am debtor both to Greeks and to Barbarians, 
both to the wise and to the foolish. So, as 
much as in me is. I am ready to preach the 
gospel to you also that are in Rome. For lam 
not ashamed of the gospel: for it is the pow- 
er of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek. For therein is revealed a righteous- 
ness of God by faith unto faith: as it is writ- 
ten, But the righteous shall live by faith. 

For the wrath of God is revealed from 
heaven against all ungodliness and unright- 
eousness of men, who hold down the truth in 
unrighteousness ; because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; for God 
manifested it unto them. For the invisible 
things of him since the creation of the world 
are clearly seen, being perceived through 
the things that are made, even his everlast- 
ing power and divinity; thatthey may be 
without excuse: because that, knowing God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither gave 
thanks; but became vain in their reasonings, 
and their senseless heart was darkened. 
Professing themselves to be wise, they be- 
eame fools, and changed the glory of the in- 
corruptible God for the likenesg of an image 
of corruptible man, and of birds, and four- 
footed beasts, and creeping things. 

Wherefore God gave them up in the lusts 
of their hearts unto uncleanness, that their 
bodies should be dishonored among thein- 
selves: for that they exchanged the truth of 
God for a lie, and worshiped and served the 
creature rather than the Creator, who is 
blessed forever. Amen. 

For this cause God gave them up unto vile 
passions: for their women changed the 
natural use into that which is against nature: 
and likewise also the men, leaving the natu- 
ral use of the women, burned in their lust 
one toward another, men with men working 
unseemliness, and receiying in themselves that 
recompense of their error which was due. 

And even as they refused to have God in 
their knowledge, God gave them up unto 3 
reprobate mind, to do those things which a 
not fitting; being filled with all unrighteous- 


ness, wickedness, covetousness, malielous- 


ness; full of envy, murder, sirife, 
deceig, malignity, whisperers,  back- 
biters, hateful to God, insolent, haughty, 
boastful, inventors of evil things, diso- 
bedient to parents, without understanding, 
covenant-breakers, without natural affection, 
unmerciful: who, knowing the ordinance of 
God, that they which practice such things are 
worthy of death, not only do the same, but 
also consent with them that practice them, 

2. Wherefore thou art without excuse, O 
man, whosoever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, thou con- 
demnest thyself; for thou that jydgest dost 
practice the same things. And we know 
that the judgment of God is according to 
truth against them that practice such things. 
And reckonest thou this, O man, who judg- 
est them that practice such things, and doest 
the same, that thou shalt escape the judg- 
ment of God? Or despisest thou the riches 
of his goodness, and forbearance, and long- 
suffering, not knowing that the goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance? but after 
thy hardness and impenitent heart treasurest 
up for thyself wrath in the day of wrath and 

evelation of the righteous judgment of God: 
who will render to every man according to his 
works: to them that by patience in well-doing 
seek for glory and honor and incorruption, 
eternal life: but unto them that are factious, 
and obey not the truth, but obey unright- 
eousness, shall be wrath and indignation, 
tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of 
man that worketh evil, of the Jew first, and 
also of the Greek: but glory and honor and 
peace to every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek: for there is 
no respect of persons with God. For as 
many as have sinned without Jaw shall also 
perish without law: and as — as have 
sinned under law shall be judged by law; 
for not the hearers of a law are re fore 
God, but the doers of a law shall be justi- 
fied: for when Gentiles which have no law 
do by nature he things of the law, these, 
having no law, are a law unto themselves; in 
that they shew the work of the law written 
in their hearts, their conscience bearing wit- 
ness therewith, and their thoughts one with 
another accusing or else excusing them; in 
the day when God shall judge the secrets of 
men, according to my gospel, by Jesus Christ. 

But if thou bearest the name of a Jew, and 
restest upon the law, and gloriest in God, 
and knowest his will, and approved the things 
that are excellent, being instructed out of 
the law, and art confident that thou thyself 
art a guide of the biind, a light of them that 
are in darkdess, a corrector of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, having in the law the form 
of knowledge and of the truth; thou there- 
fore that teachest another, teachest thou not 
thyself ? thou that preachest aman should 
not steal, dost thou steal? thou that sayest a 
man should not commit adultery, dost thou 
commit adultery ? thou that abhorrest idols, 
dost thou rob temples? thou who gloriest in 
the law, through thy transgression of the 
law dishonorest thou God? For the name 
of God is blasphemed among the Gentiles 
because of you, even as it is written. For 
circumcision indeed profiteth, if thou be 
adoer of the law: but if thou be a trans- 
gressor of the law. thy circumcision 
is become uncircumcision. If therefore the 
uncircumeision keep the ordinances of the 
law, shall not his uncircumcision be reckon- 
ed for circumcision? and shall not the un- 
circumcision which is by nature, if it fulfill 


the law, judge thee, who with the letter and 
ressor of the law? 


For he is not a Jew, which is one outwarldy; 

neither is that a circumcision, which is out- 

ward in the flesh; but he isa Jew, which is

For, His letters, they say, are weighty and 
Wrong; but his bodily presence is weak, and 
his speech of no account. Let such a one 
reckon this, that, what we are in word by 
letters when we are absent, such are we also 
in deed when we are present. For we are 
not bold to number or compare ourselves 
with certain of them that commend them- 
selves: but they themselves, measuring 
themselves by themselves, and comparing 
themselyes with themselves, are without un- 
derstanding. But we will not glory beyond 
our measure, but according to the 
measure ot the province which God 
apportioned to us as a measure, to 
reach éven unto you. For we stretch not 
ourselves overmuch, as though we reached 
not unto you: for we came even as far as 
unto you in the gospel of Christ: not glory 
beyond our measure, that és, in other 
men’s labors; but having hope that, as your 
faith | groweth, we shall be magnified in you 
according to our province unto further 
abundance, so as to preach the gospel even 
unto the parts beyond you, and not to glory 
in another’s province in regard of things 
ready to our hand. But he that glorieth, let 
him glory in the Lord. For not he that com- 
mendeth himself is approved, but whom the 

Lord commendeth. 

II. Would that ye could bear with me in a 
littie foolishness: nay indeed bear with me. 
For lam jealous over you with a godly jeal- 
ousy: for 1 espoused you to one husband, 
that I might 2 you as a pure virgin to 
Christ.

1 robbed other 
churches, taking wages of them that I might 
minister unto you; and when I was present 
with you and was in want, I was nota burden 
on any man; for the brethren, when they 
came from Macedonia, supplied the measure 
of my want; andin every thing I kept my- 
self from being burdensome unto you, an 
so Will I keep mygelf. As the truth of Christ 

in me, no man Ji stop me of this glory- 
ing in the regions of Achaia. Wherefore? 
because I love you not? God knoweth. But 
what I do, that will I do, that I may 
cut off occasion from them which 
desire an occasion; that wherein they 
glory, they may be found even as we. For

But we, brethren, being bereaved of you 
for a short season, in presence, not in heart, 
endeavored the more exceedingly to see your 
face with great desire: because we would 
fain have come unto you, I Paul once and 
again; and Satan hindered us. For what is 
our hope, or joy, or crown of gierying? Are 
not even ye, before our Lord Jesus at his 
coming? For ye are our glory and our joy. 

8. Wherefore when wecould no longer for- 
bear, we thought it good to be left behind at 
Athens alone; and sent Timothy, our brother 
and God's minister in the gospel of Christ, to 
establish you, and to comfort you concerning 
your faith; that no man be moved by these 
afflictions; for yourselves know that here- 
unto we are appointed. For verily, when we 
were With you, we told you beforehand that 
we are to suffer affliction; even as it came to 
pass, and ye know. For this cause I also, 
when I could no longer forbear, sent that I 
might know your faith, lest by any means 
the tempter had tempted you, and our labor 
should be in vain. But when Timothy came 
even now unto us from you, and brought us 
giad tidings of your faith and love, and that 
ye have good remembrance of us al- 
ways, longing to see us, even as we 

to see you; for this cause, 
brethren, we were comforted over 
you | all our distress and affliction 
throu your faith: for now we live, if ye 
stand fast in the Lo For what Ranke. 
giving ean we render again unte God for 
you, for all the joy wherewith we joy for 
your sakes before our God; night and day 
raying exceedingly that we ve see your 
ace, and may perfect that which is lacking 
in your faith ? 
ow may our God and Father himself, and 
our Lord Jesus, direct our way unte you: 
and the Lord make you to increase and 
abound in love one toward another, and to- 
ward ail men, even as we alsodo toward you: 
to the end he — 4 stablish your hearts un- 
blamable in holiness before our God and 
Father, at the coming of our Lord Jesus with 
all his saints. 

4. Finally then, brethren, we beseech and 
exhort you in the Lord Jesus, that, as ye re- 
ceived of us how ve oughtto walk and to 

even as you do walk—that ye 
abound more and more. For ye 
know what charge we gave youn 
through the Lord Jesus. For this is 
the will of God, even your sanctifi- 
cation, that ye abstain from fornication; that 
each one of you know how to s8 him- 
self of his own vessel in sanctification and 
honor, not in tiie passion of lust, even as the 
Gentiles which know not God: that no man 
transgress, wrong his brother in the 
matter: because the Lord is an avenger in 
all these things, as also we forwarned you 
and testified. For God called us not for un- 
cleanness, but in sanctification. Therefore 
he that rejecteth, rejecteth not man, but God, 
who giveth his Holy Spirit unto you. 

But concerning love of the brethren ye 
have no need that one write unto you: for 
ye yourselves are taught of God to love one 
another; for indeed you do it toward all the 
brethren which are in all Macedonia. But 
we exhort you, brethren, that ye abound 
more and more; and that ye study to be quiet, 
and to do your own business, and to work 
with your hands, even as we charged you; 
that ye may walk honestly toward them 
that are without, and may have need of 


noghing. 
ut we would not have you ignorant, breth- 
ren, concerning them that fall asleep; that 
ye sorrow not, even at the * which have 
no hope, For If we believe that Jesus died and 
rose n, even so them also that are fallen 
asleep in Jesus will God bring with him, 
For this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we that are alive, that are left un- 
to the coming of the Lord, shall in no wise 
precede them that are fallen asleep. For the 
rd himself shall descend from heaven, 
witha shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: then we that 
are alive, that are left, shall together with 
them be caught up in the clouds, to meet the 
rd in the air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfortone another 
with these words. 

5. But concerning the times and the sea- 
sons, brethren, ye have no need that aught 
be written unto you. For yourselves know 
perfectly that the day of the Lord so 
cometh as a thief in the night. 

hen they are. saying, eace and 
safety, then sudden destruction cometh 
upon chem, as travail upon a woman with 
child; and they shall in no wise escape.

And we exhort you, brethren, ad- 
monish the disorderly, encourage the faint- 
hearted, support the weak, be long-suffering 
toward all. See that none render unto any 
one evil for evil; but alway follow after that 
whic one toward another, and 
toward all. Rejoice alway; pray without 
ceasing; in every thing five thanks: for this 
is the will of God in Christ Jesus to you- 
ward. Quench not the Spirit; despise not 
prophesy ings; prove all things; hold fast 
~ ＋ vg ch is good; abstain from every form 
of evil.

We are bound to give thanks to God alway 
for you, brethren, even as it is meet, for that 
your faith groweth exceedingly, and the love 
of each one of you all toward one another 
aboundeth ; so that we ourselves glory in you 
in the churches of God for your patience and 
faith in all your persecutions and in the af- 
flictions which ye endure; which is a mani- 
fest token of the righteous judgment of God; 
to the end that ye may be counted worthy of 
the kingdom of God, for which ye also suffer: 
if so be that it is a righteous thing. with 
God to recompense affliction to them that 
afflict you, and to you that are afflicted rest 
with us, at the revelation of the Lord Jesus 
from heaven with the angels of his power in 
flaming fire, rendering vengeance to them 
that know not God, and to them that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jesus: who shall 
suffer punishment, even eternal destruction 
from the face of the Lord and from the glory 
of his might, when he shall come to be glori- 
fied in his sairits, and to be marveled at in all 
them that believed (because our testimony 
unte you was believed) in that day. To 
which end we also pray always for you, that

Fer as touching those who were once 
enlightened and of the heavenly gift, 
and were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, and tasted the good word of God, and 
the powers of the age to come, and then fell 
away, it is possible to renew them again unto 
repentance: seeing they crucify to them- 
selves the Son of God afresh, a ut him to 
an open shame. For the land which h 
drunk the rain that cometh oft upon it, 
ringeth forth herbs meet for them for whose 
sake it is also tilled, receiveth blessing from 
God: but if it beareth thorns and thistles, it 
is rejected and nigh unto a curse; whose 
end is to be burned. 
But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak: for God is 
not unrighteous to forget your work and the 
love which ye shewed toward his name, in 
that ye ministered unto the saints, and still 
do minister. And we desire that each one 
of you may shew the same diligence unto 
the fullness of hope even to the eng: that ye 
be not sluggish, but imitators of them who 
through faith and patience inherit the prom- 


ises. 

For when God made promise to Abraham, 
since he could swear by none greater, he 
sware by himself, saying, Surely blessing I 
will biess thee, and multiply 1 will multi- 
ply thee. And thus, having patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. For men 
swear by the greater: and in every dispute 
of theirs the oath is final for confirmation. 
Wherein God, being minded to shew more 
abundantly into the heirs of the promise the 
inuuutability of his counsel, interposed with 
an oath: that by two immutable things, in 
which it is impussivle fur God to lie, we may 
havea strong encouragement, who have fled 
for refuge to lay hold of the hope set before 
us; which we have as an anchor of the soul, 
a hope bot sure and steadfast and entering 
into that ch is within the veil; whither as 
a fureruuner Jesus entered for us, having 
become a high priest for ever after the order 
of Meichizedek. 

7. For this Melchizedek, king of Salem, 
priest of God Most High, who met Abraham 
returning from the siaughter of the kings, 
and biessed him, to whom also Abraham di- 
vided a tenth part of all (being first, by inter- 
pretation, King of righteousness, and then 
also King of Salem, which is, King of peace; 
without father, without ‘mother, without 
genealogy, having neither beginning of days 
nor end of life, but made like unto the Son 
of God), abideth a priest continually. 

Now consider how great this man was, 
unto whom Abraham, the patriarch, gave a 
tenth out of the chief spoils. And they in- 
deed of the suns of Levi receive the 
priest’s oftice have commandment to take 
tithes of the people according to the law, that 
is, of their brethren, though these have come 
out of the loins of Abraham: . but he 
whose genealogy is not counted from 
them hath taken tithes of Abraham, and 
hath blessed him that hath the promises. 
But without any dispute the less, is blessed 
of the better. And here men die re- 
ceive tithes; but there one, of whom itis 
witnessed that he liveth. And, so to say, 
through Abrahain even Levi, who receiveth 
tithes, hath paid tithes; for he was yet in the 
— of bis father, when Melchizedek met 


im. 

Now if there was perfection through the 
Levitical priesthood (for under it hath the 
people received tlre law), what further need 
was there that another priest should arise 
after the order of Melchizedek, and not be 
reckoned after the order of/Aaron? For the 
priesthood being changed, there is made of 
necessity a change also of the law. For he 
of whom these things are said belongeth to 
another tribe, from which no man hath 
given attendance at the altar. For it is 
evident that our Lord hath sprung out of 
Judah; as to which tribe Moses spake noth- 
ing concerning priests. And what we say is 

et more abundantly evident, if after the 
8 of Melchizedek there ariseth another 

riest, who hath been made, not after the 
aw of acarnal commandment, but after tke 
power of an endless life: for itis witnessed 
of him, 

Thou art a priest forever 

After the order of Melchizedek. 

For there is a disannulling of a foregoin 

commandment because of its weakness an 

unprofitableness (for the law made nothing 
perfect), and a bringing in thereupon of a 
better hope, through which we draw nigh 
unto God. And inasmuch as it is not with- 
out the taking of ah oath (for they indeed 
have been made priests without an vath; but 
he with an oath by him that saith of him 

The Lord sware and will not repent him- 


self, 
Thou art a priest forever) ; 
by so much also hath Jesus become the surety 
of a better covenant. And they indeed have 
been made priests many in nuinber, because 
that by death they are hindered from coutinu- 
ing: but he, because he abideth forever, hath 
his priesthood unchangeable. Wherefore 
also he is able to save to the uitermost them 
that draw near unto God through him, see- 
ing he ever liveth to make intercession for 


them. | 

For — priest became us, holy, 
guileless, undefiled, separated from sinners, 
and made higher than the heavens; who 
neeggth not daily, like those high priests, to 
offer up sacrifices, first for his own sins, and 
then for the sins of the people: for this he 
did once for all, when he offered up himself. 
For the law appointeth men hight priests, 
baving infirmity; but the word of the vath, 
which was after the law, appointeth a Son, 
perfected for evermore, 

8. Now in the things which we are sayi 
the chief point is this: We have such a hig 
priest, who sat down on the right hand of 
the throne of the Majesty in the heavens, a 
minister of the sanctuary, and of the true 
tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, not man. 
For every high priest is appointed to offer 
both gifts and sacrifices: wherefore it is 
necessary that this high t also have 
somewhat to offer. Now if he were ou earth, 
he would not be a priest at all, seeing there 
are th ho offer the gifts according to tne 
law; who serve that which is a copy, and 
shadow of the heavenly things, even as 
Moses is warned of God when he is about to 
make the tabernacle: for, See, saith he, that 
thou make all things according to 
the pattern that was shewed 
the mount. But now hath. he ob,, 
tained a ministry the more excellent, by 
how much also he is the mediator of a better 
covenant, which hath been enacted upon bet- 
ter promises. For if first covenant had 
been faultiess then would no —— have been 
sought for a second. For finding fault with 
them, he saith, 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 

That {| will make a new covenant with 

the house of Israel and with the house 
of Judah;

In that he saith, A new covenant, he 
hath made the first old. But that which is 
becoming old and waxeth aged is nigh unto 
vanishing away. 

9. Now even the first covenant had ordi- 
nances of divine service, and its sanctu- 
ary, a sanctuary ot thiseworld. For there 
was a tabernacle prepared, the first, wherein 
were the candles * and the table, and the 
shew-bread; which is called the Holy place.

and more perfect tabernacle, not e wi 
hands, that is to say, not of this ¢ nor 

t through the blood of goats and calves, 
but through his own blood, entered in once 
for all into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption. For if the blood of 
goats and bulis, and the ashes of a heiter 
sprinkling them that have been defiled, 
sanctify unto the cleanness of the flesh: how 
— more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself 
without blemish unto God, cleanse your con- 
science from dead works to serve the living 
God? And for this cause he is the mediator 
of anew covenant, that a death having taken 
place for the redemption of the transgres- 
sions that were under the first covenant, they 
that have been called may receive the prom- 
ise of the eternal inheritance. For where a 
testament is, there must-of necessity be the 
death of him that made it. For a testament 
is of force where there hath been death: for 
doth it ever avail while he that made it 
liveth? Wherefore even the first cove- 
nant hath not been dedicated with- 
out blood. For when every command- 
ment had been spoken by Moses unto all 
the people according to the law, he took the 
blood of the calves and the goats, with water 
and scarlet wool and hyssop, and sprinkled 
both the book itself, and all the people, say- 
ing, This is the blood of the covenant which 
God cammanded to you-ward. Moreover the 
tabernacle and all the vessels of the ministry 
he sprinkled in like manner with the blood. 
And according to the law, I may almost say 
all things are cleansed with blood, and apart 
— shedding of blood there is no remis- 
Sion. 

It was necessary therefore that the copies 
of the things in the heavens should be 
cleansed with these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices thau these. 
For Christ entered not into a holy place made 
with hands, like in pattern to the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear before the 
face of God for us: nor yet that he should 
offer himself often; as the high priest 
entereth into the holy place year by 

ear with blood not his own: else must 

e often have suffered since the foundation 
of the world: but now once at the end of the 
ages hath he been manifested to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. nd inas- 
much as it is appointed unto men once to die, 
and after this cometh judgment; so Christ 
also, having been once Offered to bear the 
sins of many, shall appear a second time, 
apart from sin, to them that wait for him, 
unto salvation. 

10. For the law having ashadow of the good 
things to come, not the very image of the 
things, they can never with the same sacri- 
fices year by year, which they offer continu- 
ally, make perfect them that draw nigh. Else 
would they not have ceased to be offered, be- 
cause the worshipers, having been once 
cleansed, would have had no more conscience 
of sins? But in those sacrifices there is a re- 
membrance made of sins year by year. For 
it is impossible thatthe blood of bulls and 
goats should take away sins. Wherefore 
when he cometh into the world, he saith, 

Sacrifice and offering thou wouldst not, 

But a body didst thou prepare for me; 

In whole burnt offerings and sacrijices for 

sin thou hadst no pleasure: 

Then said I, Lo, I am come 

In the roll of the book it is written of me) 

To do thy will, O God. 

Saying above, Sacrifices and offerings and 
whole burnt offerings and sacrifices for sin 
thou wouldst not, neither hadst pleasure 
therein (the which are offered according to 
the law), then hath he said, Lo, I ain come to 
do thy will. He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. By which will 
we have been sanctified through the offeri 
of the body of Jesus Christ once for all. And 
every priest indeed standeth day by day 
ministering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, the which can never take away 
sins: but he, when he had offered one sacri- 
fice for sius fer ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made the footstool of his feet. 
For by one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified. And the Holy 
Ghost also beareth witness to us: for after 
he hath said,

Now where remission of these is, there is 
no more oflei ing for sin. 

Having therefore, brethren, boldness to 
enter into the holy place by the blood of 
Jesus, by the way which he dedicated tor us, 
anew and living way, through the veil, that 
is to say, his flesh; and having a great priest 
over the house of God; let us draw near with 
a true heart in fullness ot faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and 
our body washed with pure water: let us 
hold fast the confession of our hope that 
it waver not; for he is faithful that 
promised; and let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and good 
works; not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the custom of sume is, but 
exhorting one another; and so much the 
more, as ye see the day drawing nigh. 

For if we sin willtully after that we have 
received the knowledge of the truth, there 
remaineth no more a sacrifice for sins, but a 
certain fearful expectation of judgment, 
and a fierceness of fire which shall devour 
the adversaries. A man that hath set at 
ay My Moses’ law dieth without compassion 
on the word of two or three witnesses: of 
how much sorer punishment, think ye, shall 
he be judged worthy, who hath trodden 
under toot the Sun of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing, and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of Grace? For we 
know him that said, Vengeance belongeth 
unto me, I will recompense. And again, The 
Lord shall judge his people. It is a fearful 
thing to fall into the hands of the living God. 

But call to remembrance the former days, 
in which, after ye were enlightened, ye en- 
dured a great conflict of sufferings; partly 
being made a gazingstock beth by reproaches 
and afflictions: and partly, becoming par- 
takers with them that were so used. Por ye 
both had compassion on them that were in 
bonds, and took joyfully the somes of your 
possessions, knowing that ye youre ves have 
a ‘better possession and an abiding one. Cast 
not away therefore your boldness, which 
hath great recompense of reward. For ye 
have need of patience, that, having done the 
will of God, ye may receive the promise.

By faith we understand that the 
worlds have been framed by the word of God 
so that what is seen bath not been made out 
of things which do appear. 
offered unto a more excellent sacrifice 
than Cain, through which he had witness 
borne to him that he was righteous, God 
bearing witness in respect of his gifts: and 
through it he being dead yet speaketh. By 
faith Enoch was translated that he should 
not see death; and he was not found, be- 
cause God translated him: for before his 
translation he hath bad witness borne to him 
that he had been well-pleasing unto God: 


and without faith it is impossible to be well- | 


pleasing unto him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that he js a 
rewarder of them that seek after him. By 
faith Noah, being warned of God concerning 
things not seen as yet, moved with godly fear, 
prepared an ark to the saving of his house; 
through which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteousness which 
is according to faith. By faith Abraham, 
when he was called, obeyed to go out untoa 
place which he was to receive for an inherit- 


for he looked for the city which hath the 
foundations, whose builder and maker is 
God. By faith even Sarah herself received 
power to conceive seed when she was past 
age, since she counted him faithful who had 
promised: wherefore also there sprang of one, 
and him as good as d 80 many as the 
stars of heaven in multitude, and as the 
Pg which is by the seashore, innumera- 
e.

back. By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau, even concerning things to come. B 
faith Jacob, when he was a-dying, blesse 
each of the sons of Joseph; and worshipped, 
leaning upon the top of hisstaff. By faith 
Joseph, when his end was nigh, made men- 
tion of the departure of the children of 
Israel; and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones, By faith Moses, when 
he was born, was hid three months 
by his parents, because they saw he was a 
— child; and they were not afraid of 
he king’s commandment. By faith M 
when he was grown up, refu to be call 
the son of Pharaoh's daughter; choosing 
rather to be evil entreated with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin fora 
season; accounting the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures of Egypt: 
for he looked. unto the recompense of re- 
ward. By faith he forsook Egypt, not fear- 
ing the wrath of the king: for he endured, 
as seeing him who is invisible. By faith he 
kept the passover, and the sprinkling of the 
blood, that the destroyer of the firstborn 
should not touch them. By faith they 
passed through the Red seaas by dry land: 
which the Egyptians assaying to do were 
swallowed up. 9 faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, aiter they had been compassed 
about for seven days, By faith Rahab the 
harlot perished not with them that were dis- 
obedient, having received the spies with 
une. And what shall [ more say? for 
the time will fail me if. I tell of Gideon, 
Barak, Samson, Jephthah; of David and 
Samuel and the prophets: who through faith 
subdued kingdoms, wrought 8 
obtained promises, stopped the mouths 0 
lions, quenched the power of fire, escaped 
the edge of the sword, from weakness were 
made strong, waxed mighty in war, turned 
to flight armies of aliens. omen received 
their dead by a resurrection: and others were 
tortured, not accepting their deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better resurrection: 
and others had trial of mockings and scourg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds and imprison- 
ment: they were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, they were tempted, they were slain 
with the sword: they went about in sheep- 
skins, in goatskins; being destitute, afflicted 
evil entreated (of whom the world was not 
worthy), wandering in deserts and moun- 
tains and caves, and holes of the earth. And 
these all, having had witness borne to them 
through their faith, received not the 
promise, God having provided some better 
thing concerning us, that apart from us they 
should not be made perfect. 

12. Therefore let us also, seeing we are 
compassed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us 
run with patience the race that is set before 
us, looking unto Jesus the author and per- 
fecter of our faith, who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, despisin 
shame, and hath sat down at the right hanc 
of the throne of God. For consider him that 
hath endured such gainsaying of sinners 
against themselves, that ye wax not weary, 
fainting in your souls. e have not yet re- 
sisted unto blood, striving against sin: and 
ye have forgotten the exhortation, which 
reasoneth with you as with sons, 

My son, regard not lightly the chastening 

of the Lord, 

Nor faint when thou art reproved of him; 

For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, 

And scourgeth every son whom he re- 

ceiveth, 

It is for chastening that ye endure; God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for what son 
is there whom his father chasteneth not? 
But if ye are without chastening, whereof all 
have been made partakers, then are ye bas- 
tards, and not sous. Furthermore, we had 
the fathers of our flesh to chasten us, and we 
gave them reverence: shall we not much 
rather bein subjection unto the Father of 
spirits, and live? For they verily fora few 
days chasteneth ws as seemed good to them; 
but he for our profit, that we may be par- 
takers of his holiness. All chastening seem- 
eth for the present tobe not — but 
rievious: yet afterward it yieldeth peacea- 
le fruit unto them that have been exercised 
thereby, even the fruit of righteousness, 
Wherefore lift up the hands that hang down, 
and the palsied knees; and make straight 
aths for your feet, that that which is lame 
e — turned out of the way, but rather be 
lealed. 

Follow after peace with all men, and the 
sanctification without which no man shall 
see the Lord: looking carefully lest there be 
any man that falleth short of the grace of 
God; lest any root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby the many be de- 
filed; lest there be any fornicator, or profane 
person, as Esau, who for one mess of meat 
sold his own birthright. For ye know that 
even when he afterward desired to inherit 
the blessing, he was rejected (for he found 
no place of ps 1 though he sought 
it diligently with tears. 

For ye are not come unto a mount that 
might be touched, and that burned with fire, 
and unto blackness, and darkness, and tem- 
pest, and the sound of a trumpet, and the 
voice of words; which voice they that heard 
intreated that no word more should be 
spoken unto them: for they could not en- 
dure that which was enjoined, If even a beast 
touch the mountain, it shall be stoned: and 
so fearful was the appearance, that Moses 
said, I exceedingly fear and quake: but ye 
are come unto mount Zion, and unto the 
city of the living Ged, the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem, and to innumerable hosts of angels, to 
the general assembly and church of the first- 
born who are enrolled in heaven, and to God 
the Judge of all, and to the spirits 
of just men made. perfect, and to 
„Jesus the mediator of a new covenant, 
and to the blood of sprinkling that speaketh 
better than that of Abel. See that ye refuse 
not him that speaketh. For if they escaped 
not, when they refused him that warned 
them on earth, much more shall not we 
escape, who turn away from him that warn- 
eth from heaven: whose voice then shook 
the earth: but now he hath promised, saying 
Yet once more will 1 make to tremble no 
the earth only, but also the heaven. And 
this word, Yet once more, signifieth the re- 
moving of those things that are shaken, as of 
things that have been made, that those things 
which are not shaken may remain. Where- 
fore, receiving a kingdom that cannot be 
shaken, let us have grace, whereby we may 
offer service well-pleasing to God with rev- 
erence and awe: for our God is a consuming 


re. 

13. Let love of the brethren continue. For- 
get not to shew love unto strangers: for 
thereby some have entertained angels un- 
awares. Remember them that are in bonds, as 
bound with them; them that are evil entreat- 
ed, as being yourselves also inthe body. Let 
marriage be had in houor ainong all, and let 
the bed be undefiled: for fornicators and 
adulterers God will judge. Be ye free from 
the love of money; content with such things 
as ye have: for himself hath said, 1 will in 
no wise fail thee, neither will J in anv wise 
forsake thee. So that with good courage we 


say, 

‘The Lord is my helper; I will not fear: 

What shall man do unto me ? 

Remember them that had the rule over 
you, which spake unto you the word of God; 
and considering the issue of their life, imitate 
their faith. Jesus Christ is the same yester- 
day and to-day, yea and forever. Be not car- 
ried away by divers and strange teachings: 
for it is good that the heart be stablished by 
grace; not by meats, wherein they that occu- 
pied themselves were not profi We have 
an altar, whereof they have no right to eat 
which Serve the tabernacle. For the bodies 
of those beasts, whose blood is brought into 
the holy place by the high priest as 
an offering for sin, are burned with- 

camp. Wherefore Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people through his 
own blood, suffered without the gate. Let 
us therefore go forth unto him without the 
camp, bearing his reproach. For we have not 
here an 2 but we seek after the 
city which is to come. Through him then 
let us offer up a sacrifice of praise to God 
continually, that is, the fruit of lips which 
make confession to his name. But to do 
good and to communicate forget not: for 
with such sacrifices God is well pleased. 
Obey them that have the rule over you, and 
submit to them: for -they watch in behalf 
of your souls, as Oey 77 1 give account; 
that they may do this with joy and not with 
grief: for this were unprofi le for vou. 

Pray for us: for we are persua we 
have a good conscience, desiring to live 
honestly in all things. And I exhort you the 
more 8 to do this, that I may be 
restored to you the sooner.

1. JAMES, aservant of God and of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, to the tweive tribes which are 


the Dispersion, greeting. 

Count it all joy, my brethren, when ye fall 
into manifold temptations; knowmg that the 
proof of your faith worketh patience. And 
let patience have ite perfect work, that ye 
may be perfect and entire, lacking in noth- 
ing. 

But if any of you lacketh wisdom, let him 
ask of God, who giveth to all liberally and 
upbraideth not; and it shall be given him. 
But let him ask in faith, nothing doubting; 
for he that doubteth is like the surge of the 
sea driven by the wind and tossed. For let 
not that man think that he shall receive any 
thing of the Lord; a double-minded man, 
unstable in all his ways. 

But let the brother of low degree glory in 
his high estate: and the rich, in that heis 
made low: because as the flower of the grass 
he shall pass away. For the sun ariseth with 
the scorching wind, and withereth the grass; 
and the flower thereof falleth, and the grace 
of the fashion of it perisheth: so shall the 
rich man fade away in his goings. 

Blessed is the man that endureth tempt- 
ation: for when he hath been approved, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which the Lord 
promised to them that love him. Let no man 
say when he is tempted, I am tempted of 
God: for God cannot be tempted with evil, 
and he himself tempteth no man, but 
each man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away by his own lust and enticed. Then 
the lust, when it hath conceived, beareth sin: 
and the sin, when it is fuilgrown, bring- 
eth forth death. Benot deceived, my be- 
loved brethren. Every good gift and every 
perfect boon is from above, coming down 
fromthe Father of lights, with whom can 
be no variation, neither shadow that is cast 
by turning. Of his own will he brought us 
forth by the word of truth, that we should 
be a kind of firstfruits of his creatures. 

Ye know this, my beloved brethren. But 
let every man be swift to hear, slow to 
speak, slow to wrath: for the wrath of man 
worketh not the righteousness of God. 
Wherefore putting away all filthiness and 
overflowing of wickedness, receive with 
meekness the implanted word, which is able 
to save your souls. But be ye doers of the 
word, and not hearers only, deludir& your 
own — For if any one is a hearer of 
the word,and notadoer, be is like untoa 
man beholding his natural face in a wirror: 
for he beholdeth himself, and goeth away, 
and straightway forgetteth what manner of 
man he was. But he that looketh 
into the perfect law, the law 
of liberty, and so continueth, being 
not a hearer that forgetteth, but a doer that 
worketh, this man shall be blessed in his do- 
ing. If any man thinketh himself to be re- 
ligious, while he bridleth not his tongue but 
deceiveth his heart, this man’s religion is 
vain. Pure religion and undefiled before our 
God and Father is this, to visit the fatherless 
and widuws in their affliction, and to keep 
himself unspotted4rom the world. 

2. My brethren, hold not the faith of our 

Lord Jesus Christ, tie Lord of glory, with 
reepect of persons. Forif there comes into 
four synagogue aman with a gold ring, in 
ine clothing, and there come in also a poor 
man Ff vile clothing; and ye have regard to 
him that weareth the fine clothing, and 
say, Sit thou here in a good place; and ye 
say to the poor man, Staudzthou there, or sit 
under my footstool; are not divided in 
your own mind, and become judges with evil 
thoughts? Hearken, my beloved brethren; 
did not God choose them that are poor as to 
the world to be rich in faith, and heirs of the 
kingdom which he promised to them 
that love him? But ye have dis 
honored the poor man. Do not the rich op- 
press you, and themselves drag you before 
the judgment-seats? Do not they blaspheme 
the honorable name by the which ye are 
called? Howbeitif ye fulfill the royal law, 
according to che seriptare, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself, ye do well: but if ye 
have respect of persons, ye commit sin, being 
convicted by the law as transgressors. For 
whosoever shall keep the whole law, and yet 
stumble in one potnt, he is become guilty of 
all. For he that said, Do not commit adul- 
tery, said also, Do not kill. Now if thou dost 
not commit adultery, but killest, thou art 
become a transgressor of the law. So speak 
ye and so do, as men that are to be jud by 
a law of liberty. For judgment s without 
mercy to him that hath shewed no mercy; 
mercy glorieth against judgment. 

What doth it “eo my brethren, if a man 
say he hath faith, but have not works? can 
that faith save him? If a brother or 
sister be naked, and in lack of daily food, 
and one of you say unto them, Go in peace, 
be ye warmed and filled; and yet ye give 
them not the things needful to the body; 
what doth it profit? Even so faith, if it have 
not works, is dead in itself. Yea, a man 
will say, Thou hast faith, and I have works: 
shew thy faith apart from thy works,and I 
by my works will shew thee my faith. Thou 
believest that God is one; thou doest well; 
the devils aiso believe, and shudder. But 
wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith apart 
from works is barren? Was not Abraham 
our father justified by works, in that he of- 
fered up Isaac his son upon altar? Thou 
seest that faith wrought with his works, and 
by works was faith made perfect; and 
the scripture was fulfilled which saith, And 
Abraham believed God, and it was reckoned 
unto him for righteousness; and he was 
called the friend of God. Ye see that by 
works a man is justified, and not only by 
faith. And in like manner was not also Ra- 
hab the harlot justified by works, in that she 
received the messengers, and sent them out 
another way? Foras the body apart from 
the spirit is dead, even so faith apart from 
works is dead. 

3. Be not many teachers, my brethren, know- 
ing that we shall reeeive heavier judgment. 
Forin many things we all stumbie. If any 
stumbleth not in word, the same is a perfect 
man, able to bridle the whole body also. Now 
if we put the horses’ bridles into their mouths, 
that they may obey us, we turn about their 
whole body also. Behold, the ships also, 
though they are so great, and are driven by 
rough winds, are yet turned about by a 
very small rudder, whither the impulse of 
the steersman willeth. So the tongue also is 
a little member, and boasteth great things. 
Behold, how much wood is kindled by how 
small a fire! And the tongue is a fire: the 
world of iniquity among our members is the 
tongue, which defileth the whole body, and 
setteth on fire the wheel of nature, and is 
set on fire by hell. For every kind of beasts 
and birds, of creeping things and things in 
the sea, is tamed, and hath been tamed by 
mankind: but the tongue can no man tame; 
it is a restless evil, it is full of deadly 

ison. Therewith bless we the Lord and 

ather; and therewith curse we men, which 
are made after thé likeness of God: out of 
the same mouth cometh forth blessing and 
cursing. My brethren, these thi ought not 
so to be. Doth the fountaiu send forth from 
the same open sweet waier and bitter? 
can a fig tree, my brethren, yield olives, or a 
vine figs ? neither can salt water yield sweet. 

Who is wise and unders ing among 
you ? let him shew by his good life his works 
n meekness of wisdom. But if ye have bit- 
ter jealousy and faction in your heart, glory 
not and lie not against the truth. This wis- 
dom is not a wisdom that cometh down from 
above, but is earthly, sensual, devilish. For 
where jealousy and- faction

whom not having seen ye love; on whom, 
though now ye see him not, yet believing, ye 
rejoice greatly with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory: receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls.

known indeed before the foundation of the 
world, but was manifested at the end of the 
times for your sake, who through him

PREPARING THE WORK. 


HOW IT WAs GUARDED. 

There perhaps never was a work published 
that was so jealously guarded and success- 
fully kept from the general public before the 
day ffed upon for its being placed on the 
market as was this Revised Version of the 
New Testament. It has been wondered at 
all along why some enterprising publisher 
did not get hold of a copy by some ingenious 
subterfuge, or actual larceny, and at once 
get out editions that would have taken the 
edge from the expectancy that has all along 
been felt regarding the work, and at the 
same time have had the effect to fill his 
pockets with large profits. That the public 
interest in the work has surpassed that felt 
towards any other book ever published is 
widened by the fact alone that it required 
over 400,000 copies to meet the first orders 
sent in by booksellers and other persons in 
America, while in England over 3,000,000 
copies were printed. In England, also, the 
demand was enormous. That there were 
book publishers who were anxious to get 
hold of the volume in advance of the publi- 
cation both in America and England, for the 
purpose of flooding the market with cheap 
editions, solely for their personal profit, and 
without any reference to a dissemination of 
the Gospel purely on religious grounds, has 
been evidenced by the great variety of en- 
deavors which these individuals made, 
but in which they were without exception 
baffled. After the work of revison had been 
completed the English Committee made their 
arrangements for publication with the Cam- 
bridge and Oxford Universities, and 
PLACED IN THEIR HANDS THE COPYRIGHT 
upon the work. These universities at once 
named five gentlemen who should have 
charge of the issuing of the book. The Com- 
mittee themseives agreed upon their honor 
as Christian gentlemen to keep the book from 
sacrilegious or any other hands, and to let no 
copy of it pass from their possession even for 
an instant, until the obligation was removed 
by the arrival of the day when the public 
should have access to it. They of course had 
the right at any time to see and retain 
copies, but these went no further than their 
private apartments, and were watched 
as carefully as though they had been price- 
less diamonds. The Committee of Five, who 
had charge of the work of publishing,—at- 
tending to all its details mechanically and in 
a general business way, and of which Mr. 
Henry Frowde, for the Oxford press. was the 
prime spirit,—made not only a verbal agree- 
ment, but signed a written compact with tne 
universities and the Revision Committee 
jointly, binding themselves to allow no one 
outside of the works to see it. The copyright 
interests were at stake, and, these overcome, 
the monetary value of the book to the uni- 
versities was materially depreciated. It 
was not alonein England that this question 
was vitally involved, but in America 
as well, for, while there was no 
possibility of securing a copyright here, 
it was the purpose of the universities to 
make what money they could both abroad 
and here by keeping the book out of the 
hands of American publishers as well as En- 
glish. Consequently, while they were fight- 
ing the enemy at home, they were also as 
—— regarding lis operations across the 
water. 


THEY WERE AWARE 
that in their own kingdom, even after publi- 
cation, there was no possibility of any pub- 
lisher taking advantage of the situation,—no 
matter how ready they were todo so before 
publication, and stood the risk of prosecu- 
tion,—while here the sensation was of an en- 
tirely different character, and once the pro 
erty passed from their hands it could bg 
appropriated by any person who sa 
fit invest his money in chea 
or other editions, and which woul 
unquestionably be done, no matter how 
large the original supply. for Bibles and 
Testaments are staple commodities on bouk- 
sellers’ shelves. foreign managers se- 
cured the coéperation of the American Re- 
vision Committee in this matter, the latter 
pledging themselves to carry out the English 
agreement, and place every o le in the 
“ye of the work leaking.“ 
hen the universities began work on the 
Testament, some three or four months ago 
they organized a perfect system ot policing of 
the presses where the matter was set and 
rinted that was carried out to the very 
tter. Never for an instant did the 
vigilance relax. types were set in 
Oxford and Cambrid at the printing 
houses connected with the universities of 
those two cities, and which are world-famed.
